A  Drug-store  Assistant  in  Hull  has  been  fined  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act.  He  obtained  for  a  Pharmaceutical 
Society  agent  two  poisonous  proprietaries  from  a  wholesale 
house,  and  handed  them  over  with  the  wholesalers'  label  on 
them.  He  was  fined  10/.  for  the  sales  and  51.  for  using 
the  title  "  Chemist "  which  was  on  the  wholesalers'  labels. 
An  unqualified  assistant  at  Bacup  has  also  been  fined  (p.  974). 

The  Duke  of  Devonshire  has  introduced  into  the  House 
of  Lords  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Poisons  Act,  which  will  permit 
persons  other  than  registered  chemists  to  sell  certain  poisons, 
and  enable  the  Privy  Council  equally  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  make  regulations  regarding  the  storage 
of  poisons  and  to  add  to  the  poisons  schedule.  The  Bill 
applies  to  Ireland  (p.  980  and  992). 

Spratt's  Patent  (Limited)  are  objecting  to  a  Scotch 
firm  selling  "Gristle  "as  a  pjultry-food,  as  they  think  it 
infringes  their  trade-mark  rights  in  "  Crissel  "  (p.  971);  and 
Bovril  (Limited)  are  claiming  that  Bouillon  Fleet  (Limited) 
are  unfairly  imitating  their  product  by  the  style  of  bottle 
and  get-up  in  which  they  are  offering  Keros  (p.  974). 

Krypton  is  giving  trouble.  When  Professor  Ramsay 
appeared  before  the  Royal  Society  his  paper  was  referred  to 
as  second-hand,  and  it  was  claimed  that  Professor  Dewar 
had  discovered  the  spectrum  of  the  new  gas  last  year 
(p.  980).  Moissan  and  Deslandres  also  claim  to  have  made 
the  discovery  in  1896  (p.  971). 

A  Petition  has  been  presented  to  the  House  of  Lords  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  praying  that  limited 
companies  of  unqualified  persons  should  not  be  permitted  to 
engage  in  any  calling  for  which  personal  qualification  is 
necessary  (p.  979). 

The  chemists  of  Liverpool  and  Bristol  have  fixed  July  1 
for  the  adoption  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the 
Glamorganshire  Analyst  allows  the  chemists  to  the  end  of 
this  year  before  he  will  assume  the  new  B.P.  to  be  the 
standard  (p.  968). 

The  P.A.T.A.  annual  meeting  has  been  held  this  week. 
The  Executive  report  that  they  had  an  income  of  1,400/ , 
and  they  pride  themselves  on  having  spent  it  all.  Mr.  H.  J. 
Hall  (Hall's  Wine)  has  been  elected  President  for  the  ensuing 
year  (p.  998). 

Among  new  companies  registered  are  the  businesses  of 
Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson,  of  Leeds,  Messrs.  Mackey, 
Mackey  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  London,  and  Mr.  E.  H. 
Earle,  chemist,  Hull  (p.  977). 

Quinine  is  down  Id.  per  oz  ,  and  some  other  articles  are 
cheaper,  but  oil  of  lemongrass,  saffron,  and  sulphur  are 
dearer,  and  some  are  firming  to  a  rise.  Business  is  quiet  in 
most  branches  (p.  1001). 

The  Queen's  Bench  Division  decides  that  the  doctor  who 
objected  to  the  proprietor  of  a  gout-water  using  his  name 
has  no  legal  power  to  object  (p  998). 

An  Acetylene-apparatus  Exhibition  was  opened  in 
the  Imperial  Institute  on  Wednesday.  It  is  interesting  and 
useful  (p  999). 

We  report  upon  the  Chemists'  Exhibition,  which  has  been 
held  in  the  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  this  week 
(p.  982).

Qualitative  Analysis. 

THE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
will  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  exami- 
nation, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is 
to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  con- 
stituents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a 
stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  June  22, 
and  the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  July  2 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Report  on  last  month's  analysis  will  appear  \  in  'our  next 
issue.

Liverpool  Chemists  and  the  New  B.P. 

The  Council  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  have 
consulted  with  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Liverpool 
Medical  Institution,  and,  with  their  approval,  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  B.P.,  1893,  as  the  standard  for  prescrib- 
ing and  dispensing  on  and  after  July  1,  1898. 

Bristol  Chemists  and  the  New  Pharmacopoeia. 

At  a  meeting  of  members  of  the  Bristol  Pharmaceutical 
Association  held  at  the  University  College  on  June  9,  the 
lion.  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  been  in  communication 
with  some  local  physicians  as  to  the  date  upon  which  the 
new  Pharmacopoeia  should  ba  used  in  dispensing.  The 
subject  had  been  brought  before  a  meeting  of  the  local 
Medical  Association,  and  they  suggested  that  a  notice  should 
be  sent  by  this  Association  to  the  medical  profession,  stating 
that  after  a  certain  date  all  new  prescriptions  would  be  dis- 
pensed according  to  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that  July  1 
was  a  convenient  date.  It  was  therefore  unanimously 
resolved  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  be  requested  to  so  notify 
the  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  all  chemists  in 
business  at  Bristol.  A  resolution  was  also  passed  declaring 
that  the  Association  is  entirely  in  sympathv  with  the  objects 
and  aims  of  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  New  Pharmacopoeia  in  Glamorganshire. 
In  his  quarterly  report  presented  this  week  to  the 
Glamorganshire  County  Council,  Mr.  Seyler,  the  county 
analyst,  remarks  on  the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia,  pointing 
out  that  it  is  now  incumbent  upon  pharmacists  to  supply 
the  new  articles.    He  recommends  that  samples  be  taken 


systematically,  as  in  the  past,  but  thinks  that  a  certain  time 
should  be  allowed  for  chemists  to  work  off  old  stocks  and 
adapt  themselves  to  the  new  conditions  before  taking  pro- 
ceedings. By  the  beginning  of  1899  this  adaptation  ought 
certainly  to  have  taken  place.  Mr.  Seyler  then  gives  the 
Glamorganshire  County  Council  particulars  of  the  principal 
alterations  effected. 

Dewsbury  and  District  Chemists'  Association. 
A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  Monday,  June  6, 
Mr.  A.  Foster  (President)  in  the  chair.  It  was  resolved  that 
the  Secretary  should  write  to  the  C.A  M.W.A.L.,  asking  them 
to  put  their  name  on  all  syphons  and  bottles  sent  out  by 
them.  It  was  also  resolved  to  suspend  the  monthly  meetings 
until  September. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  have  now  issued  the 
programme  of  their  annual  general  meeting,  to  be  held  in 
Nottingham  on  July  13,  14,  and  15.  The  proceedings  will 
open  at  10.30  a.m.,  in  the  large  Lecture  Theatre  of  Uni- 
versity College,  when  the  President  (Professor  Frank  Clowes, 
D.Sc,  F.I.C,  &c.)  will  deliver  his  address.  AmoDg  the 
business  to  be  transacted  will  be  the  presentation  of  the 
Society's  medal  to  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.,  election  of 
officers  and  Council,  &c.  From  3  to  5  p.m.  the  members  will 
be  entertained  at  a  garden-party,  on  the  invitation  of 
Alderman  Sir  John  Turney,  J. P.,  at  his  residence,  "  Spring- 
field," Alexandra  Park.  This  is  to  be  followed  by  a  recep- 
tion and  conversazione  at  Nottingham  Castle,  by  the 
invitation  of  the  Mayor. 

The  rest  of  the  week's  programme  is  as  follows : — 
Tliursday. — Visit  to  Sheffield,  where  four  parties  will  be 
made  up  to  inspect  the  Atlas  Works  of  Sir  J.  Brown  Sz,  Co. 
(Limited),  Cyclop  Works,  Vickers,  Son  &  Maxim  (Limited), 
and  S.  Osborne  &  Co.'s  Steelworks.  The  afternoon  will  be 
devoted  to  a  visit  to  Walker  &  Hall's  show-rooms,  tut.,  and 
for  those  who  do  not  wish  to  visit  works  there  arc  other 
local  attractions.  At  7.30  p.m.  the  President  will  hold  a 
reception  in  the  Exchange  Hall,  and  dinner  will  be  served 
at  8  p.m.

After  lunch  the  party  will  drive  to 
Chatsworth  House,  and  afterwards  to  Edensor,  arriving  at 
Nottingham  about  9  p.m. 

Photographic  "  Conversazione." 

The  Earl  of  Crawford  held  a  conversazione  on  Tuesday, 
June  14,  at  the  Grafton  Gallery,  Grafton  Street,  W.,  to  which 
he  invited  the  members  of  the  Royal  Photographic  Society. 
The  evening  was  pleasantly  spent  in  viewing  the  pictures  by 
Australian  artists  on  show  at  the  galleries,  as  well  as  a  fine 
collection  of  manuscripts  and  bookbkdings,  the  property  of 
the  Earl  of  Crawford,  which  he  was  exhibiting  to  the 
Bibliographical  Society,  of  which  he  is  also  President. 
Among  the  manuscripts  was  one,  in  black  and  red  ink  on 
vellum,  of  194  cookery  receipts  by  the  master-cook  of 
Richard  II.  This  was  the  nearest  we  could  find  of  pharma- 
ceutical interest. 

Outings. 

The  assistants  of  Messrs.  Raimes  &.  Co.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, York,  held  their  annual  "  stock-taking  "  excursion  and 
dinner,  provided  by  the  firm,  on  Saturday  last.  The  party, 
which  included  the  two  partners,  Messrs.  Samuel  Scruton 
and  W.  C.  Birks,  after  being  photographed  on  the  premises, 
left  Micklegate  House  on  char-a-bancs  for  Buttercrambe 
Woods  and  Stamford  Bridge,  returning  at  6.30  to  an 
excellent  dinner  at  the  White  Swan  Hotel,  York.  After 
dinner  a  smoking-concert  was  held  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  Scruton,  at  which  the  utmost  conviviality  and  good 
humour  prevailed.  A  lengthy  programme  was  carried 
through  in  first-class  style,  some  of  the  songs  being  most 
artistically  rendered.  The  toasts  of  "The  Queen,"  "The 
Firm."  and  "  The  Employes  "  were  duly  honoured  during  the 
evening. 

The  morning  of  June  10  was  not  one  which  gave  promise 
I  of  a  pleasurable  day's  outing  on  the  river  or  elsewhere,  and

served.  Mr.  Gwyn  Vaughan  Morgan,  B.A.,  sat  at  the  head 
of  the  table,  and  was  supported  by  several  of  the  staff,  who 
have  been  associated  with  his  father  for  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century.  There  was  some  speech-making,  then  a  trip 
by  the  Amo  from  Windsor  to  Maidenhead ;  and  we  are  assured 
by  one  of  our  staff  whom  we  deputed  to  write  about  the 
matter,  but  whose  copy  we  have  mangled  severely,  that  "  we 
returned  to  Windsor  loth  to  leave  the  charm  of  the  river  and 
the  beauty  of  the  evening." 

Proposed  Memorial  to  a  Deceased  Chemist. 

The  vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  Barnstaple  (the  Rev.  E.  C. 
Atherton)  has  contributed  a  letter  to  his  parish  magazine  for 
June  on  the  subject  of  the  recent  death  of  the  organist  of 
the  church,  Mr.  W.  B.  Britton,  who  was  a  chemist  of  Barn- 
staple. Willie  Britton,"  as  he  was  universally  known,  had 
sung  in  the  choir  as  a  boy,  and,  as  a  man,  had  for  years  been 
organist  of  the  church.  He  was  always  bright,  and  always 
ready  to  help  in  anything  for  the  welfare  of  the  church  and 
parish.  A  suggestion  has  been  made  that  some  memorial  to 
his  memory  should  be  placed  in  the  church. 

A  Chemist's  Legacy. 

The  Worcester  City  Council  .at  its  meeting  on  Saturday 
received  the  legacy  of  5.0C0Z.  left  to  the  city  by  the  late  Mr. 
C.  W.  Lea,  chemist,  and  agreed  to  the  acceptance  of  4,350/. 
3  per  cent.  London  and  North -Western  debenture  stock  in 
payment  of  the  bequest. 

Assault  on  a  Chemist. 
At  Hull  last  week  a  coloured  man  named  John  Hart  was 
summoned  for  assaulting  John  Hutty,  a  retired  chemist. 
Hr.  Hutty  is  78  years  of  age,  and  latterly  has  undertaken  a 
little  debt-collecting  business,  and  had  called  upon  the 
defendant  for  some  money.  Defendant  invited  him  in, 
saying  he  would  pay  him.  A  dispute  took  place,  which 
ended  in  defendant  knocking  prosecutor  down  and  kicking 
him  on  the  body.  Medical  evidence  for  the  prosecution 
having  been  given,  the  Bench  sentenced  prisoner  to  six 
weeks'  hard  labour. 

Fire  at  a  Chemist's. 

On  June  14,  an  alarming  outbreak  of  fire  was  discovered 
in  the  store-room  belonging  to  Mr.  William  Lee,  chemist, 
Castle  Northwich.  The  building,  which  was  made  of  wood, 
and  contained  oils,  drysaltery,  and  inflammable  material  in 
considerable  quantity,  stood  in  a  small  garden  in  the  rear  of 
the  shop.  It  was  quickly  a  mass  of  flames ;  the  adjoining 
fences  were  ignited,  but  in  a  short  time  the  fire  had  burnt 
itself  out.  The  whole  store-house  and  contents  were  entirely 
destroyed,  but  the  damage  did  not  extend  to  the  adjoining 
premises. 

Cricket. 

I7  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy  C.C.  v.  South  London 
School  of  Pharmacy  C.C. — Played  at  Nunhead  on  June  11. 
Score:  M.C.P.,  76  (one  innings);  South  London  C.C,  16 
and  53. 

Northern  College  of  Pharmacy  v.  Manchester  College  of 
Pharmacy  (twelve  a  side). — Played  at  Manchester  on  June  9. 
Score :  Northern  College,  first  innings,  45 ;  Manchester 
College,  first  innings,  17  (Hardy  taking  7  wickets  for  8  runs). 
In  the  second  innings  the  Northern  scored  83  for  5  wickets, 
and  then  declared  their  innings  closed ;  the  Manchester 
College  replied  with  81  for  the  complete  innings. 

The  Davy  Hills  C.C.  v.  Allenburys  C.C— Played  at  Wad- 
ham  Lodge,  Walthamstow,  on  June  11.  The  Davy  Hills  C.C 
•compiled  the  excellent  total  of  143  (Dellar42  and  Parker  37), 
andjthe  Allenburys  C.C.  showed  themselves  worthy  of  their 
opponents  by  reaching  a  total  of  62  for  four  wickets  before 
time  was  called. 

Alleged  Theft. 

"""At  Nottingham  Guildhall,  on  June  8,  Joseph  Jackson,  alias 
Bolton,  was  charged  with  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Jamas 


Robinson,  chemist  and  postmaster,  Milton  Street,  Notting- 
ham, and  stealing  therefrom  stamps  and  postal  orders,  value 
40s.  and  38.?.  respectively.  He  was  further  charged,  at  the 
instance  of  the  police,  that  he,  being  a  convict  on  licence,  did 
fail  to  report  a  change  of  residence.  Mr.  Robinson  and  his 
son  gave  evidence  as  to  finding  the  shop  broken  into  and 
the  till  emptied,  and  detailed  the  contents  of  the  till.  An 
assistant  at  the  Bulwell  post-office  identified  prisoner  as 
the  man  who  brought  him  10.S.  worth  of  stamps  to  be  changed 
into  money  on  the  day  of  the  robbery,  and  another  clerk  at 
the  Nottingham  Post-office  deposed  to  changing  2s-.  lOd. 
worth  of  stamps  for  prisoner.  Further  evidence  for  the  pro- 
secution having  been  given,  prisoner,  who  pleaded  not  guilty 
and  reserved  his  defence,  was  committed  to  the  sessions. 

Vitriol  Accident. 

On  June  9,  whilst  two  men  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  J.  Fillirg- 
ham,  chemist  and  mineral-water  manufacturer,  of  Westgate, 
Grantham,  were  unloading  a  large  carboy  of  sulphuric  acid, 
the  horse  moved  on,  with  the  result  that  the  carboy  fell  on 
the  pavement,  and  was  completely  smashed.  One  of  the  men 
was  badly  burned  on  one  arm  and  his  shirt-sleeve  was  burnt 
off.    The  other  escaped  without  any  injury. 

Suicide  with  Phosphor-paste. 

At  Guy's  Hospital,  on  June  14,  an  inquest  was  held  regard- 
ing the  death  of  a  woman  named  Katherine  McCarthy,  aged 
36,  widow,  who  died  from  phosphorus  poison,  self-adminis- 
tered. From  the  evidence  it  appsared  she  had  been 
depressed  in  consequence  of  her  two  sons  deciding  to  go  to 
Klondyke,  and  while  under  the  influence  of  drink  she 
poisoned  herself  with  some  phosphorus-paste.  In  reply  to 
questions  by  the  Coroner,  the  officer  of  the  court  said  it  had 
been  at  present  impossible  to  trace  where  the  deceased  pur- 
chased the  poison.  A  juryman  stated  that  it  was  sold  in  tons 
daily  in  London  oilshops ;  and  another  juryman  said  that 
two  years  ago  a  jury  on  which  he  served  had  passed  a  verdict 
condemning  the  sale  of  phosphor-paste  at  oilshops,  and  re- 
commending that  it  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  chemists 
only,  but  to-day  it  was  sold  just  the  same.  The  Coroner 
said  that  he  believed  the  Legislature  had  thesubjectundercon- 
sideration.  Eventually  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide 
whilst  of  unsound  mind,  but  added  that  the  evidence  failed 
to  show  how  the  poison  was  obtained,  which  might  have  been 
traced  if  proper  restrictions  were  put  on  the  sale  of  phosphorus. 

Medicine  Mistakes. 

A  child  named  Mary  Hart,  daughter  of  an  engineer  at 
Great  Baddow,  near  Chelmsford,  found  some  tablets  of  per- 
chloride  of  mercury  on  the  mantelpiece  and  ate  one  of  them. 
She  died  the  following  morning. 

Ellen  Bush,  aged  61  years,  the  widow  of  a  butcher,  resid- 
ing in  Brynmawr,  who  was  being  medically  attended  for 
dyspepsia,  had  in  taking  her  usual  morning  instalment  of 
medicine  mistaken  the  bottle  and  had  drunk  about  1J  oz.  of 
carbolic  acid  instead,  and  died  in  twenty  minutes. 

Ammonia-gas  Fatalities. 
Two  cases  of  poisoning  by  ammoniacal  inhalation  have 
occurred  during  the  past  week.  At  Liverpool  an  apprentice 
in  the  employ  of  a  firm  of  electrical  engineers  was  at  work 
beside  an  ammonia-machine  in  the  works  of  the  Cold  Storage 
Company,  when  an  explosion  took  place ;  the  cast-iron  cover 
was  burst  open,  and  an  escape  of  ammonia  was  the  result. 
The  boy  was  the  last  to  escape  from  the  building,  and  was 
taken  home  in  a  state  of  collajise.  He  died  next  day  from 
pneumonia  and  heart-failure,  caused  by  inflammation  brought 
on  by  inhalation  of  the  ammonia  gas.  At  the  inquest  the 
consulting  engineer  to  the  company  stated  that  he  did  not 
consider  ammonia  to  be  poisonous,  as  he  had  inhaled  gallons 
of  it  with  no  bad  effects.  The  doctor  who  attended  the 
deceased  stated  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  suppose  ammonia 
gas  was  innocuous  :  it  was  an  irritant  poison.  A  verdict  was 
returned  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence. 

At  the  Coroner's  Court,  Guy's  Hospital,  on  June  14,  an 
inquest  was  held  respecting  the  death  of  the  wife  of  a 
horsekeeper,  lately  living  at  Newington  Butts.  The  husband 
deposed  that  the  deceased  told  him  she  was  shifting  a  bottle 
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of  liquid  ammonia  on  a  shelf  in  the  scullery  when  it  burst  in 
her  face  and  burned  her.  The  deceased  was  doing  her  wash- 
ing in  the  scullery  at  the  time,  and  the  ammonia  she  had 
had  for  some  considerable  time  for  cleaning-purposes.  Dr. 
Edward  Fisk  stated  that  the  deceased  had  been  burned 
about  the  face,  but  the  cause  of  death  was  bronchitis  brought 
on  by  inhaling  the  vapour  of  the  ammonia.  He  had  never 
heard  of  ammonia  exploding  before,  but  probably  the  heat 
of  the  copper-fire  caused  it  to  bubble  up  and  burst.  A 
verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned. 

A  Drug-dealing  Council. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Sutton  Urban  District  Council,  the 
surveyor  reported  that  peppermint  oil  had  risen  to  25s. 
per  lb.,  and  that  the  Council  had  a  quantity  to  dispose  of. 
He  was  instructed  to  sell  at  the  best  market-price  he  could 
get. 

Chemist's  Window  Smashed. 

On  June  9  a  horse  attached  to  a  wine-merchant's  cart  ran 
away  and  came  into  violent  collision  with  a  large  lamp-post, 
knocking  it  into  the  upper  part,  and  the  horse  itself  ran  into 
the  lower  part,  of  the  window  of  Mr.  Ernest  Card  well, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  64  Minster  Street,  Reading.  The 
horse's  head  and  forepart  of  its  body  were  well  into  the 
window,  which  it  completely  wrecked.  The  damage  is 
estimated  at  about  50/.    The  window  was  insured. 

"Worcestershire  Drugs  Pure. 

Dr.  Swete,  county  analyst  of  Worcester,  reports  that  of 
102  samples  received  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  during  the  last  quarter  99  were  genuine.  One  sample  of 
spirit  of  nitre,  though  not  adulterated,  had  been  kept  so 
long  in  stock  that  it  had  lost  considerably  in  strength.  In 
future  Dr.  Swete  is  to  have  an  assistant  at  200/.  a  year.

to  sanction  the  expenditure  for  4  lbs.  of  vaseline  and  two- 
gallons  of  Parrish's  syrup  without  an  explanation  of  the 
necessity  for  so  large  a  quantity  of  these  articles.  A  reply 
has  been  sent  stating  j  that  the  articles  are  required  for 
delicate  children. 

Sworn  Inquiry. 

A  sworn  inquiry  has  been  ordered  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  into  a  series  of  charges  brought  against  Mr. 
Stritch,  compounder  of  medicines  to  the  South  Dublin 
Union,  by  a  man  named  John  Palles.  The  nature  of  the 
charges  has  not  yet  been  made  public,  but  the  Dispensary 
Committee  regard  the  matter  as  serious,  and  it  is  at  their 
instance  that  the  L.G.B.  have  taken  action. 

Wrecking  a  Pharmacy. 
Mr.  A.  H.  Jones's  Medical  Hall,  Doneraile,  has  been  wrecked 
by  a  runaway  horse  attached  to  a  trap.  'When  approaching 
the  main  street  several  futile  attempts  were  made  to  stop  the 
animal,  which  dashed  into  the  large  plate-glass  window  of 
the  pharmaceutical  establishment,  carrying  with  it  all  the 
valuable  cut-glass  show-bottles,  and  smashing  the  frame- 
work and  shop-fittings  into  pieces,  besides  destroying  a  large- 
quantity  of  drugs  and  other  valuable  property.  The 
assistants  had  a  narrow  escape,  as  the  shop-front  fell  into 
the  centre  of  the  pharmacy  on  to  a  large  plate-glass  show- 
case, which  splintered  into  fragments.  Mr  Jones  seized  the 
struggling  horse  and  held  it  until  ropes  were  procured,  when 
it  was  dragged  through  the  door.  The  animal  was  covered 
with  wounds,  and  is  now  useless.  The  damage  to  the  phar- 
macy amounts  to  200/.  The  shop  had  only  the  week  before 
been  completely  repainted  and  renovated. 

The  Cusus  Belli. 

The  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Listowel  Union  is  at 
present  an  absorbing  topic  at  the  meetings  of  the  Guardians 
of  that  town.  The  question  was  raised  a  few  days  ago  by 
the  sending  of  an  anonymous  letter  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  accusing  the  Guardians  of  jobbery  in  giving  the  con- 
tract to  English's  Pharmacy,  Mullingar.  The  subject  crops 
up  again  and  again  at  the  meetings,  and  much  heat  and 
loss  of  temper  result. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  last  day  for  lodging  applications  for  the  Preliminary 
examination  will  be  Tuesday,  June  21. 

Crushed  Linseed  and  Linseed  Meal. 

In  the  Northern  Divisional  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on 
June  8,  Richard  Burns,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  83  Queen 
Street,  was  charged  at  the  instance  of  the  Dublin  Corpora- 
tion, under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  with  having 
sold  to  the  inspector  linseed  meal,  which  Sir  Charles 
Cameron,  city  analyst,  stated  was  not  the  stuff  used  as  a 
drug.  It  was  linseed-cake  meal  and  not  crushed  linseed, 
and  if  used  for  poulticing  would  be  practically  worthless. 
At  one  time  it  was  almost  impossible  to  get  crushed  linseed, 
but  since  these  prosecutions  it  was  very  rarely  now  that  the 
proper  article  was  not  sold.  The  inspector  stated  that  he 
asked  Mr.  Burns's  assistant  for  the  B.P.  quality,  but  Mr. 
Frederick  Gerty,  the  assistant,  stated  that  he  did  not  hear 
the  inspector  use  the  term  B  P.  If  he  had  heard  the  words 
he  would  have  given  the  better  quality  used  for  poulticing, 
which  was  sold  at  Hd.,  and  not  2d.,  per  lb.  The  Magistrate 
said  he  was  not  satisfied  that  the  assistant  heard  Mr.  Kane 
ask  for  B  P.  quality,  and  he  accordingly  dismissed  the  case. 
In  his  opinion  the  inspector  should  have  asked  for  linseed  as 
a  drug. 

Similar  charges  against  Mr?.  Rachael  Robinson,  druggist, 
of  87  Manor  Street,  and  Mr.  Cornelius  Mannin,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Great  Brunswick  Street,  were  similarly 
defended,  and  were  also  dismissed  on  the  same  ground. 

Medical  Luxuries.

The  Bailie  is  well  satisfied  with  the 
gas,  and  finds  it  gives  off  but  little  smoke. 

Botanical  Studies. 
The  first  summer  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists', 
Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association  was  held  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  House,  Edinburgh,  on  June  10, 
from  8  30  to  10  p.m.,  Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland  (President)  ia 
the  chair.    There  was  a  large  display  of  plants,  comprising 
sixty-one  genera  and  illustrating  twenty-nine  natural  orders, 
including  local  collections  made  by  Messrs.  McBain  and 
Pike,  and  a  collection  by  Mr.  Hill,  made  at  Loch  Earn  on  the 
previous  day.    Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  described  a  number  of' 
the  specimens.    In  view  of  the  Association  prize- schemes, 
which  will  be  based  on  the  work  of  the  summer  excursions 
and  meetings,  a  list  of  the  plants  shown  has  been  kept,  and 
may  be  seen  at  the  Society's  House.    The  meeting  closedi 
with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Hill. 
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Chemists'  Excursions. 

The  fifth  annual  excursion  of  the  Edinburgh  District 
Chemists'  Trade  Association  took  place  on  Thursday,  June  9. 
The  place  selected  was  St.  Fillans,  Loch  Earn,  Perthshire, 
and  arrangements  were  made  so  that  more  time  might  be 
spent  at  the  place  of  destination,  instead  of  in  driving  or 
sailing  as  in  previous  years.  The  experiment  was  a  happy 
one  in  the  opinion  of  all  concerned.  Superb  weather  pre- 
vailed, and  the  party  comprised  120  members  and  friends. 
They  started  from  the  Caledonian  Station  at  8.30  A.M.  by 
special  train  for  Comrie.  At  Larbert  they  were  joined  by  a 
contingent  from  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Associa- 
tion, and  on  reaching  Comrie  at  11  o'clock,  half  an  hour 
behind  time,  were  further  reinforced  by  some  members  of 
the  Forfarshire  District  Association.  Carriages  were  ready, 
and  a  six-miles'  drive  through  the  picturesque  valley  of 
Strathearn  to  St.  Fillans,  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  Loch 
Earn,  was  much  enjoyed.  Dinner  was  served  in  the  large 
new  dining-hall  of  St.  Fillans  Hotel,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Mr.  David  McLaren,  the  President  of  the  Association, 
with  Mr.  Geo.  Lunan,  Vice-President,  as  croupier.  After 
dinner  Mr.  Watson,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Glasgow  Associa- 
tion, gave  the  toast  of  "  Success  to  the  Edinburgh  Chemists' 
Annual  Picnic,"  which  the  Chairman  acknowledged.  He 
then  proposed  "  The  Visiting  Associations,"  and  Mr.  Currie 
replied  on  behalf  of  the  Glasgow  Association  and  Mr.  Kerr 
for  the  Forfarshire  Association.  Votes  of  thanks  were  given 
to  Mr.  Carmichael,  the  caterer,  and  to  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry,  who 
had  so  admirably  arranged  and  carried  out  the  programme 
of  the  day.  The  party  was  photographed,  and  the  rest  of 
the  afternoon  was  spent  in  boating  on  the  loch  and  rambling 
in  the  surroundings.  After  tea  the  return  journey  was  very 
pleasantly  made. 

The  Value  of  the  Poison-register. 

In  an  action  brought  by  one  farmer  against  another  at 
the  Linlithgow  Sheriff  Court,  on  June  10,  as  to  the  alleged 
poisoning  of  dogs  by  strychnine,  it  was  shown  in  evidence 
that  1  oz.  of  strychnine  had  been  purchased  by  the  de- 
fendant from  Mr.  C.  M.  Spence,  chemist,  Linlithgow,  during 
July  of  last  year.  The  sale  was  duly  registered,  and  this 
evidence  of  purchase  formed  an  important  point  in  the  case. 

Crissel  and  Gristle. 

Spratt's  Patent  (Limited)  have  commenced  an  action  in 
the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  against  the  Eldin  Chemical 
Company  (Limited),  Loanhead.  The  plaintiffs  are  the 
registered  proprietors  of  the  trade-mark  "  Crissel "  for  a 
substance  for  feeding  pheasants,  poultry,  &c.  The  re- 
spondents sell  a  game  and  poultry  food  under  the  name  of 
"Gristle,"  and  the  purpose  of  this  action  is  to  have  them 
interdicted  from  using  the  word,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a 
mere  colourable  imitation  of  "  Crissel,"  and  has  been  adopted 
with  the  express  object  of  leading  the  public  to  believe  that 
the  preparation  of  poultry-food  sold  by  them  is  the  prepara- 
tion sold  by  the  complainers.  This  is  denied  by  the  re- 
spondents, who  explain  that  they  call  their  food  "Gristle" 
because  it  is  made  of  gristle,  and  is  most  correctly  and 
intelligibly  described  to  the  public  as  such.  They  have  no 
desire,  and  never  have  had  any,  to  compete  with  the  com- 
plainers by  unfair  means.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Instruction  in  Cbyptogamy.— The  University  Council 
has  decided  to  maintain  the  course  of  cryptogamy  at  the 
Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  the  professorship  of  which  is  now 
vacant  by  the  retirement  of  M.  Marchand.  At  one  time 
there  was  a  question  of  suppressing  this  course. 

Keypton  Claimants.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences  on  Monday,  Messrs.  Moissan  and  Deslandres  de- 
manded that  a  sealed  packet  which  they  had  deposited  in 
the  Academy  in  1896  should  be  opened.  It  appears  that 
these  chemists  had  then  indicated  the  observation  of  several 
spectrum  rays  in  the  atmosphere  which  did  not  correspond 
with  any  known  gas.    They  disappear  when  the  nitrogen  is 


absorbed,  indicating  that  the  gas  is  closely  associated  with 
nitrogen. 

Tubeeculosis  Congbess. — A  Congress  for  the  study  of 
tuberculosis  is  to  be  held  in  Paris  next  month,  commencing 
July  27,  under  the  presidency  of  Professor  Nocard.  Amongst 
the  subjects  announced  for  discussion  are  :  the  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  phthisis  by  the  ,r-rays  ;  the  prophylaxy  of 
human  and  animal  tuberculosis  by  hygienic  measures  ;  the 
treatment  of  phthisis  in  sanatorium?,  &o.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Congress  is  Dr.  Henri  Petit,  18  rue  du  Pre  aux  Clercs, 
Paris. 

Round  the  Woeld  Gbatis. — By  the  generosity  of  an 
anonymous  donor  the  University  of  Paris  is  about  to  inaugu- 
rate several  annual  money-prizes  of  15,000f.  (600/.)  each, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  recipients  to  make  the 
journey  round  the  world  free  of  cost  to  themselves.  The 
committee  formed  for  the  selection  of  the  successful  candi- 
dates includes  M.  Planchon,  Director  of  the  Paris  School  of 
Pharmacy,  and  M.  Moissan,  the  well-known  chemist.  It  is 
expected  that  two  students  will  start  next  month,  and  three 
others  in  October.  A  practical  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  is  one  of  the  conditions  for  obtaining  the  prize. 

The  Cube  of  Tetanus.— Dr.  Roux  has  at  present  an 
interesting  case  of  tetanus  under  treatment  at  the  Cochin 
Hospital,  Paris.  His  method  is  to  inject  into  the  brain  the 
antitoxin  discovered  by  the  bacteriologists  Bearing  and 
Kitasato.  The  patient  is  a  carter,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
hospital,  during  the  last  days  of  April,  suffering  from  the 
first  symptoms  of  lockjaw.  The  following  day  he  was  in 
convulsions.  Dr.  Roux  then  injected  several  drops  of  the 
serum  under  the  meninges,  and  an  improvement  took  place 
almost  immediately.  Since  then  the  patient's  condition  has 
been  satisfactory,  though  his  limbs  remain  rigid,  but  it  is 
thought  that  this  will  gradually  disappear,  and  the  problem 
of  curing  tetanus  is  now  considered  almost  as  certain. 

An  Eminent  Phaemacist  has  passed  away  in  the  person 
of  M.  J.  B.  Robineau,  who  died  recently  at  Bordeaux,  at 
the  age  of  77.  He  received  his  pharmaceutical  education  in 
Paris,  and  afterwards  was  established  in  the  rue  Notre 
Dame,  Bordeaux.  As  general  secretary  and  president,  re- 
spectively, of  the  Bordeaux  Society  of  Pharmacy,  he 
rendered  excellent  service  to  the  profession  there,  while  he 
also  had  held  the  posts  of  president  of  the  Committee  of 
Inspection  of  Pharmacies  of  the  Gironde  Department, 
treasurer  of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Mutual  Help  Society, 
and  general  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Hygiene  of  the 
Gironde.  As  recently  as  May  17  last  he  received  the  un- 
usual distinction  of  being  named  a  "  benefactor  member  "  of 
the  Bordeaux  Society  of  Pharmacy,  on  account  of  his  services 
and  donations  to  that  body. 

"  The  Baxkeuptcy  of  the  Classics  "  is  the  name  M. 
Jules  Lemaitre's  lecture  of  a  week  ago,  on  the  futility  of  a 
classical  education,  is  likely  to  go  by,  for  it  forms  a  pendant 
to  the  somewhat  famous  speech  made  by  his  friend,  M. 
Bruntiere,  a  couple  of  years  ago  on  the  bankruptcy  of 
science.  In  the  latter  case  the  cudgels  were  immediately 
taken  up  by  M.  Berthelot,  the  chemist,  who,  at  a  banquet 
given  by  way  of  protest,  endeavoured  to  revindicate  the 
claims  of  science,  but  so  far  no  one  has  stepped  forward  to 
support  the  teaching  of  Greek  and  Latin.  I  have  spoken  to 
several  pharmacists  engaged  in  educational  work  about  M. 
Lemaitre's  opinions,  and  they  seem  inclined  to  think  that,  as 
regards  pharmacy,  there  is  not  much  need  of  change  in  the 
amount  of  knowledge  of  Latin  required  of  students.  The 
leaders  of  pharmacy  in  the  schools  are  undoubtedly  more 
disposed  to  use  their  efforts  to  keep  it  at  the  dignity  of  a 
profession  than  to  encourage  its  votaries  to  develop  the  com- 
petitive commercial  side.  While  this  opinion  obtains  it  is 
evident  that  the  "cutters"  have  a  good  field  open  to  them. 

A  Claim  of  6.000Z.  Damages — We  are  accustomed  in 
France  to  expect  unusual  things  from  Marseilles,  and  the 
latest  news  I  have  from  that  city  is  to  the  effect  that  the 
local  pharmacists'  syndicate  has  brought  an  action  against 
the  mutual-aid  societies  of  the  town,  in  which  damages  to 
the  extent  of  150,000f.  (6.000Z.)  are  claimed.  The  ground 
for  the  action  appears  to  be  that  the  societies  have  opened 
three  pharmacies  of  their  own,  and  it  is  contended  that  the 
law  of  Germinal  20,  Year  XL,  and  the  Articles  1,  2,  and  6  of 
the   King's  declaration  of  1777  make  the  pharmacists' 
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diploma  necessary,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  and  I 
selling  medicaments,  but  also  for  keeping  an  nflicine  of  phar- 
macien.  There  was,  however,  a  law  passed  a  couple  of 
months  ago,  which  gives  mutual-aid  societies  here  the  privi- 
lege of  opening  pharmacies  of  their  own,  "  on  the  conditions  j 
determined  by  the  special  laws  on  the  subject."  This 
appears  to  be  just  sufficiently  ambiguous  to  make  the  pend- 
ing lawsuit  interesting.  The  "  mutualists  "  claim  that  they 
have  a  right  to  open  pharmacies  for  the  supply  of  their 
members,  while  the  syndicate  denies  this  right,  and  further 
states  that  they  have  supplied  the  general  public,  which,  if 
proved,  is  an  infringement  of  the  law. 

A  Horrible  Catastrophe  — At  the  picturesque  little 
town  of  Biot,  near  the  Mediterranean,  M.  Agar,  a  pharmacien, 
owned  a  sixteenth-century  house,  which  he  bought  for  a 
summer  residence.  For  some  time  past  he  had  let  it  to  a  M. 
Pellegrin,  who  was  assembled  with  his  family  at  dinner  last 
Sunday  night  to  celebrate  the  confirmation  of  one  of  his 
daughters.  Nine  persons  were  at  table.  Suddenly  the  floor 
of  the  dining-room  gave  way,  and  before  the  party  recovered 
from  their  consternation  the  ceiling  fell  in.  Only  two  of 
the  family  are  now  alive.  The  pharmacien's  house  was 
evidently  rotten  with  age,  and  in  collapsing  it  dragged  down 
with  it  a  smaller  building  on  each  side.  Thus  the  number  of 
persons  who  lost  their  lives  amounts  to  twenty-six  in  all, 
while  five  in  addition  are  injured. 

The  Development  op  Cutting-pharmacies,  as  might 
be  expected  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things,  continues  to 
gain  ground  in  Paris.  From  time  to  time  one  or  another  of 
these  establishments  inserts  an  expensive  advertisement  in  a 
leading  daily  newspaper,  which  is  a  luxury  that  London 
"  cutters  "  do  not  treat  themselves  to.  The  wording  of  these  an- 
nouncements is  usually  more  or  less  curious.  The  latest  of  these 
advertisements  commences  with  the  heading,  "  A  syndicate 
for  selling  medicaments  cheaply,"  and  continues  "  We  must 
be  surprised  at  nothing ;  even  in  our  own  time,  under  our 
good  Republic,  in  spite  of  that  liberty  of  which  we  are  all 
very  proud,  a  syndicate  has  been  formed  having  the  noble 
object  of  forcing  all  pharmaciens  to  sell  at  the  highest 
possible  prices.  Our  aim  is  absolutely  opposed  to  that  of 
the  syndicate.  We  who  have  hesitated  at  no  sacrifice  to  retain 
the  merited  reputation  of  selling  irreproachable  medicaments 
at  the  lowest  prices — we  protest,  and,  as  the  best  means  of 
so  doing,  have  reduced  our  tariff."  This  is  a  hit  at  the 
combination  for  maintaining  the  prices  of  patent  medicines 
in  France.  The  advertisement  continues  "  Our  pharmacy  is 
the  '  most  vast '  in  the  world  and  is  the  only  one  selling  direct 
to  the  public  at  wholesale  prices.  We  cannot  '  too  much  ' 
counsel  persons  us'.ng  a  quantity  of  medicines  to  ask  for  oi  r 
prices."  There  is  a  good  deal  more  in  the  same  strain,  and 
an  offer  of  "  the  grand  illustrated  tariff  free  on  application.'' 
I  sent  for  a  copy  of  the  price-list  and  found  it  very  similar 
to  its  fellows,  though  it  contains  an  introduction,  bearing  the 
signature  of  a  "  Doctor,"  in  which  it  is  said  that  this 
particular  pharmacy  is  the  most  wonderful  place  in  the 
universe  and  that  the  owner  "  is  complimented  in  the  name 
of  'entire  humanity'  by  having  realised  the  'noble  and 
double'  object  of  selling  irreproachable  medicaments  at 
prices  that  defy  competition."  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  all 
the  Paris  cutting-pharmacies  make  a  great  speciality  of 
supplying  country  customers.  The  telephone  is  also  a 
noticeable  feature,  which  reminds  me  of  an  incident  that 
occurred  some  years  ago  during  an  American  trip  when  I 
was  in  a  Baltimore  drug-store.  A  lady  called  in  and  on  the 
strength  of  buying  a  postage  stamp  asked  if  she  might 
telephone  to  her  servant  not  to  forget  to  give  her  canary  its 
seed.    We  are  not  so  far  developed  as  that  in  Paris  yet. 

The  Pasteur  Institute  at  Lille. — It  was,  I  believe, 
intended  to  unveil  Pasteur's  statue  at  Lille  and  open  the 
new  Institute  there  in  June.  The  building,  however,  is  not 
yet  sufficiently  advanced,  and  the  ceremony  is  postponed  till 
November.  But  the  local  Institute  has  already  removed  from 
its  primitive  quarters  in  the  Halle  aux  Sucres  to  the  new 
building  on  the  Boulevard  Louis  XIV.  From  an  architectural 
point  of  view  it  surpasses  the  Paris  Institute  both  in  size  and 
appearance,  having  a  fine  facade  in  red  brick  relieved  with 
white.  A  large  garden  behind  includes  stabling  for  eleven 
horses  (for  serum)  a  glass  house  for  Dr.  Cilmette's  snakes 
(anti-venom  department),  and  various  other  handsome  out- 
buildings in  the  same  style.    The  Director,  Dr.  Calmette,  is 


still  quite  young,  about  32,  and  must  have  exceptional 
qualifications  to  be  at  the  head  of  such  an  important  under- 
taking. He  was  giving  a  lesson  when  I  visited  the  Institute 
last  week ;  there  were  twenty  or  thirty  students  present,  includ- 
ing one  lady,  a  Russian.  The  secretary  informed  me  that  the 
building  would  cost  about  half  a  million  francs  (20.000/.), 
half  being  raised  by  subscription  and  the  other  half  to  be 
paid  by  the  municipality.  The  internal  arrangements  are 
more  up  to  date  than  at  Paris,  previous  experience  having 
been  fully  drawn  upon.  On  the  upper  floors  are  rooms  for 
paying-students,  and  there  are  already  applications  from 
Belgians  and  Russians  as  well  as  French.  Now  the  Institute 
is  getting  known,  he  said,  Belgians  come  here  instead  of 
going  to  Paris  ;  it  seems  there  is,  so  far,  no  institute  in 
Belgium.  There  are  certain  sections  at  the  Lille  institute  not 
included  in  the  Paris  Institute,  such  as  industrial  and 
agricultural  chemistry,  microbiology,  &c,  as  well  as  for  the 
analysis  of  water.  In  the  basement  is  accommodation  for 
electrical  experiments,  and  all  these  departments  explain  the 
size  of  the  building.  One  side  of  the  Boulevard  Louis  XIV. 
(which  is  probably  about  as  long  as  Queen's  Gate,  South 
Kensington,  if  my  memory  serves  me)  is  entirely  taken  up 
with  public  buildings,  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  one  end, 
a  technical  school  the  other,  and  another  new  building  in  the 
centre.  This  "  quartier  des  Ecoles  "  as  it  is  called,  forms  an 
almost  unique  collection  of  educational  institutions.  Being 
about  halfway  between  Paris  and  Brussels,  Lille  gets  some 
of  the  influence  of  each,  which  doubtless  explains  the 
activity  there.  The  statue  of  Pasteur  is  to  be  by  the  sculptor 
Cordonnier,  who  is  a  native  of  Lille.

Vinegar  Combine. — Efforts  are  being  made  among  the 
New  York  vinegar-manufacturers  to  form  a  combination  of 
the  principal  producers  in  Eastern  cities.  No  firms  west  of 
Chicago  will  be  included  in  the  trust  since  the  larger 
interests  are  in  the  East. 

TnE  Niger  Convention  just  concluded  between  Eng- 
land and  France  is  commercially  important,  from  the  condi- 
tion that  while  each  country  has  the  right  to  impose  such 
duties  as  it  pleases  in  their  respective  territories  there  is  to 
be  no  preferential  treatment  of  home  products.  The  goods 
of  both  countries  are  to  be  subject  to  precisely  the  same 
duties. 

U.S.  Tariff  Decisions. — An  important  decision  was 
filed  on  June  3  by  the  Classification  Board  of  the  United 
States  General  Appraisers  to  the  effect  that  vanilla-beans, 
colocynth,  sliced  belladonna-root,  sifted  cantharides,  scraped 
or  cleaned  orris-root,  and  split  rhubarb-root  are  free  of  duty, 
being  classified  as  crude  drugs.  They  were  in  the  first 
instance  assessed  as  liable  to  duty. 

Sulphur  in  U.S.A. — Referring  to  the  recent  scarcity  of 
sulphur  in  the  United  States  and  its  use  in  wood-pulp  paper- 

i  making,  the  Pharmaceutical  Era  states  that  the  consump- 
tion of  sulphur  in  the  United  States  for  this  purpose  is 
about  225  tons  per  day.  The  greatest  proportion  comes 
from  Sicily,  although  Japan  sends  a  good  deal.  The 
United  States  produces  very  little,  although  there  is  said  to 

I  be  plenty  "  out  West"  (see  C.  $  !>.,  February  12,  page  292). 
Yellow-fever  Serum.— Professor  Sanarelli,   the  dis- 
coverer of  yellow-fever  serum,  has  sold  the  exclusive  right 

I  to  manufacture  the  same  to  a  Monte  Video  syndicate  for 
,S'30,000  gold.    In  addition  to  the  purchase-money  the  Pro- 

]  fessor  is  to  receive  a  commission  of  11  per  cent,  on  the 
sales.  A  laboratory  is  to  be  established,  and  Normandy 
horses  are  to  be  inoculated  for  the  preparation  of  the  serum, 
this  breed  being  found  the  most  susceptible.

They 
have  found  the  microbe  in  every  case  of  horse-sickness  they 

I  have  investigated,  and  have  cultivated  specimens  in  their 

!  laboratory.  Dr.  Campbell  gave  a  demonstration  before  the 
Durban  Medical  Society  on  May  10,  when  the  experimenters 
were  voted  a  sum  of  money  towards  further  research.

A  Bill  to  alter  certain  sections  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1891,  as  well  as  to  make  certain  provisions  in 
regard  to  the  Colonial  Medical  Council  and  Cape  Pharmacy 
law,  is  to  be  submitted  to  Parliament  during  the  Session 
which  has  just  begun. 

Trade  Depression  in  the  Transvaal. — The  trade 
depression  in  the  South  African  Republic  continues.  The 
rather  belated  annual  report  for  1897  of  the  Transvaal 
Inspector-General  of  Customs  states  that  the  value  of  the 
imports  for  that  year  was  13,563,827/.,  against  14,083,1302.  in 
1896,  and  9,816,304;.  in  1895.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note, 
however,  that  the  importation  of  "  druggists'  goods  "  has  in- 
creased by  40,000?. 

Business  Changes.  —  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
trade  is  exceedingly  slack  in  the  Cape  for  the  time  of  year 
(autumn),  new  stores  and  pharmacies  continue  to  make 
their  appearance.  The  latest  is  the  Strand  Pharmacy, 
situated  in  the  Grand  Hotel  Buildings,  Cape  Town,  and 
owned  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Cooper,  who  is  already  running  a  drug- 
store in  another  district. — Mr.  C.  Martlow,  late  manager  of 
Turner's  Rand  Club  Pharmacy,  Commissioner  Street, 
Johannesburg,  S  A.R.,  took  over  that  business  from  May  1, 
1898,  and  will  now  conduct  it  under  the  title  of  "  The  Rand 
Drug-stores." 

A  Bulawato  Pharmacy. —  The  subjoined  pictures  illus- 
trate the  transformation  which  has  been  effected  in  the 
space  of  three  or  four  years  on  the  Kraal  of  Lobengula  and 
his  tribe.    The  first  illustration  shows  the  exterior  of  a 


pharmacy  which  has  lately  been  erected  for  Messrs.  Moore 
&  Co.,  of  Bnlawayo.    The  second  shows  a  corner  interior  ol 


the  same  premises,  and  we  should  think  it  compares  favour- 
ably in  appearance  and  completeness  with  many  pharmacies 
of  a  more  civilised  country.    On  the  centre  table  is  a  phono-  | 


graph,  which  the  proprietor  assures  us  is  a  considerable 
source  of  income  to  him  in  his  business.  The  whole  of  the 
fittings  were  designed  and  made  by  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  & 
Thompson,  of  Aldersgate  Street,  and  everything,  including 
bottles,  plate-glass  cases,  and  mirrors,  was  packed  in 
London  and  sent  to  Cape  Town  ;  from  thence  300  miles  up 
country  to  Bulawayo  by  waggon,  the  whole  being  accom- 
plished without  mishap  or  breakage.

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square  on  June  8.  Present :  Dr.  C. 
Symes  (President),  in  the  chair  ;  Messrs.  Atkins,  Martindale, 
and  Payne  (Vice-Presidents);  Messrs.  Bird,  Farr,  Umney, 
and  White  ;  Messrs.  Naylor  and  Ransom  (Hon.  Gen.  Secre- 
taries, and  Mr.  Nightingale  (Assistant  Secretary). 

Letters  regretting  their  inability  to  attend  were  read  from 
Messrs.  Ewing,  H.  Hills,  W.  F.  Wells,  Martin,  Collier,  Guiler, 
and  McKnight. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

It  was  moved  by  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Atkins, 
and  carried  unanimously  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to 
send  a  letter  of  condolence  to  the  relatives  of  the  late 
Professor  DragendorfE,  Ph.D.,  M.D.,  of  Rostock,  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Conference.  Sympathetic  references  were 
also  made  to  the  deaths  of  the  Right  Hon.  W.  E.  Gladstone, 
who  addressed  the  members  of  the  Conference  on  the 
occasion  of  their  excursion  to  Hawarden  in  1896,  and  of 
the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Playfair,  a  distinguished  chemist  who 
in  the  earlier  part  of  his  career  was  intimately  connected 
with  pharmacy. 

An  application  was  read  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  for  a  grant  of 
51.  towards  the  expenses  of  a  further  investigation  of  oil  of 
sandalwood.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  this  sum  be 
granted. 

A  draft  of  the  proposed  programme  of  local  arrangements 
for  the  Belfast  meeting  was  sent  by  Mr.  McKnight,  the 
Honorary  Local  Secretary,  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Committee, 
and  submitted  by  Mr.  Payne  for  the  approval  of  the 
executive. 

Proceedings  will  commence  on  Tuesday,  August  9,  when  an 
official  welcome  will  be  offered  by  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Belfast  on  behalf  of  the  citizens,  and  by  the  Rev. 
Thos.  Hamilton,  D.D.  (President  of  the  Queen's  College)  on 
behalf  of  the  College,  where  the  sittings  of  the  Conference 
will  be  held.  The  usual  sessions  of  the  Conference  will  be 
held  from  10  A.M.  to  1  p.m.  and  from  2  to  4  p.m.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  afternoon  sitting  carriages  will  arrive  to 
take  members  to  the  Giant's  Ring  and  other  places  of 
interest.  The  reception  and  conversazione  will  be  held  in 
the  Queen's  College  in  the  evening.  On  Wednesday,  August  10, 
the  business  of  the  Conference  will  be  continued  in  the 
morning  and  concluded  at  4  in  the  afternoon.  By  invitation 
of  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  (the  Right  Hon. 
James  Henderson,  M.A.,  J.P.,  and  Mrs.  Henderson)  a  garden- 
party  will  be  given  at  4  p.m.  in  the  Botanic  Gardens  Park. 
Thursday,  August  11,  will  be  devoted  to  an  excursion  to  the 
coast  of  Antrim,  visiting  Larne,  Garron  Tower,  Glenariff, 
and  Parkmore. 

The  programme  embodying  the  above  arrangements  was 
unanimously  adopted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  executive  were 
accorded  to  the  Local  Committee  who  had  drawn  it  up,  and 
to  Mr.  Payne  for  his  kindness  in  attending  the  meeting  as  a 
deputation  from  Belfast. 

The  place  of  meeting  for  1899  was  considered,  and  it  was 
understood  that  invitations  will  be  received  from  Brighton 
and  Plymouth. 

A  proposed  list  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  adopted 
for  recommendation  to  the  general  meeting.

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B0VR1L  (LIMITED)  v.  BOUILLON  FLEET  (LIMITED) 

AND  OTHERS. 
IN  the  Chancery  Division  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  Justice  Byrne  had 
these  actions  before  him.    The  other  defendants  were  Mac- 
Symons'  Stores  (Limited),  McBirnie,  Evans,  Shaw,  and  J.  P. 
Evans. 

Mr.  Eve,  Q.C.,  in  opening  that  the  case,  said  that  the  action 
was  brought  to  restrain  the  defendant  company,  their  servants 
and  agents  from  passing  off,  or  attempting  to  pass  off,  and 
enabling  others  to  pass  off  any  preparation  not  being  the 
goods  of  the  plaintiff  company  as  and  for  the  goods  of  the 
plaintiff  company.  It  was  alleged  that  that  was  being 
done.  The  defendants,  Bouillon  Fleet  (Limited),  counsel 
stated,  were  an  incorporated  company.  Originally  there  was 
a  firm  of  Berk  &  Co.,  who  carried  on  business  in  this  country 
as  agents  for  the  sale  of  Liebig's  extract  of  meat.  Some 
years  ago  Berk  Brothers  acquired  a  mineral-water  business 
carried  on  under  the  name  of  Fleets.  The  two  businesses 
having  been  amalgamated,  the  next  step  was  to  put  on  the 
market  a  fluid-beef  or  composition  known  as  Bouillon  Fleet. 
The  plaintiffs'  case  was  that  Bouillon  Fleet,  when  Bovril  be- 
came very  well  known,  was  not  able  to  withstand  the 
competition,  and  it  became  necessary  for  Fleets,  or  Berks, 
or  whoever  constituted  the  firm,  to  invent  some  other  com- 
modity which  would  hold  its  own  with  Bovril.  In  1896  the 
defendants  commenced  to  put  on  the  market  and  had  had  a 
considerable  sale  for  a  composition  which  they  called 
"  Keros."  The  plaintiffs  attributed,  to  some  extent,  at  any 
rate,  such  success  as  the  sale  of  Keros  enjoyed  to  the  fact 
that  in  putting  it  on  the  market  (as  the  plaintiffs  alleged) 
the  defendants  had  adopted  a  get-up  closely  resembling  that 
of  Bovril,  thus  enabling  tradesmen,  who  were  either  careless 
or  dishonest,  to  impose  on  the  public  this  commodity  as  and 
for  Bovril.  Complaints  reached  Bovril  (Limited)  from 
Liverpool  that  Bovril  was  being  sold  in  2-oz.  bottles  at  lOd., 
the  normal  price  being  lid.  and  Is.  There  were,  however, 
instances  in  which  it  was  sold  as  low  as  9d.  At  the  time  the 
plaintiff  company's  shares,  which  had  been  largely  dis- 
tributed amongst  the  trade,  were  known  and  quoted,  and 
were  to  this  day  quoted  as  the  new  Bovril  shares.  Investi- 
gation into  the  complaint  which  had  reached  the  plaintiffs 
disclosed  that  what  was  being  sold  at  lOd.  was  being  sold  as 
new  Bovril.  Orders  were  given  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Liverpool  and  elsewhere  for  new  Bovril  and  lOd.  new  Bovril, 
with  the  result  that  in  many  cases  Keros,  manufactured  by 
the  defendants,  was  supplied.  As  a  result  of  these  inquiries 
this  action  was  commenced.  The  case  is  proceeding,  and 
will  probably  last  several  days. 


THE   SACCHARIN   CORPORATION   (LIMITED)  v. 
BRATBY  &  HINCHLIFFE  (LIMITED). 

We  are  informed  that  the  defendants,  Messrs.  Bratby  & 
Hinchliffe  (Limited),  in  the  above  action  have  submitted  to 
an  injunction  in  the  terms  of  the  statement  of  claim,  includ- 
ing the  delivery  up  of  the  infringing  compound  and  the 
payment  of  damages  and  costs. 


PHARMACY  ACT. 

At  the  Hull  County  Court,  on  Thursday,  June  9,  before  Deputy 
Judge  Harold  Thomas,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  through  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  sought 
to  recover  three  penalties  under  that  Act  from  Percy  Rhodes, 
trading  as  the  Cash  Drug- stores,  33  Paragon  Street.  Mr.  T. 
R.  Grey,  barrister-at-law,  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Dr. 
T.  C.  Jackson  on  behalf  of  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Grey  explained  that  the  Society  sought  for  three 
penalties — two  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  one  for  using  the 
title  of  chemist.  The  defendant  was,  it  was  admitted,  not 
upon  the  register. 

Mrs.  Watson  proved  purchasing  Winslow's  soothing-syrup, 
which  contained  morphine,  and  also  Kay's  essence  of  linseed, 
which  contained  chloroform  and  morphine.  In  answer  to 
the  Judge,  witness  said  she  was  instructed  by  a  man  to 
purchase  the  articles.  On  the  two  occasions  she  asked  for  the 


articles  the  day  prior  to  the  purchase,  but  they  did  not  have 
them  in  stock.  She  did  not  suggest  where  the  articles  could 
be  procured. 

Dr.  Jackson,  for  the  defence,  contended  that  the  sales  did 
not  take  place  on  these  particular  premises — sale  took 
place  on  the  premises  wherever  they  were  purchased,  and 
the  relationship  between  the  woman  and  the  employe  of  the 
defendant  was  not  that  of  buyer  and  seller,  but  of  principal 
and  agent.  The  money  was  given  to  the  man  in  advance, 
and  he  acted  as  agent,  but  that  did  not  constitute  a  sale. 

His  Honour  pointed  out  that  although  it  might  be  the 
stock  of  another  man,  who  was  a  chemist,  and  the  defendant 
sold  it  with  that  chemist's  label  on,  surely  he  was  acting  as  a 
chemist. 

Dr.  Jackson  pointed  out  that  there  was  absolutely  no 
profit ;  the  goods  were  purchased  elsewhere,  ami  handed 
over  to  the  woman.  Therefore,  it  was  but  the  act  of  agent 
and  principal. 

Defendant,  being  called,  said  that  when  Mrs.  Watson  went 
into  the  shop  and  asked  for  the  "  soothing-syrup,"  she  said 
she  knew  they  did  not  sell  the  article,  but,  as  the  "  other 
young  man  "  had  got  it,  perhaps  he  would.  Other  purchases 
were  made,  and  the  whole  lot  paid  for.  Defendant  then  sent 
the  boy  for  the  syrup,  and  made  no  profit  whatever  upon  it. 
The  same  was  done  with  the  other  purchase.  In  cross- 
examination,  defendant  denied  that  he  cad  ever  previously 
sold  over  the  counter  either  of  the  articles  mentioned  ;  this 
was  the  very  first  occasion  he  had  sold  them.  He  sent  a- 
messenger  for  the  goods,  which  were  purchased  at  Messrs. 
Lofthouse  &  Saltmer's,  wholesale  and  retail  chemists. 

His  Honour :  And  did  not  disclose  to  the  purchaser  the 
name  of  those  from  whom  he  bought  it. 

Mr.  Grey  :  That  is  so. 

Cross-examination  continued. — Mr.  Grey  :  What  did  you, 
charge  her  ? — I  couldn't  say  just  now. 

How  did  you  know  the  price  to  charge  her  for  the  Wins- 
low's  syrup? — From  being  with  qualified  chemists  myself. 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  found  that  there  was  an 
absolute  sale  by  Rhodes,  as  the  principal,  to  Mrs.  Watson,  a-  a 
customer ;  and  accordingly  gave  judgment  for  plaintiffs  in  the 
two  cases  of  sale.  The  third  matter — that  of  taking,  using, 
or  exhibiting  the  title  of  chemist — depended  upon  the  con- 
struction to  be  put  upon  the  section  of  the  Act,  and  he  found 
that  selling  the  bottles  with  something  in  them,  with  the 
labels  of  another  chemist  upon  them,  was  an  act  of  repre- 
senting himself  to  be,  and  was  using  the  title  of,  a  chemist. 
Judgment  also  in  that  case  must  be  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the 
full  penalty  of  5?.  There  would,  therefore,  be  judgment  for 
the  full  penalties  in  each  case— 15/  in  all,  with  costs. 


At  the  Bacup  (Lancashire)  Police  Court,  on  June  14,  before 
Judge  Coventry,  an  action  was  brought  by  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  against  Thos. 
Jackson,  assistant  to  Mr.  R.  Mountain,  chemist,  Bacup,  for 
that  he,  being  an  unqualified  person,  did  sell  certain  poison — 
to  wit,  morphine — contained  in  and  forming  part  of  the 
ingredients  in  a  compound  called  Mrs.  Winslow's  soothing- 
syrup,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 
The  prosecution  proved  the  purchase  of  a  bottle  of  Mrs. 
Winslow's  soothing-syrup,  which  was  supplied  by  the  de- 
fendant Jackson.  Ernest  John  Eastes,  analyst,  said  he  had 
analysed  the  soothing-syrup  and  had  found  it  contained 
morphine  in  appreciable  quantity.  Morphine  was  the  active 
constituent  of  opium,  which  was  one  of  the  poisons  scheduled 
in  the  Act.  Defendant  did  not  appear,  and  it  was  stated  that 
he  was  seriously  ill.  The  Judge  imposed  the  full  penalty 
of  5/. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

"VlNEGAK  FROM  THE  WOOD." 

Mr.  Tattersall,  drysalter,  Sroallbridge,  was  summoned  at 
the  Rochdale  Borough  Police  Court  on  JuDe  10  for  selling 
as  vinegar  a  substance  not  malt-vinegar.  Mr.  A.  E.  Tickle, 
of  St.  Helens,  defended. 

The  inspector  proved  that  he  purchased  frcm  the  de- 
fendant a  pint  of  vinegar,  for  which  he  paid  \\&.  The. 
borough  analyst,  Mr.  Stenhouse,  certified  that  "the  sample 
had  a  sp.  gr.  of  1C08  7  (water  1000;,  and  contained  4  48  per 
cent,  of  acetic  acid,  0  57  per  cent,  of  extractive  and  colour- 
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ing  matter,  0  08  per  cent,  of  a^h,  and  0  01  per  cent,  of 
nitrogen.  The  sp.  gr.  and  the  nature  and  amount  of  the 
extractive  matter  show  that  the  liquid  contains  70  per  cent, 
of  dilute  acetic  acid,  and  consequently  not  more  than  30  per 
cent,  of  malt-vinegar." 

Mr.  Tickle  contended  that  the  article  sold  was  genuine 
■vinegar,  though  not  malt-vinegar.  Among  the  authorities 
he  relied  on  was  the  "  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,"  which 
defined  vinegar  as  "a  dilute  form  of  acetic  acid  having  a 
flavour  (hat  varies  according  to  the  sources  whence  it  is 
obtained."  The  vinegar  sold  in  this  case  was  known  com- 
mercially as  distilled  vinegar.  It  was  not  represented  as 
malt- vinegar ;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  contained  no  malt, 
being  obtained  by  a  different  process. 

The  defendant  stated  that  the  vinegar  was  sold  to  him  at 
6^d.  per  gallon.  He  produced  the  invoice,  which  he  relied 
upon  as  a  guarantee.  This  was  headed,  "  Vinegar  from  the 
wood,"  and  it  described  the  article  as  "  V.  F.  W."  (meaning 
vinegar  from  the  wood). 

The  Bench  desired  to  hear  some  expert  evidence  as  to 
what  vinegar  was,  and  Mr.  Stenhouse,  the  analyst,  was 
called.  He  quoted  the  description  of  vinegar  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia — "  An  acid  liquid  prepared  from  malt  and 
unmalted  grain  by  the  acetous  fermentation."  The  sample 
sold  by  the  defendant  had  not  been  prepared  in  that  way  ; 
it  was  composed  of  a  mixture  of  water  and  acetic  acid. 

The  Clerk  :  Is  it  vinegar  1 

Witness  :  Not  in  my  opinion,  nor  according  to  the  defini- 
tion of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  Bench  convicted,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.  and 
costs. 

Mr.  Tickle  asked  upon  what  point  the  Bench  had  arrived 
at  the  decision,  with  a  view  to  an  appeal,  and  the  Chairman 
replied,  "We  find,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  the  article  is  not 
vinegar." 


COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

SURGICAL-INSTRUMENT  MAKERS  AT  VARIANCE. 

At  Brompton  County  Court  on  June  13,  before  Judge 
Stonor,  Mr.  Vincent  Wood,  surgical- instrument  manufac- 
turer, of  Victoria  House,  Albion  Place,  Blackfriars,  applied 
for  leave  to  issue  execution  against  Mrs.  Rachel  Sandheim, 
of  Melrose  Gardens,  W.  Mr.  F.  Russell  Burrows  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Wootton  for  the  respondent. 

Mr.  Burrows  said  it  was  contended  that  the  respondent, 
Rachel  Sandheim,  and  her  husband,  Benjamin  I.  Sandheim, 
were  trading  in  partnership  as  Henry  &  Co.,  surgical-instru- 
ment makers,  of  Blythe  Road,  Kensington,  W.  Judgment 
had  been  obtained  against  the  firm  for  goods  ordered  by  the 
male  defendant,  but  the  receipt  for  the  goods  was  signed  by 
the  female  defendant,  who  had  also  paid  for  previous  de- 
liveries by  her  own  cheque. 

Mr.  Vincent  Wood  stated  that  the  male  defendant  was 
introduced  by  a  well-known  customer,  who  gave  him  a  satis- 
factory reference.  Mr.  Sandheim  distinctly  stated  at  the 
first  interview  that  his  wife  was  in  partnership  with  him, 
and  that  she  would  pay  the  accounts.  The  cheques  in 
settlement  were  always  signed  by  Mrs.  Sandheim. 

Mr.  B.  I.  Sandheim  said  the  business  was  exclusively  his. 
The  plaintiff  drew  up  a  contract  agreeing  to  teach  him 
certain  things  on  condition  that  he  bought  only  from  the 
plaintiff. 

Mr.  Wood  stated  that  owing  to  the  number  of  trade- 
secrets  which  he  possessed  and  the  large  number  of  electros, 
these  were  not  supplied  to  customers  unless  they  signed  a 
similar  agreement. 

Mr.  Fredk.  Raymond  Gibbs,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Gibbs,  Smith  &  Co.,  advertising-agents,  deposed  that  he  had 
for  many  years  done  business  with  Henry  &  Co.  Their 
accounts  had  always  been  paid  by  cash  or  by  cheque  drawn 
by  Rachel  Sandheim.  Mr.  Sandheim  had  stated  to  witness 
that  he  was  in  partnership  with  his  wife. 

Mrs.  Sandheim  denied  that  she  had  ever  been  in  partner- 
ship with  her  husband  or  connected  with  him  in  business  in 
any  way.  She  had  lent  him  a  very  large  sum  by  way  of 
cheques,  but  she  had  never  noticed  to  whom  those  cheques 
were  payable. 

Mr.  Burrows  :  Did  you  take  any  profits  ? 

Witness :  Never.    I  don't  think  there  ever  were  any. 


Mr.  Burrows :  You  never  were  connected  with  your  hus- 
band in  business  1 

Witness:  I  am  very  sorry  I  ever  met  with  him, 
(Laughter.) 

The  Judge :  The  motion  must  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  With  costs  ? 

The  Judge :  I  do  not  know  about  that.  No ;  without 
costs. 


Secret  Disinfectants. 

In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  on  Tuesday  the  case  of  The 
Buffalo  Disinfectant  Company  (Limited)  v.  Lidstone  came 
on  for  hearing  before  the  Recorder  (Sir  Charles  Hall,  QC, 
M.P.)  and  a  jury.  The  plaintiff  company,  of  Southwark  and 
Plaistow,  sued  the  defendants,  Mr.  Henry  Lidstone,  of  Great 
Tower  Street,  and  Mr.  Donald  Munroe,  manufacturer  of 
disinfectants,  of  11  Nelson  Street,  New  Road,  E.,  who 
formerly  traded  together  at  172  Leadenhall  Street,  under 
the  style  of  the  Disinfectant  Company  (Limited),  to  recover 
damages  for  breach  of  contract,  or  the  return  of  125  pre- 
ference, and  125  ordinary,  shares  in  the  Buffalo  Disinfectant 
Company  (Limited).  Mr.  Abel  Thomas,  Q  C,  M.P.,  and  Mr. 
G.  M.  Cohen  were  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Lochniss 
for  the  defendants.  The  plaintiffs  alleged  that  early  this 
year  they  had  agreed  with  the  two  defendants,  who  prac- 
tically owned  the  business  of  the  Disinfectant  Company,  to 
purchase  that  business.  The  plaintiffs  now  complained  that 
the  provisions  of  the  contract  had  never  been  carried  out  by 
the  defendants.  The  agreement  was  dated  March  8,  1898, 
and  it  provided  that  for  the  sum  of  250/.,  the  whole  of  which 
Mr.  Lidstone  ^agreed  to  accept,  half  in  preference  and  half 
in  ordinary  shares,  in  a  company  to  be  registered  as  The 
Buffalo  Disinfectant  Company  (Limited).  Lidstone  agreed 
to  do  all  that  was  necessary  for  the  transfer  by  the  Disin- 
fectant Company  (Limited)  of  their  assets  and  effects,  and 
also  to  transfer  or  obtain  the  transference  and  disclosure  of 
all  recipes,  trade-secrets,  books,  stationery,  and  all  utensils 
used  in  such  business,  Lidstone  further  undertook  to 
furnish  the  plaintiffs  with  a  complete  list  of  all  the  customers 
of  the  company,  and  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  Mr.  Munroe  to  fully  instruct  them  as  to  the  processes 
of  manufacturing  disinfectants,  and  to  give  two  hours  daily 
to  such  work  at  the  rate  of  21.  per  week.  What  was 
complained  of  was  that  the  recipes  and  trade-secrets,  books, 
stationery,  and  utensils,  and  a  list  of  the  customers  were  not 
handed  over  as  agreed,  and  that  full  instruction  was  not 
given  by  Munroe  of  the  way  in  which  the  disinfectants  were 
to  be  made.  Three  recipes  were,  in  fact,  sent  to  the 
plaintiffs — one  for  the  making  of  tablets,  another  for  the 
making  of  powders,  and  a  third  for  making  a  fluid.  Counsel 
said  the  plaintiffs  had  not  tested  the  recipes  for  the  tablets 
and  powders,  but  the  recipe  for  making  the  fluid  was 
useless.  It  could  not  be  used  because  one  of  the  ingredients, 
used  for  rectifying,  which  ought  to  have  been  inserted  was 
not  inserted  at  all.  The  shares  were  allotted  to  Mr.  Lidstone 
on  March  17.  Afterwards,  Mr.  Munroe  attended  at  the 
plaintiff  company's  works,  but  he  refused  to  allow  anyone  on 
behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  to  see  how  he  made  the  fluid,  although 
asked  several  times  to  do  so.  His  recipe  was  valueless, 
because  it  did  not  give  the  sp.  gr.  of  the  caustic  lees,  and, 
as  he  declined  to  instruct  the  servants  of  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany as  to  the  manufacture  of  the  fluid,  the  plaintiffs  were 
unable  for  a  time  to  make  it,  and  lost  a  number  of  orders  in 
consequence. 

The  defence  was  that  it  was  the  plaintiffs  who  declined 
to  carry  out  the  contract.  The  recipes  could  be  understood 
by  a  practical  man,  and  there  was  no  contract  to  give  verbal 
information.  Moreover,  it  was  suggested  that  the  plaintiffs 
had  discharged  Munroe  and  taken  a  cheaper  man  in  his 
place.  Ultimately  the  jury  found  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
awarded  them  1257.  damages.    Leave  to  appeal  was  given.

The  statement  of  affairs  in  this  bankruptcy  shows 
gross  liabilities  of  1,354/.  Is.  10d.,  and  that  the  assets  were 
estimated  at  108/.  Is.  Id.,  leaving,  after  paying  preferential 
claims,  a  deficiency  of  1,246/.  0s.  9d.  At  a  meeting  of 
creditors  held  in  London  last  week,  it  was  reported  that  the 
debtor  began  business  in  1887  with  a  capital  of  300/.,  which 
he  received  from  his  father.  The  business,  he  said,  had 
been  carried  on  at  a  loss  from  the  time  it  was  started,  and 
in  1890  it  fell  off  considerably  in  consequence  of  an  action 
brought  against  him.  He  kept  on,  however,  hopiDg  to 
recover  himself.  The  trade-debts  do  not  come  to  much  over 
200/.,  and  before  bankruptcy-proceedings  were  taken  an  offer 
was  made  of  10s.  in  the  pound,  but  this  would  not  be 
accepted.  When  it  was  refused,  the  debtor,  acting  on  the 
advice|of  his  solicitor,  filed  his  petition.  The  meeting  came 
to  a  close  without  anything  definite  being  done. 


He  Derbyshire  Mayall,  Manchester,  Chemical  Merchant 
and  Drysalter. 

This  debtor  was  further  examined  before  the  Official  Re- 
ceiver at  the  Manchester  Bankruptcy  Court  on  June  13.  The 
debtor  attributed  his  losses  largely  to  fluctuations  in  the 
market,  and  to  the  fact  that  his  business  was  on  contracts 
for  future  delivery.  He  admitted  having  hypothecated  goods 
to  the  bank,  which  was  what  other  people  did.  It  was  the 
ordinary  way  of  financing  in  Manchester,  but  it  had  been 
bad  for  him.    The  examination  was  closed. 


Re  Walter  Beaumont,  Pellon  Lane,  Halifax,  Chemist. 

The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  took  place  on 
June  14,  at  the  Halifax  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  the 
Registrar.

ones  at  the  public  expense 

Interested  Legislators. 

A  parliamentary  correspondent  endeavours  to  account  for 
some  of  the  speeches  on  the  Pharmacy  Bill  by  stating  that 
"  Colonel  Denny,  one  who  spoke,  is  a  big  Clyde  shipbuilder, 
and  he  shrank  from  any  legislation  that  would  circumscribe 
the  sale  of  arsenic,  which  enters  so  largely  into  his  anti- 
fouling  paint  for  the  bottoms  of  ships.  Mr.  Cross  is  inte- 
rested in  an  insectidine  for  the  protection  of  growing  wheat 
and  other  crops  liable  to  wireworm.  Each  pleaded  for 
further  facilities  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  [Mr.  Cross  was  not 
there. — Ed.]  Dr.  Clark  pleaded  for  the  protection  of 
servant-girls  with  a  taste,  in  desperate  love  affairs,  for  rat- 
poison  and  beetle-destroyers."  [Dr.  Clark  said  nothing  of 
the  kind. — Ed.] 

Pharmacists  and  Companies. — The  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Petition. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  on  Tuesday,  the  Earl  of  Mayo  pre- 
sented a  petition  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
asking  that  in  the  Companies  Bill  now  before  Parliament  a 
clause  might  be  inserted  to  the  effect  that  no  company  may 
be  registered  to  do  acts  for  which  a  course  of  education  and 
examination  are  required  to  qualify,  unless  each  member  of 
the  company  is  qualified.  The  following  is  the  full  text  of 
the  petition 

To  the  Bight  Honourable  the  Fords  Spiritual  and  Temporal 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in 
Parliament  assembled. 


The  Humble  Petition  of   the  President  and  Council   of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

Sheweth 

That,  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  38  and  39  Victoria,  Chap. 
57,  known  as  "  The  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,"  amended  by 
the  53  and  54  Victoria,  Chap.  48,  and  by  the  Statute  Law  Revi- 
sion  (No.  2)  Act,  1893,  it  is  "  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  or 
"keep  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  poisons 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  the  Session  of  the  thirty-third  and 
thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  Chap.  26, 
or  medical  prescriptions"  (vide  Sec.  30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland),  1875) ;  or  "  for  any  person  to  use  the  title  of  a  registered 
druggist  or  chemist  and  druggist  in  any  part  of  Ireland,  or  to  sell 
poisons"  (vide  Sec.  15  of  the  Amendment  Act,  1890);  unless 
such  person  shall  be  registered  as  a  Pharmaceutical  Chemist, 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  or  Registered  Druggist,  or  "  has  a  certifi- 
cate to  open  shop,  or  to  follow  the  Art  and  Mystery  of  an  Apothe- 
cary under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1791  "  (Irish  Parliament). 

That  the  charge  and  responsibility  of  carrying  out  said  Acts, 
and  of  enforcing  the  law,  is  borne  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  acting  through  its  Council,  and  that  the  expense  of  so 
doing  is  defrayed  out  of  its  funds. 

That  this  Council  finds  considerable  difficulty  in  enforcing  the 
law  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  Corporations  registered  under  the 
Companies  Acts  are  ruled  to  be  "  outside  of  the  Act,"  and  un- 
qualified persons,  under  cover  of  such  registration,  take  power  to 
"  keep  open  shop,"  and  do  all  the  acts  which  our  Acts  provide 
can  only  be  done  by  Registered  persons  who  have  passed  examina- 
tions in  order  to  qualify. 

That  the  Companies  Acts  were  passed  to  enable  seven  or  more 
persons  to  combine  and  register  "  for  any  lawful  purpose  " ;  but, 
it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  method  of  raising  the  ques- 
tion of  the  lawfulness  of  the  purpose  for  which  a  Company  is 
started,  or  any  means  of  seeing  the  Articles  of  Association  before 
they  are  registered,  or  any  means  of  removing  a  Company  from 
the  Register  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  combination  for  a  purpose 
not  lawful.  That  the  Registrar  of  Joint-Stock  Companies  being 
satisfied  that  the  "requirements  of  Act  are  complied  with,"  gives 


a  certificate  of  Incorporation  without  inquiry  whether  the  persons 
may  lawfully  carry  on  the  business  independently  of  his  Certifi- 
cate of  Registration,  and  so  gives  them  a  certificate  of  qualifica- 
tion :  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  "  The  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland), 
1875." 

That  these  conditions  have  brought  our  endeavours  to  ad- 
minister the  Acts  into  contempt,  as  persons  convicted  under 
them  have  formed  themselves,  with  others  unqualified,  into  a 
registered  Company;  some  have  done  so  when  detected,  and 
others  have  done  so  for  the  simple  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
do  what  they  are  not  qualified  to  do,  and  in  this  way  the  protec- 
tion intended  for  the  public  is  frustrated. 

And  we  pray  your  Right  Honourable  House  to  give  us  a  remedy 
for  this  state  of  things,  and  that,  in  the  Bill  now  before  your  Lord- 
ships' House  to  amend  the  Companies  Acts,  a  clause  may  be 
inserted,  in  effect  that 

"  No  Company  may  be  registered  to  do  acts  for  which  a  course 
of  education  and  examination  are  required  to  qualify,  unless  each 
member  of  the  Company  is  qualified." 

And  your  Petitioners,  &C,  &c. 

Compulsory;  Licences  for  Working  Patents. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  Tuesday,  Captain  Phillpotta 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  whether  he  had 
considered  the  report  made  by  the  referee  appointed  to 
inquire  into  the  matter  of  Levinstein  v.  Farbwerke  vormals 
Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining ;  and  whether,  on  its  con- 
sideration and  on  a  general  review  of  the  way  in  which 
foreign  patentees  occasionally  availed  themselves  of  the 
monopoly  conferred  by  a  patent  in  this  country,  and  of  the 
difficulties  with  which  British  manufacturers  had  to  contend 
in  order  to  obtain  licences  under  the  patents  of  foreigners 
not  bond- fide  working  them  in  this  country,  he  was  prepared 
to  propose  any  legislation  on  the  subject,  or  to  adopt  some 
other  means  of  removing  the  grievance  complained  of. 

Mr.  Ritchie  :  The  report  referred  to  is  still  under  con- 
sideration. I  am  not  prepared  at  present  to  make  any 
statement  as  to  legislation,  or  to  admit  that  the  existing  law 
as  to  compulsory  licences  cannot  be  made  to  work  satis- 
factorily ;  but  I  can  assure  my  hon.  friend  that  I  am  sensible 
of  the  importance  of  the  question  in  its  relation  to  the 
rights  and  obligations  of  patentees,  both  English  and 
foreign,  and  I  shall  carefully  watch  the  working  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Patent  Act. 

Captain  Phillpotts  asked  whether  the  right  hon.  gentleman 
could  say  when  the  report  would  be  presented. 

Mr.  Ritchie :  The  report  is  a  very  important  one  and 
contains  many  suggestions  which  require  consideration,  but 
I  hope  its  presentation  by  the  Board  of  Trade  will  only  be 
delayed  for  a  few  days. 

Beer-materials. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on 
beer-mateiials,  held  at  Westminster,  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen,  F.C.S., 
public  analyst  for  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  gave  evi- 
dence at  length  on  the  preparation  of  gallisin.  He  said, 
fuither,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  practice,  if  it  were 
desirable  or  necessary,  for  public  analysts  to  take  up  the 
work  of  detecting  hop-substitutes  in  beer.  In  many  cases 
they  could  speak  negatively,  but  in  many  cases,  as  in  that 
of  quassia,  they  could  speak  positively.  He  had  not  himself 
met  with  calumba,  but  cocculus  indicus  was  said  to  be  usee? 
in  Russian  and  German  beer.  He  thought  that  only  such 
brewing-mateiials  should  be  permitted  as  were  licensed  after 
thorough  inquiry  as  to  their  characters  and  effects,  and  if  he 
were  the  authority  on  whom  the  responsibility  fell  he  would 
permit  the  use  of  malt-substitutes  made  from  cane-sugar, 
maize,  and  rice,  provided  that  a  general  declaration  of  their 
employment  were  made ;  but  he  would  prohibit  the  use  of 
potato  glucose.  He  would  also  prohibit  the  use  of  salicylic 
acid,  but  would  permit  the  use  of  sulphites.  He  drew  that 
distinction  because  salicylic  acid  did  not  undergo  a  change 
in  the  system  analogous  to  that  undergone  by  sulphites. 
Further,  the  disagreeable  taste  communicated  to  the  beer  by 
an  excess  of  sulphites  was  sufficient  guarantee  that  the 
brewer  would  not  use  more  than  the  amount  requisite  to 
effect  his  purpose.  Hop-substitutes  he  would  wholly  pro- 
hibit. It  was  admitted  that  they  were  not  true  substitutes 
for  hops,  and  in  view  of  the  very  remarkable  fact  that  the 
use  of  hop-substitutes  was  kept  so  profoundly  secret  that 
neither  the  brewers  nor  the  brewers'  chemists  examined 
before  the  Committee  had  ever  known  them  to  be  employed, 
it  was  evident  that  their  prohibition  would  hurt  no  one.

rpHE  following  is  the  text  of  the  measure  introduced  into 
JL  the  House  of  ords  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  on 
Monday. 


A  Bill  Intituled  an  Act  foe  Regulating  the  Sale 
of  Certain  Poisonous  Substances. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same  as  follows : — 

1.  —  (1)  No  person  shall  sell  any  substance  which  is  men- 
tioned in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  and  which  is  not  for  the 
time  being  deemed  to  be  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  unless  the  box,  bottle,  vessel,  or  package 
in  which  the  substance  is  contained,  and  also  any  external 
wrapper  or  cover,  are  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of 
the  substance,  and  with  the  word  "  Poison,"  and  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  selling  the  substance. 

(2)  Provided  that  if  the  substance  is  supplied  for  internal 
use  by  a  legally-qualified  medical  practitioner  or  by  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  and  the  in- 
gredients of  the  substance  and  the  name  of  the  person  by 
whom  it  is  supplied  are  entered  in  a  book  kept  by  that 
person,  the  words  "To  be  used  with  caution"  may  be 
substituted  for  the  word  "  Poison." 

(3)  The  Privy  Council  may  make  regulations  as  to  the 
keeping  and  selling  of  substances  mentioned  in  the  said 
schedule,  and  all  such  regulations  shall  be  laid,  as  soon  as 
may  be,  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

(4)  The  Privy  Council  may  from  time  to  time,  by  order, 
amend  the  said  schedule  by  adding  any  substance  thereto, 
or  removing  any  substance  therefrom,  and  references  in 
this  Act  to  the  said  schedule  shall  apply  to  the  schedule  as 
so  amended. 

(5)  If  any  person  contravenes  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  or  of  any  regulation  made  thereunder,  he  shall  be 
liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
pounds,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  any  subsequent  con- 
viction, not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

(6)  In  the  application  of  this  section  to  Ireland,  the 
Lord-Lieutenant  in  Council  shall  be  substituted  for  the  Privy 
Council,  and  references  to  the  Poisons  (Ireland)  Act,  1870, 
shall  be  substituted  for  references  to  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868. 

2.  — The  power  exercisable  under  section  1  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  with  the  consent  of  the  Privy  Council,  of  prescribing 
regulations  as  to  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling  of 
poisons,  may  be  exercised  also  by  the  Privy  Council,  and  that 
section  shall  have  effect  accordingly. 

3.  — (1)  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day 
of  January  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 

(2)  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Poisonous  Substances 
Act,  1898. .

PlIOBAIlLY  NOT  A  NEW  ELEMENT,  AND  PUOFESSOII  RAMSAY 
NOT  FlBST  IN  THE  FIELD. 

AT  the  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  last  week  as  already 
announced,  Professor  Ramsay  repeated  the  communi- 
cation concerning  the  discovery  of  a  new  gas  in  the  atmosphere 
which  he  made  to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences.  H 
transpired,  however,  that  the  communication  was  received  by 
the  Royal  Society  on  June  3,  or  four  days  before  the  contents 
were  made  public  by  the  Academy.  In  the  course  of  the 
paper  Professor  Ramsay  stated  that  the  approximate  density 
of  the  gas  was  determined  by  weighing  it  in  a  bulb  of 
32.321  c.c.  capacity,  under  a  pressure  of  52185  nun.,  and  at 
a  temperature  of  15  95J.  The  weight  of  this  quantity  was 
0.04213  gramme.  This  implies  a  density  of  22  47,  that  of 
oxygen  being  taken  as  16.  A  second  determination,  after 
sparking  for  four  hours  with  oxygen  in  presence  of  soda,  was 
made  in  the  same  bulb;  the  pressure  was  523  7  mm.,  and  the 
temperature  was  16  45°.  The  weight  was  0  04228  gramme, 
which  implies  the  density  22  51.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible 
to  state  positively  what  position  in  the  periodic  table  this 
new  constituent  of  our  atmosphere  will  occupy.  The  number 
22  51  must  be  taken  as  a  minimum  density.  "If  we  may 
hazard  a  conjecture,"  said  the  author,  "  it  is  that  krypton  will 
turn  out  to  have  the  density  40,  with  a  corresponding  atomic 
weight  80,  and  will  be  found  to  belong  to  the  helium  series, 
as  is,  indeed,  rendered  probable  by  its  withstanding  the 
action  of  red-hot  magnesium  and  calcium  on  the  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other  of  oxygen  in  presence  of  caustic  soda,  under 
the  influence  of  electric  sparks.  We  shall  procure  a  large 
supply  of  the  gas,  and  endeavour  to  separate  it  more  com- 
pletely from  argon  by  fractional  distillation." 

Sir  William  Crookes,  while  congratulating  Professor  Ram- 
say, said  he  could  not  see  that  the  case  for  a  new  element 
had  been  clearly  made  out,  and  that  it  could  not  be  so  made 
out  on  spectroscopic  evidence  alone.  He  regretted  that  the 
paper  had  been  previously  communicated  to  a  foreign 
academy,  and  advocated  enforcement  of  the  ancient  rule  of 
the  Royal  Society  not  to  receive  second-hand  communications 
— a  rule  which  had  once  been  enforced  against  himself 
on  the  ground  that  some  details  of  his  original  work  had 
leaked  out  in  the  columns  of  a  "  somewhat  obscure  scientific 
journal." 

Professor  Armstrong  spoke  strongly  in  the  same  sense; 
and  on  the  scientific  aspect  of  the  question  protested  against 
the  assumption  that  gases  such  as  argon  and  helium  were 
chemically  inert.  Referring  to  the  statement  that  the 
spectrum  of  the  new  gas  had  never  been  seen  before,  he 
recalled  a  paper  published  by  Liveing  and  Dewar  as  long 
ago  as  1894,  in  which  the  conspicuous  lines  now  ascribed  to 
krypton  were  noted  in  the  spectrum  of  air  at  very  low 
temperatures. 

Professor  Liveing  followed  with  a  short  account  of 
that  investigation,  which  showed  a  brilliant  green  line  re- 
placing at  low  temperature  one  of  Schuster's  oxygen  bands, 
and  approximating  more  or  less  closely  to  the  auroral 
line. 

Sir  William  Huggins  identified  this  line  with  the  auroral 
line  in  a  letter  to  Professor  Ramsay. 

Sir  Norman  Lockyer,  however,  maintained  that  it  did 
not  coincide  either  with  the  auroral  or  with  any  solar  or 
stellar  line. 

Professor  Dewar  stated  that  in  a  paper  published  last 
November  he  had  notified  the  presence,  along  with  the  helium 
spectrum,  of  lines  belonging  to  no  known  element.  In  a 
Friday  evening  lecture  given  at  the  Royal  Institution  two 
months  ago  he  had  also  described  very  fully  a  method  by 
which  so  small  a  proportion  of  a  gas  as  1  part  in  180,000 
could  be  separated  from  the  air,  and  intimated  that  when 
time  should  permit  he  would  pursue  the  line  of  research  thus 
indicated. 

Professor  Ramsay,  replying  briefly,  said  that  in  sending 
his  paper  to  the  French  Academy  he  had  been  actuated  by 
a  desire  to  let  the  ladies  see  the  new  spectrum  at  the 
conversazione  on  Wednesday;  and  that  he  had  never  read  or 
heard  of  the  different  papers  referred  to  by  Professor  Dewar.

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  of  Sheffield,  has  been  placed 
in  an  anomalous  position  by  a  decision  of  Mr.  Justice 
Lawrance.  At  the  last  election  of  Guardians  for  the  Sheffield

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THE  return  of  this  annual  show  to  the  Agricultural 
Hall,  Islington,  was  not  altogether  a  step  in  progress. 
The  absence  of  at  least  forty  firms  (many  leading  houses 
amongst  them)  may  partly  account  for  this,  but  the  vast 
area  of  the  Agricultural  Hall  needs  a  bit  of  filling,  and  the 
trade-exhibits  left  fully  half  of  the  floor-space  unoccupied, 
while  the  whole  of  the  galleries  were  empty  save  for  the  tem- 
porary benches  which  remain  from  the  Military  Tournament. 
Therefore,  pretty  as  the  show  was  from  some  aspects,  in  others, 
and  generally,  it  was  a  trifle  depressing.  We  were  pleased  to 
note  that  on  this  occasion  intoxicants  had  been  barred — 
literally.  The  hall  caterers  supplied  visitors  with  all  they 
wanted  and  were  willing  to  pay  for.  The  exhibition,  we  may 
explain,  was  promoted  by  the  proprietors  of  the  British  and 
Colonial  Druggist,  and  was  opened  on  Monday  at  11  o'clock, 
when  everything  was  in  a  fairly  forward  condition,  con- 
sidering that  the  carpenters  struck  work  on  Saturday  six 
hours  before  contract  time.  The  show  closes  on  Friday 
evening  (June  17)  at  10. 

The  trade-exhibits  were  a  striking  demonstration  of  how 
greatly

bulk  in  pharmacy,  for,  apart  from  individual  exhibits  of  that 
nature,  several  wholesale  and  sundries 
houses  made  such  goods  prominent 
features  on  their  stalls.  Taking  the 
exhibitors  in  alphabetical  order,  we  first 
note  Mr.  Gustav  Boehm's  display  of 
a  great  variety  of  milled  soap  and 
carded  perfumes  ;  then  we  pass  on  to 
one  of  the  prettiest  exhibits  in  the  hall, 
which  was  made  by  T.  F.  Bristowe  & 
Co.  This  consisted  of  three  cases,  each 
of  which  was  distinctively  draped.  One 
had  hangings  of  embroidered  silk  with 
artificial  wallflowers  and  hyacinths ; 
another  white  silk  and  violets,  this  case 
embowering  a  beautiful  display  of 
violette  de  Russe  perfume  and  soap, 
elegant  specialities,  the  sale  of  which  is 
confined  to  chemists.  This  is  a  fine 
perfume,  and  the  soap  has  a  pure  basis, 
with  the  aroma  of  the  perfume.  The 
wrapping  and  labelling  are  artistic.  In 
addition  to  the  bottle  which  we  illus- 
trate, the  firm  have  a  Is.  dome-shaped 
bottle  which  is  novel.  A  floating  oat- 
meal soap  is  a  new  thing  worth  the  attention  of  the  trade, 
and  so  is  the  Shave- easy  soap,  each  cake  of  which  is  enclosed 
in  an  earthenware  jar.  It  makes  an  easy  shave,  and  is 
balsamic  so  far  as  its  influence  on  the  skin  is  concerned. 

Edward  Cook  &  Co.  made  their  exhibit  of  toilet-soaps 
exceptionally  prominent  by  placing  at  each  corner  a  pillar- 
lamp,  the  pillar  in  one  case  being  composed  of  "  Club  "  brown 
Windsor  soap  in  solid  blocks,  and  in  the  other  of  cold-cream 
and  oatmeal  soap.  These  between  them  contained  1J  ton  of 
soap,  and  it  is  all  to  be  made  into  cakes.  The  exhibit,  as  a 
whole,  was  made  up  of  Messrs.  Cook's  well-known  soaps 
and  some  that  are  quite  new.  Amongst  the  latter  we 
noticed  a  new  "balsamic  toilet"  soap  in  semi-transparent 
brown  oval  cakes,  a  fine  palm  oil  and  glycerine,  a  fullers'- 
earth  soap  (of  good  service  when  the  skin  is  sensitive),  the 
"Cambath"  soap  for  use  in  the  bath,  and  a  new  baby- soap, 
three  cakes  in  a  box  (this  is  a  white  and  bland  soap  of 
pleasing  fragrance).  Besides  these  novelties,  we  observed  a 
new  box  for  the  Riviera  soap  with  artistic  embossed  label, 
and  a  new  shaving-stick  to  retail  at  Otd.  per  stick. 

Joseph  Crosfleld  &  Sons  (Limited),  the  proprietors  of 
"Peerless"  erasmic  soap,  had  also  the  "peerless"  display  of 
the  exhibition  as  far  as  artistic  merit  is  concerned.  Opinions 
are  divided  as  to  whether  it  should  be  designated  a  dream  or 
a  picture,  but  it  certainly  was  a  work  of  art.  The  effect  was 
produced  by  a  background  of  lavender  and  white  drapery 
and  an  artistic  arrangement  of  boxes  of  soap  in  the  form  of 
a  spraying  fountain,  the  centre  being  composed  of  boxes  of  ; 


soap  and  cakes  with  vari-coloured  wrappers.  At  each  side 
rustic  baskets  were  placed  filled  with  heliotrope  and  white 
chrysanthemums,  and  sprays  of  these  flowers  were  dotted 
alternately  with  soap-boxes  on  a  floor  of  lavender  and  white 
crepon  to  correspond  with  the  background  and  surrounding 
hangings.  Mr.  L.  Priday,  fresh  from  an  American  conquest, 
designed  and  carried  out  the  display,  and  was  in  charge  of  it! 

Crown    Perfumery  Company  displayed  a  novelty  In 
automatic  showcards.    It  changed  every  five  minutes,  dis- 
playing three  different  advertisements  of   the  company's 
\  specialities.    Their  latest  preparations  are  Crown  lavender 
;  salts,  soap,  and  bouquet  Versailles,  each  box  bearing  on  the 
lid  a  beautiful  miniature  of  Marie  Antoinette. 

Boger  le  Beau  et  Cie.,  who  introduced  "  Gloriola  "  soap 
some  time  ago,  now  follow  it  with  a  "  Florisma "  series  of 
soaps,  perfumes,  and  powder.  The  exhibit  was  gorgeous  in 
colouring  and  design.  The  characteristic  of  the  new  series 
is  that  there  are  eight  varieties  of  each— i.e.,  eight  distinct 
perfumes,  with  eight  different  colours  and  designs  in  labels 
and  finish— and  this  idea  is  extended  to  the  powder,  toilet- 
soap,  and  shaving-soap. 

The  rising  sun  was  the  central  idea  of  the  exhibit  by 
Peacock's  Ovaline  Soap  Company  (Limited).  On  the 
back  of  the  stand  the  company's  striking  sbowcard  of  a 
mother  lifting  her  son  from  the  bath  (truly  a  rising  son)  was 
placed  in  the  centre,  neatly  decorated  with  violets  and  helio- 
trope silk  ribbon,  and  from  this  rays  of  light  (white  and 
heliotrope  boxes  of  ovaline  soap)  spread  out  to  the  world, 
while  stars  t  winkled  ovaline  all  the  time,  and  the  cock  and 
hen  fowls  below  expressed  their  joy  of  the  whole  in  their  own 
peculiar  way.  The  exhibit  was,  of  course,  intended  to  thow 
the  possibilities  of  ovaline  soap  as  a  window-display. 

Sharp  Brothers'  Soap  and  Perfumery  Company 
(Limited)  had  a  beautiful  corner  stand  made  up  of  three 
sections.  One  portion  was  devoted  to  Bentlcy's  old  musk 
brown  Windsor  soap,  another  was  composed  entirely  of  Russian 


violet  preparations  with  appropriate  floral  surroundings,  and 
the  third  was  the  white-rose-and-cucumber  section.  The 
general  effect  of  the  different  colourings  in  this  exhibit  was 
very  striking. 

Tidman  &  Son  (Limited)  made,  as  always,  a  leading  line 
of  their  sea  salt,  but  we  must  include  the  firm  here  because 
their  soaps  and  perfumes  now  run  the  salt  hard  for  first  place. 
They  have  a  new  one  this  year,  a  herbal  skin-soap,  taste- 
fully put  up,  and  of  a  rich  cream  colour.  It  is  delicately 
perfumed  and  cheap. 

Jules  Vigo  et  Cie.  (Limited)  had  a  full  line  of  Moise'd 
tubed  specialities,  perfumes,  and  toilet-goods  on  show. 
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Vinolia  Company  (Limited)  had  an  elaborate  showi 
consisting  of  four  plate-glass  cases,  all  lavishly  draped.  The 
fancy  caskets,  which  have  already  been  introduced  for 
Christmas,  are  well  worthy  of  inspection  by  everyone.  These 
caskets  are  in  various  artistic  designs,  covered  with  crepe 
paper,  and  contain  one,  two,  or  three  bottles  of  perfume. 
They  are  extremely  "  fetching,"  and  keep  up  the  reputation 
of  the  firm  for  high-class  fancy  goods.  A  new  feature  is  the 
firm's  violette  de  Parme  soap,  which  they  are  pushing  hard 
— because  it  deserves  it. 

The  last  exhibit  in  this  group  (apart  from  those  which  were 
combination  exhibits)  was  that  of  the  Zomela  Company 
(Limited),  who  showed  two  new  perfumes — "  Canadian 
Violets"  and  "  Hawthorn  Blossom."  Before  we  go  further 
we  should  state  that  a  new  feature  was  organised  for  this 
occasion — viz., 

A  Museum  op  Antiquities, 

but  it  was  not  a  striking  success.  Mr.  Martindale  was  one  of 
the  principal  exhibitors.  He  contributed  a  sample  of  man- 
drake-root from  Damascus  in  the  form  of  the  human  body, 
some  old  apothecaries'  vases,  a  mummy-cloth,  an  Egyptian 
inkstand,  Egyptian  scarabs,  and  a  few  other  curiosities  not 
of  a  pharmaceutical  character,  and  a  set  of  editions  of  his 
"  Extra  Pharmacopoeia."  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson 
showed  a  few  ancient  and  modern  surgeons'  instruments — an 
idea  which  might  have  been  extended  with  interest — and  a 
very  perfect  honeycomb  sponge.  Curiosities  in  sponges  were 
also  shown  by  Messrs.  Cresswell  Brothers  &  Schmitz  and  by 
Messrs.  Henry  Marks  &  Sons  (Limited).  Both  of  these  firms 
also  exhibited  Greek  jars  which  had  been  fished  up  by  Medi- 
terranean sponge-divers.  Some  interesting  curiosities  in 
cinchona-bark,  a  camphor  bell,  and  some  of  the  gum  benja- 
min recovered  from  a  shipwreck  in  Table  Bay,  on  which  we 
reported  a  dozen  years  ago,  were  sent  by  Messrs.  Howards  & 
Sons.  Messrs.  Jenkin  &  Phillips  and  Messrs.  Price,  Hick- 
man &  Co.  lent  ancient  portraits  of  market  characters,  some 
of  which  figured  in  our  pages  in  June  last.  Messrs.  F.  New- 
bery  &  Sons  contributed  relics  of  Dr.  James  and  other 
records  of  their  ancient  firm  ;  so  did  Messrs.  W.  Sutton  &  Co. 
Mr.  Thomas  Christy  showed  a  sample  of  brick  tea  and  speci- 
mens of  the  tea-sweepings  from  which  (largely  through  his 
efforts)  caffeine  is  allowed  to  be  made.  Mr.  John  Moss  was 
responsible  for  a  piece  of  moss-covered  cascara.  Old  mortars 
were  lent  by  Mr.  Thompson,  Liverpool,  and  Mr.  Simons, 
Scarborough  ;  old  Delft  jars  by  Mr.  Prosser,  Birmingham  ; 
a  model  of  a  still,  described  as  "  at  least  as  old  as  the  present 
century,"  by  Mr.  Seymour,  East.  Ham  ;  pill-machine,  '•  date 
about  1815,"  by  Mr.  Hambrook,  Dover ;  some  photomicro- 
graphs of  entomological  and  botanical  subjects,  and  an  old 
prescription,  "  date  about  1600,"  by  Mr.  Noad  Clark,  of  the 
Paddington  Infirmary  Dispensary  ;  and  a  coloured  repre- 
sentation of  the  spectroscopic  relations  of  krypton,  by 
Professor  Ramsay.  Twopence  was  charged  for  admission 
to  this  side  show,  and  the  proceeds  are  destined  to  swell 
the  Benevolent  Fund. 

Deuggists'  Sundeies. 

The  exhibits  of  druggists'  sundries  were  not  so  striking 
this  year  as  last.  To  a  "  Town  Traveller  "  they  looked  very 
like  the  ordinary  showroom,  and  it  was  difficult  to  pick 
out  things  which  had  not  been  noticed  before.  At  the  same 
time,  it  should  be  remarked  that  a  reporter  of  an  exhibition  may 
be  assisted  by  the  attendant.  Everyone  whom  we  came  across 
seemed  an  expert  seller  of  goods,  but  all  were  not  gifted  in 
the  manner  of  bringing  new  things  before  the  man  who  does 
not  buy,  but  helps  to  sell  the  goods  to  the  wholed  rug-world. 
Another  point  about  sundries  exhibits  which  should  be  men- 
tioned is  that  most  of  them  sin  in  showing  exactly  the  same 
article  as  a  special  novelty.  One  which  occurs  to  us  at  the 
moment  is  a  graduated  white-glass  bent  feeder,  with  fittings 
and  two  brushes,  in  a  box,  at  4s.  6d.  per  dozen,  with  name  and 
address  on  three  dozen.  Three  good  firms  showed  us  that. 
We  do  not  suppose  that  they  copy  each  other :  perhaps  they 
merely  buy  from  the  same  maker.  Anyway,  these  articles 
which  overlap  into  other  houses  are  not  the  best  lines  for 
exhibition-purposes.  These  remarks  will  help  to  explain  the 
absence  from  our  report  of  notes  on  articles  about  which 
some  people  glowed. 

Barclay  &  Sons  (Limited)  subordinated  their  per- 
fume and    fancy-goods   exhibit  to  that  of  photographic 


apparatus  and  one  or  two  of  their  specialities,  such  as 
"  Welda,"  the  new  substitute  forjglue,  and  B.  &  S.'s'air- 
pressure  filter  and  percolator.  The  photographic  exhibit  was 
most  prominent,  and  every  article"  required  in  photography 
was  on  show.  A  special  line  inl, health  salts  attracted  by 
reason  of  its  nicely  decorated  tin,  and  amongst  perfumes  the 
"  Artand  "  brand  deserves  special  mention.  The  firm  are  now 
pushing  a  new  blend  of  tea  which  they  call  "  Siloya,"  and  a 
liquid  coffee  of  the  same  name,  about  which  we  have  pre- 
viously reported,  and  have  no  reason  to  retract  a  word  of 
what  we  said  about  it.  It  is  a  good  essence,  and  makes 
cafe  au  lait  or  cafe  noir  almost  as  fine  as  they  make  it  in 
France. 

Hockin,  Wilson  &  Co.  had  some  samples  of  last  Christ- 
mas and  next  Christmas  perfume  boxes  and  cases  on  show, 
one  of  the  best  of  these  being  a  case  with  two  bottles  resting 
on  a  base  which  rises  when  the  box  is  opened,  so  that  one 
picks  out  the  bottle  easily.  Counter-specialities  were  a 
strong  attraction  at  this  stand,  as  were  also  compressed 
tablets,  medicinal  specialities  and  surgical  goods. 

Kennedy  &  Co.'s  speciality  was  feeding  bottles,  with  a 
guard-ring  of  china,  and  furnished  with  seven  holes.  They 
make  teething-rings  and  teats  in  the  same  style,  and  the  idea 
has  been  extended  to  indiarubber  as  well  as  the  older  form. 

Lynch  &  Co.  (Limited)  had  a  large  and  well-arranged 
exhibit.  To  enumerate  all  their  specialities  in  detail  would 
fill  this  issue,  and  we  must  content  ourselves  with  the 
novelties.  A  patent  tooth-brush,  whose  hairs  intersect  and 
seem  to  be  at  cross-purposes,  is  claimed  to  be  specially  suited 
for  the  cavities  of  the  teeth.  A  slightly  different  shape  is 
made  for  the  back  of  the  teeth.  Hand-mirrors  and  hair- 
brushes in  cream-coloured  xylonite  with  hand-painted  orna- 
mentation were  a  strong  feature  of  the  exhibit,  and  in  glass- 
warea  good  half-crown  (per  doz.)  line  was  shown  in  graduated 
medicine-glasses,  which  should  fetch  6d.  each  with  ease. 
Separate  cases  were  filled  with  silver-mounted  goods, 
opera-glasses,  and  surgical  instruments.  A  neat  label- 
damper  resembling  an  Excise  ink-bottle  inverted  was 
exhibited  for  the  first  time.  The  enema  known  as  Lynch's 
patent,  in  which  the  box  forms  the  vessel  to  contain  the 
injection,  is  now  well  known,  and  was  present  in  force 

S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson's  exhibit  was  easily  divided 
into  two — surgical  appliances  on  one  side,  and  druggists' 
sundries  on  the  other.  To  the  latter  we  shall  confine  our 
attention  at  present.  Metric  weights  had  a  small  case  to 
themselves,  for  since  the  new  B.P.  was  published  there  has 
been  quite  a  run  upon  them.  It  may  gratify  lovers  of  the 
old  system  to  know  that  they  can  get  weights  from  1  gramme 
up  to  500  grammes,  which  look  exactly  like  the  £  oz.  to  1  lb. 
series,  and,  although  this  likeness  is  perhaps  not  alto- 
gether advantageous,  it  will  help  to  break  down  pre- 
judice and  familiarise  the  users  of  the  weights  with  the 
similarities  between  the  systems.  S.  M.,  S.  &  T.  are  adopting 
"No.  11"  as  a  brand.  There  were  various  special  No  11 
things  on  show — e.g.,  No.  11  breast- exhauster,  which  has  a 
rubber  protector  with  leech- bite  holes  placed  over  the  glass 
nipple,  thereby  increasing  the  suction  upon  the  breast,  while 
reducing  the  tendency  for  the  nipple  and  mamma  to  be 
drawn  in  unduly  and,  as  sometimes  happens,  to  a  painful 
extent.  Nipple-shields  are  made  on  the  same  excellent 
principle  ;  and  nipple-shells  were  shown  which  are  made  of 
transparent  celluloid,  and  are  an  immense  advance  in  light- 
ness over  the  old  glass  shell.  Good  displajs  of  tooth- 
brushes arranged  on  cards  in  crescent  form  were  also  there, 
so  that  buyers  might  see  all  the  patterns  obtainable ;  and 
while  writing  of  tooth-brushes  we  recall  stalks  of  tooth- 
pastes, which  were  shown  with  the  artistic  showcard  for  the 
white-rose  paste  as  a  decoration.  These  tooth-pastes  are 
now  well  known  to  the  trade,  but  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  have  not  handled  them  we  may  say  that  the  firm  put 
up  6d.  and  Is.  jars  of  cherry,  areca-nut,  carbolic,  white 
cherry,  &c,  while  the  white-rose  paste  is  a  "super"  article 
retailing  at  Is.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  These  pastes  are  all  first  class 
of  their  kind.  Menthol- cones  were  another  feature  of  the 
exhibit,  and  two  cones,  each  measuring  1  foot  high  by 
5  inches  in  diameter,  made  a  good  show.  It  would  be  in- 
teresting to  hear  from  dispensers  how  these  big  cones  were 
cast.  They  were  solid,  and  made  by  pouring  the  melted 
menthol  into  the  (mould.  What  was  the  mould  1  Postcard 
guesses  only.  A  6d.  menthol,  mounted  in  eaithenware  and 
protected  by  tinted-glass  cover,  should  take  as  well  as  the 
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vest-pocket  aluminium  and  coloured  celluloid-cased  cakes 
which  have  been  selling  at  6^.  for  some  time.  S.  M.,  S.  &.  T. 
are  makers  of  suppositories,  as  well  as  of  moulds  for  them, 
and  their  latest  achievement  in  this  department  is  a  glycerin 
suppository,  40-minim  (they  make  30-minim  for  children), 
well  made  from  the  B.P.  basis,  and  with  a  tube  of  thymol- 
jelly  enclosed  with  each  dozen  in  a  neat  box.  One  end  of 
the  exhibit  was  devoted  to  those  elegant  or  "  super  "  dis- 
pensing and  poison  bottles  which  Our  Town  Traveller 
described  some  time  ago,  and  which  for  clearness  and 
smoothness  beat  O.T.T.  The  Freck  prescription-tablet 
machine  was  also  exhibited. 

John  Sanger  &  Sons  had  a  rather  imposing  stand,  con- 
taining a  selected  and  tastefully-arranged  assortment  of 
everything,  from  a  camera  to  a  tooth-comb.  We  noticed 
specially  cheap  lines  in  menthols,  roll-paper,  graduated 
feeders — modern  and  old-fashioned  shapes.  The  novelties 
were  principally  in  perfumes  —  eucalyptus-Cologne  and 
Florida  water,  very  nicely  got  up,  being  samples— and  in 
sundries,  such  as  hypodermic  syringes  with  patent  fasteners, 
print  and  label  cutters  at  9d.  each  (this  is  on  the  tobacco- 
cutter  principle),  and  a  battalion  of  unbreakable  dressing- 
combs  in  great  variety.  The  photographic  apparatus  depart- 
ment is  a  growing  one  with  "  Sangers,"  and  appears  to  be 
managed  by  an  enthusiastic  and  up-to-date  photographer. 

F.  Schutze  &  Co.  took  time  by  the  forelock  and  showed 
samples  of  Christmas  perfumes  in  elegant  boxes.  Their 
stand  was  profuse  with  floral  hangings,  and  behind  they 
displayed  three  set  windows  for  chemists.  One  was  a 
carbolic  tooth-powder  show,  with  a  working-model  nigger, 
who  rolled  his  eyes  and  displayed  snow-white  ivories. 
Another  was  labelled  "  All  for  baby."  Here  the  central 
figure  was  a  mother  monkey  hushing  her  baby  to  sleep:  it  was 
surrounded  by  dainty  puff-boxes,  feeders,  and  every  infantile 
requisite.  The  third  was  the  cow  and  dairymaid  display, 
which  the  firm  send  out  to  advertise  their  buttermilk  soap. 
A  new  aluminium  cachet-filling  machine,  a  chamois-leather 
handkerchief  for  the  complexion,  and  a  new  enema  were 
also  among  the  novelties. 

William  Toogood  drew  the  attention  of  the  curious  by 
an  exhibition  of  wood-turning  and  glass-blowing.  An  electric 
motor  supplied  the  power,  and  boxwood  boxes  and  test-tubes 
were  watched  in  the  process  of  manufacture.  Toogood's 
well-known  notched  covered  pots  were  again  in  evidence,  a 
few  new  shapes  in  pine  cut  perfume-bottles,  and  a  wide

range  of  American  grease  proof  boxes  were  also  shown 
Some  new  sundries  rendered  in  season  by  the  new  B.P.  were 
to  be  found  here.  A  spirit-volume  graduated  bottle  for 
making  the  20-per-cent  ,  &c,  alcohols  was  exhibited,  and 
sets  of  metric  weights  and  graduates  for  liquids  by  the  same 
system.  Percolators  and  cyanide-bottles  helped  to  complete 
the  collection  of  sundries.  At  the  risk  of  repetition  we 
picked  out  for  illustration  Bilson's  pastille-mould,  as  some 
may  wish  to  follow  up  the  particulars  about  them  given  on 
page  411  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

F.  Newbery  &  Sons  had  a  combination  show  with 
W.  H  Warner  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  for  whom  Messrs. 
Newbery  are  agents.  Messrs.  Newbery's  exhibit  was  princi- 
pally perfumes,  toilet- preparations,  and  druggists'  sundries. 
The  most  prominent  thing  in  the  exhibit  was  a  fine  bromide 
enlargement  of  a  photograph  of  Sc.  Paul's  Cathedral,  which 
they  have  made  the  trade-mark  for  their  perfumes  and  other 
toilet-spscialities.  These  things  are  all  going  well.  The 
firm  are  ever  adding  good  American  specialities  to  their 
stock,  and  the  latest  thing  in  this  .department  is  a  soap 
which  is  well  known  to  the  American  public,  and  of  which  a 
New  England  maiden  has  lisped  : — 

When  I  was  young,  long  years  ago, 
(If  Ivory  Soap  wc  did  not  know  ; 
But  used  instead  some  home-made  stuff 
That  chapped  our  hands  and  made  them  rou^h. 
So  all  ye  maidens  of  to-day, 
With  hands  so  white  and  frocks  so  gay, 
Use  Ivory  Soap  and  never  know 
The  trials  we  had  long  years  ago. 
"  It  floats"  is  the  phrase  which  has  stuck  to  this  soap  in  the 


States.  It  is  introduced  here  by  the  Ivory  Soap  Company, 
15  Philpot  Lane,  EC,  who  are  determined  that  in  its  venture 
before  the  English  public  it  will  not  sink.  The  soap  is  not  like 
the  old-fashioned  dried  froth  called  "  Chinese  soap,"  but  a  good 
solid  white  jar,  divisible  into  two,  and  it  appears  a  linirable 
for  domestic  use.  Another  new  thing  of  Messrs  Newbery's 
is  a  line  of  glycerin  suppositories  (10,  20,  and  40  minims), 
which  are  put  up  in  dozen  boxes,  and  cost  4}</.,  5bl.,  and 
6.V.  per  box — "the  cheapest  thing  in  the  market,"  remarked 
the  smart  young  showman.  We  shall  refer  to  Messrs. 
Warner's  exhibit  in  its  proper  order  in  the  next  section  of 
our  classification,  viz.  : — 

Galenicals  and  Pharmaceuticals. 

Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited)  had,  as  u.-ual, a  particulai  ly 


fine  show,  artistically  displayed. 
A  prominent  feature  of  the  exhibit 
was  a  series  of  put-up  goods  suit- 
able for  chemists  to  adopt  as  their 
own  specialities.  These  articles 
are  packed  in  cartons  with  hand- 
some labels,  and  each  bottle  is 
capsuled.  A  special  display  of 
gelatin  capsules  and  jujubes  of 
various  kinds  was  given  in  beauti- 
fully finished  show-bottles  made 
specially  for  the  purpose.  The 
effects  produced  by  the  different 
colours  of  capsules  and  jujubes 
was  very  pleasing.  A  beautiful 
green  capsule  containing  chloro- 
dyne,  and  a  tortoise-shaped  throat- 
pastille  were  among  the  most  no- 
ticeable novelties.  We  tasted  a 
new  cachou,  which  has  a  delightful 
aroma,  and  which  also  gives  us  the 
opportunity  of  figuring  the  new 

bottle  for  counter-display.  While  treating  of  bottles  we  may 
also  note  the  "  Allenburys"  feeder,  which  has  been  improved 
in  shape  by  giving  it  a  twist  up  at  the  bottom  (compare 
with  the  figure  in  The  Chemists' and  Druggists'  Diahv, 
page  179).  We  were  also  struck  with  a  new  kind  of  cap- 
suled pills  which  the  firm  are  making,  and  which  they  call 
'•Kapsols."  These  are  made  by  the  same  method  employed 
in  '•  Allenburys  "  capsules  and  perles,  but  in  this  case  the  en- 
veloping-material  is  a  jujube-composition  (not  gelatin). 
"Kapsols"  are  distinguished  from  capsules  in  that  the 
contents  are  actually  a  pill-mass,  and  they  preserve  their 
softness  for  years.  An  iron  mass  which  we  tested,  and  which 
was  made  two  years  ago,  was  perfectly  flexible,  and  could  be 
rubbed  about  without  bursting  the  "  K&psol."  Granular 
effervescents  (excellent  in  finish  and  solvent  power),  bottled 
with  the  well-known  Allenburys'  measure-stoppers,  and  per- 
fumes in  bulk  and  bottles  were  other  features  of  the  stand. 

Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  had  one  of  their  "  Colin- 
deries "  show-cases  in  the  centre  of  a  quadrangle  whicli 
bore  a  few  of  their  heavy  lines  of  specialities — we  mean  by 
that  such  things  as  Kepler  "  Malts,"  Fairchild's  products, 
and  Wyeth's  beef-juice.  "I  have  nothing  new  to  say  about 
that,  Mr.  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  said  the  genial  superinten- 
dent of  the  beef-juice  department  in  his  best  Bostonian 
style,  "  but  I  can  tell  you  that  it  is  made  by  ourselves  in 
the  Union  Stockyards,  Chicago.  We  [i.e.,  Wyeth]  have  a 
laboratory  there,  and  make  all  our  animal  products  in  it,  as 
well  as  this  beef-juice.  Wc  take  the  juice  to  Philadelphia 
in  demijohns,  rack  it,  syphon  it  off,  standardise  it,  bottle  it, 
and  send  it  over  here.  It's  a  good  thing.  You  can  say 
about  it  what  you  please.  There's  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  analysis  of  it."  Then  the  B  ,  W.  Ac  Co.  young 
man,  who  has  a  style  of  his  own,  took  up  the  running. 
"  These  enules,"  said  he — "  Yes,"  said  we,  "  they  are  figured  in 
The  Chemists'  anu  Dhuggists'  Diary,  page  490,  were  in- 
vented by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome,  and  are  made  by  the  cold 
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process."  "Exactly.  How  clever  you  are  I  But  I  was  going  to 
say  that,  the  cold  process  being  recognised  by  the  B.P.,  we  are 
making  a  feature  of  these.    The  advantage  of  this  shape  is, 

you  see,  that  the  sph — " 
"  Please,  don't  mention  it." 
To  return  to  ordinary  ex- 
hibition reportorial  style, we 
have  only  to  add,  in  regard 
to  these  suppositories,  that  the  method  of  wrapping  in  tinfoil 
(adopted  for  glycerin  because  of  its  hygroscopicity)  has 
been  extended  to  all  other  kinds.  The  wrapping  is 
done  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  two  little  figures 
above.  It  is  an  exclusive  wrapping  done  by  machinery — 
indeed,  the  suppositories  are  not,  touched  by  hand 
until  they  are  used  by  the  patient.  The  next  thing 
our  attention  was  called  to  was  the  fine  display  of  leather 
tabloid,  hypodermic,  &c,  cases  in  the  "  Colinderies"  case — 
lizard,  crocodile,  morocco,  &c. — all  very  neat.    Then  the  little 

serum-syringe  figured 
here  was  shown  to  us. 
The  good  point  about 
this  is  that  you  have 
only  to  screw  or  unscrew 
the  top  of  the  piston- 
rod  in  order  to  tighten 
or  loosen  the  piston- 
washer.  The  same  idea 
is  applied  to  hypo-syringes.  The  I.R.  tube  in  the  above  will 
be  noticed.  This  is  to  place  between  the  needle  and  the 
syringe- barrel,  so  that  if  the  patient  moves  when  he  gets  the 
injection  the  needle  will  not  break.  Some  new  soloids  were 
shown,  including  a  scruple  phenol  one;  there  was  a  good 
series  of  photographic  tabloids  too,  amongst  the  latest  being 
toning-tabloids  for  blue,  brown,  purple,  and  purple-black 
tones,  with  some  good  photo-pictures  by  Harold  Lane,  as 
examples  of  what  can  be  done  with  photo-tabloids. 

Evans,  Gadd  &  Co.  were  strong  on  the  new  B.P.  this  year, 
Mr.  Wbippell  Gadd's  "Synopsis"  being  well  in  evidence, 
and  all  the  new  and  altered  preparations,  as  well  as  stan- 
dardised galenicals,  were  shown.  Apart  from  these  things 
the  exhibit  did  not  pretend  to  great  novelty,  but  the  firm 
were  calling  special  attention  to  a  new  food-preservative 
which  they  have  introduced  for  this  summer's  trade  (56*. 
par  cwt.),  and  they  have  put  the  Is.  size  of  "  Ambrosia"  in 
a  new-shaped  bottle,  while  all  the  perfumes  are  put  up  in 
better  style,  because  (honestly  confessed  our  conductor) 
"we  have  a  lady  to  look  after  this  department  now."  They 
have  discovered  a  new  violet— "  Victoria  violet" — and  its 
perfume  and  soap  are  attracting  the  folk  in  the  Lorn  a 
Doone  country. 

Evans,  Sons  &  Co.  had  two  exhibits — a  model  pharmacy, 
and  a  fine  show  of  Montserrat  arrowroot  and  lime-juice  and 
its  preparations.  They  were  at  opposite  sides  of  the  hall, 
which  was  wise.  The  model  pharmacy  consisted  of  the 
entire  fittings  for  a  chemist's  front  shop.  To  attempt  to 
describe  it  solely  in  words  were  futile,  so  we  turned  on  the 
photographer,  and  he  has  done  the  best  he  could  to  reproduce 
the  features  of  this  exhibit,  and  the  picture  is  sufficiently 
clear  to  give  anyone  an  idea  of  the  design.  The  wood  used 
was  Dantzic  oak,  the  markings  of  which  are  much  bolder 
than  those  of  English  oak,  and  these  had  been  well  brought 
out  by  fuming.  The  right-hand  side  of  the  shop  is  the  counter 
side,  and  behind  the  counter  is  a  nest  of  drawers  with  raised 
fronts,  below  which  is  a  row  of  the  bottle-lockers,  and  above 
bent-front  upright  show-cases,  which  give  good  room  for 
displaying  specialities.  Between  the  two  cases  is  a  recess 
bevelled  mirror,  in  front  of  which  a  little  greenery  in  season 
may  be  shown.  Carving  is  introduced  here  and  there,  and 
it  is  noteworthy  that  instead  of  using  conventional  foliage 
the  designer  obtained  authentic  specimens  of  Lathyrus 
pratensis,  Bryonia  dioiea,  Spirea  Vhnaria,  Ilcllehoriis 
faetidus,  Linnm  vsitatissimum,  PajHiver  Iihfras,  Solarium 
Dulcamara,  Anemone  nemorosa  and  Galanthus  nivalis,  which 
he  carved  in  a  botanically  correct  manner.  The  counter 
is  a  "daisy,"  if  we  may  use  a  vulgarism.  It  has 
show-cases  in  front,  corresponding  in  design  with  the  other 
cases,  and  two  nests  of  long  drawers  neatly  labelled  for 
brushes,  &c,  which  catch  the  customers'  eyes  and  help  to 
bring  on  sales.  There  are  two  bent-fronted  cases  on  top, 
which  can  be  placed  together  or  be  separated  to  leave  a 
serving  space  in  the  centre.    At  the  far  end  of  the  counter 


is  a  double  desk — one  writing-part  for  the  dispenser  behind 
the  counter,  and  the  other  (with  an  upright  case  to  divide 
them)  on  the  shop  side.  The  front  desk  forms  a  show-case, 
which  opens  downwards  to  form  a  physician's  prescription- 
desk.  The  back  of  the  counter  is  nicely  fitted.  The  dis- 
pensing-counter has  the  usual  marble  slab,  kc,  in  the  centre, 
but  inserted  in  an  unusual  manner,  anil  the  marble  is  of  thai 
uncommon  and  pretty  kind  called  St.  Sylvester.  The  left-hand 
side  of  the  pharmacy  is  fitted  with  glass  cases  cunningly 
arranged  and  exquisitely  designed,  space  for  every  conceiv- 
able article  being  provided.  We  noticed  that  all  the  bottles 
and  jars  on  the  shelving  had  the  shield-shaped  recess-labels 
which  E.,  S.  &  Co.  have  designed  and  registered.  Every 
detail  of  fitting  seems  to  have  been  thought  of  in  con- 
structing the  pharmacy.  A  good  linoleum  covers  the  floor, 
the  ceiling  is  finished  in  Lincrusta,  and  ha.s  four  clusters  of 
electric  glow-lamps,  and  there  are  upholstered  settees  for 
customers'  comfort.  At  night  the  pharmacy  looked  particu- 
larly well.  Savar's  specialities  were  well  displayed  in  the 
show-cases,  but  we  were  so  intent  on  taking  in  the  shop  that 
we  forgot  to  inspect  the  stock. 

Hearon,  8quire  &  Francis  hail  a  fine  exhibit  of  rare 
drugs  and  fine  chemicals.  Amongst  the  many  we  noticed 
particularly  doe  specimens  of  nutmeg  and  mace  fruit ;  plaited 
vanilla-pods,  Indian  red  bark,  and  Persian  opium  in  sticks, 
showing  the  method  in  which  it  used  to  be  imported.  A  fine 
crystal  of  chloride  of  sodium  was  exhibited  under  a  glass 
case,  and  various  other  crystals,  all  worth  seeing.  Among 
pharmaceutical  preparations  we  selected  a  new  non- 
excisable  tonic  consisting  of  extract  of  meat,  malt  and 
hops ;  emulsions  of  cod-liver  oil  and  petroleum,  and  a 
liquid  extract  of  malt  as  worthy  of  special  mention.  The 
emulsions  are  good  specimens  of  the  galenic  art,  and  are 
delicately  flavoured  with  vanilla — an  agreeable  variation  on 
the  eternal  almond  flavour.  Amongst  perfumery  was  shown 
as  a  curiosity  an  essence  of  real  violets — it  is  very  sweet, 
strong,  lasting,  and  as  different  from  many  "violets"  as 
Mumm  is  from  gooseberry-wine.  One  side  of  the  stand  con- 
tained a  large  variety  of  concentrated  soluble  essences  for 
aerated  beverages  ;  granular  preparations,  eoal-tar  specialities, 
including  a  new  toilet-soap,  toilet-requisites  and  packed 
specialities.  In  the  sanctum  behind  we  were  shown  an  old 
invoice  of  1805,  when  the  firm  was  styled  Kirk,  Gratton  k 
Hearon,  setting  forth  the  goods  sent  to  one  John  Bytholl, 
of  Shrewsbury.  Needless  to  say  the  prices  differ  considerably 
from  those  obtained  at  the  present  day.  There  was  also  an 
old  letter  of  date  1800,  signed  by  W.  Hearon  "  for  partners 
and  self." 

W.  Kemp  &  Son  last  week  gave  the  Horncastle  people  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  what  they  were  to  show  Londoners, 
and  this  is  what  the  Gazette  of  the  town  said  about  it: — 

The  stand  was  set  out  in  the  Exchange  Hull.  It  was  12  feet 
square  and  16  feet  high.  The  articles  shown  comprised  every 
known  drug  and  chemical,  with  oils  and  medicated  wines,  and 
weighed  upwards  of  3  tons.  The  drugs  and  spices  were  shown 
in  their  crude  state,  together  with  the  powders  ground  by  the 
firm,  and  the  pharmaceutical  preparations  likewise  manufactured 
at  Horncastle.  Altogether  the  exhibit,  which  attracted  much 
attention,  was  quite  a  remarkable  one,  and  one  the  like  of  which 
has  probably  never  before  been  seen  in  a  town  the  size  of  Horn- 
castle. 

It  was  with  these  words  stowed  away  in  some  chamber  of 
the  brain  that  we  approached  the  12  by  16  exhibit,  and  there 
the  first  thing  that  caught  our  eye  was  an  announcement 
saying  that  "  The  goods  here  shown  are  not  for  the  British 
Museum,  but  for  chemists'  trade  purposes."  This  was 
apropos  of  a  collection  of  crude  drugs  (opium,  Curaipa  aloes, 
wax,  Sec  ),  all  good  specimens.  Powdered  drugs  were  also  a 
strong  feature,  for,  as  we  have  recently  mentioned,  the  firm 
have  fitted  up  a  separate  house  for  grinding,  and  are  special- 
ising in  this  department  well,  putting  the  powders  up  in  lined 
and  covered  cartons,  as  some  American  houses  do.  The 
packages  are  strong  enough  for  storage.  The  whole  of  the 
tinctures  in  the  new  B.P.  were  shown,  and  Mr.  Kemp  in- 
formed us  that  he  has  taken  this  opportunity  to  introduce 
entirely  new  sets  of  labels  for  everything.  For  galenicals  a 
label  with  engine-turned  background  is  used.  Non- 
poisonous  compounds  have  labels  printed  in  bluish  ink. 
strong  poisons  are  in  bright  red,  and  semi-toxic  compounds 
in  reddish-brown.  Similar,  but  distinct,  labels  are  used  for 
chemicals  and  crude  drugs.    The  counter-specialities  made 
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by  the  firm  (to  which  we  have  frequently  referred)  were  well 
represented  on  one  side  of  the  stall,  and  we  noticed  some 
nice  perfumes  put  up  ready  for  sale,  as  well  as  medicated 
wines. 

Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst  (Limited)  had  a  good  corne 
exhibit.  Fruit-essences,  coated  pills,  orange-wine,  perfumes, 
the  "White  Bear"  brand  cod-liver  oil,  and  other  medicinal, 
pharmaceutical,  and  toilet  preparations  were  tastefully  dis- 
played. 

T.  Howard  Lloyd  &  Co.  had  a  pretty  display.  Soluble 
pearl-coated  pills  for  humans,  dogs,  birds,  and  poultry, 
"  colloid  "  capsules,  "  biconical "  horse-balls,  and  effervescing 
citrates,  all  neatly  put  up,  made  the  bulk  of  their  exhibit. 
Various  kinds  of  compressed  goods  were  exhibited,  and  we 
also  noticed  a  good  selection  of  "  counter- attractions."  such 
as  plate-powder,  baking-powder,  quinine-mint,  coca-wine, 
chemical  food,  glycerin  and  cucumber,  violet-powder, 
fullers'  earth,  glycerin,  cod-liver  oil,  perfumes,  malted-milk 
food,  tooth  paste  and  powder,  and  many  more. 

S.  Myer  &  Co.  exhibited  a  tasteful  assortment  of  Cooper's 
concentrated  liquors  (the  principal  one  seems  to  be  that  for 
Easton's  syrup),  perfumery,  toilet-preparations,  and  druggists' 
sundries.  Leading  lines  were  carbolic  tooth-powder,  and  a 
sixpenny  box  of  perfumery  containing  three  bottles. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  made  a  totally  different  exhibit  to  what 
they  had  at  Queen's  Hall  a  fortnight  since.  This  one 
appealed  solely  to  chemists,  and  the  genial  Irishman  who 
conducted  us  round  the  stand  punctuated  his  enthusiasm  for 
his  firm  with  such  ejaculations  as  "A  good  line  for  smart 
retail."  Amongst  the  things  shown  were  "Rennin"  in 
tablets  and  powder  for  making  junket,  pepsin  in  powder 
and  scale,  both  equally  soluble,  aseptic,  and  B  P.  aseptic 
ergot  (they  standardise  it  physiologically  in  Detroit), 
hematic  hypophosphites,  compressed  lozenges  for  cough,  &c, 
ready  for  retail,  cube  ammonia,  euthymol,  &c.  These 
P.,  D.  k  Co.  articles,  attractive  as  they  were,  suffered  slightly 
from  the  W.  T.  &  Co.  novelties  in  carboys  which  were  dis- 
played by  the  firm.  These  were  egg-shaped  (to  suspend) 
and  urn-shaped,  and  for  anyone  who  wants  to  get  away  from 
the  pear  and  swan  necked  types  they  are  good.  A  new 
show-stand  in  nickel  and  plate  glass  (good  for  counter  or 
window  displays)  and  suppository-moulds  for  cold  compres- 
sion were  also  exhibited. 

Potter  &  Clarke  were  making  a  special  display  of  sachet- 
flowers.  This  is  a  variety  of  sachet  which  has  suddenly 
become  fashionable  in  the  West-end.  Fifteen  kinds  of 
flowers  go  to  make  up  the  mixture,  and  they  are  kept  as 
whole  as  possible,  so  as  to  make  it  look  like  a  home-made 
article.  Then  it  is  put  up  in  large  boxes  {e.g.,  1  dozen 
5-pint  seltzogene  charges),  labelled  and  tied  with  a  silk 

ribbon.  Make  a 
windowful  of 
such  packages, 
with  a  pile  of  the 
sachet-flowers  in 
the  centre,  and 
you  will  attract 
the  town.  P.  &  C. 
had  the  fifteen 
kinds  of  flowers 
in  separate  jars, 
as  well  as  the 
mixture,  and  Mr. 
H.  Potter,  jun., 
showed  us  some 
Japanese  jars 
full  of  the  stuff, 
which  the  least  covetous  of  persons  would  envy.  Fresh 
nutmeg-fruit  and  cloves  in  spirit  were  the  only  curiosities 
which  we  can  spare  room  to  mention.  There  was  a  full  line 
of  cachous  (we  show  a  case  of  the  Id.  ones).  Herbs  in  packets, 
carded  perfumes  (a  3d.  line,  1  dozen  on  card,  is  good  value), 
and  a  complete  set  of  1898  B  P.  tinctures  are  some  others 
things  which  we  noted.  We  understand  that  the  firm  have 
taken  the  agency  for  Dunhill's  Pontefract  cakes. 

So\ithall  Brothers  &  Barclay  exhibited  a  complete 
series  of  the  new  preparations  of  the  1898  B  P.,  as  well  as 
many  better-known  galenicals  and  fine  chemicals.  A  very 
fine  specimen  of  potassium  iodide  was  on  view,  and  vanilla- 
beans  covered  with  fine  crystals  of  vanillin  were  also  inter- 
esting.   The  tablets  for  the  preparation  of  standardised 


tinctures  are  also  noteworthy,  each  tablet  representing  not 
only  a  definite  proportion  of  tincture,  but  also  a  definite 
quantity  of  the  active  principle.  Southall's  lime-water 
syphon,  as  illustrated  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diary,  1898,  page  270,  was  among  the  other  exhibits,  and 
"Diamond  Spark"  table-water.  Southall's  celebrated 
Biblical  herbarium,  which  we  described  fully  in  the  ('.  J)., 
May  28,  page  866,  and  Sontball's  ureometer  were  among  the 
other  prominent  attractions.  The  new  alcohol  measure  was 
also  there. 

W.  R.  Wnrner  &  Co.,  Pbiladelphia,  exhibited  through 
their  agents,  Messrs.  Xewbery.  Sumbul  preparations  were 
in  strong  force,  physicians  having  recently  discovered  that 
sumbul  deserves  more  attention  than  they  have  given  it, 
and  now  Tono-sumbul  and  other  Warner  compounds  arc 
making  headway.  The  sugar-coated  pills  of  the  firm,  their 
lentiforms  and  granular  preparations  were  also  shown  well, 
and  we  may  mention  the  fact  that  their  price-list  is 
illustrated  throughout  by  a  colour-photography  process. 

Wyleys  (Limited)  showed  pharmaceutical  preparations, 
standardised  galenical  preparations  (among  which  we  noted 
a  selected  variety  of  non-alcoholic  tinctures),  tropels, 
powders  in  cachets,  and  patent  duraplastic  horse-balls. 
Toilet-preparations  are  put  up  in  collapsible  tubes,  an 
ophthalmic  ointment  in  tube  having  a  wooden  nozzle,  which 
may  be  screwed  on  when  wanted  to  use  for  the  corner  of 
the  eye.  A  good  specimen  of  green  blister  for  veterinary 
purposes  was  noteworthy  for  its  smoothness,  beautiful 
colour,  and  efficient  properties.  Among  fine  chemicals, 
neuracetin  was  prominent  both  in  powder  and  pellets.  The 
firm  have  started  a  series  of  medicated  wines,  and  are 
giving  them  a  distinctive  character.  One  of  the  wines  is 
"  Fletcher's  damiana-and-kola  wine,"  and  is  put  up  in  square 
bottles  wrapped  in  a  parti-coloured  paper  (checkered 
pattern),  which  is  novel  in  the  medicated -wine  line. 

Medicated  Wines 
seem  a  bit  "off"  just  now.    Besides  what  have  already  been 
mentioned,  we  observed  only  four  distinct  exhibits  of  this 
character,  the  French  Hygienic  Company  leading  the 
alphabetical  way  with  Roland's  preparations. 

Holloway's  Wine  Company  (Limited)  have  a  taste- 
fully-draped stand,  with  the  coca-plant  in  bloom  as  the 
principal  decoration.  They  showed  full  lines  of  all  their 
medicated  wines,  both  at  their  principal  stand  and  at  a 
model  shop-window  which  they  had  dressed  in  another  part 
of  the  hall.  Literature  and  free  pick-me-ups  of  Holloway's 
coca-wine  were  dispensed  freely  to  all  comers,  and  the 
company  were  instructing  such  visitors  as  had  not  a  wine- 
licence  how  to  get  a  temporary  one  from  Somerset  House 
pending  the  Brewster  Sessions.  " 

Stephen  Smith  &  Co.  (Limited)  enlivened  stand  63  with 
a  profusion  of  palms  and  cardinal-plush  draperies.  Their 
exhibit  consisted  of  Hall's  Wine,  "  Keystone  "  beef  and  malt 
wine,  and  orange-quinine  wine.  They  have  several  new  show- 
cards,  the  latest  being  a  new  painting  by  Seymour,  of  which 
the  proof  was  on  view.  It  represents  a  healthy-looking  young 
lady  (who  has  evidently  been  under  Hall's  Wine  treatment) 
wearing  a  coquettish-looking  crimson  Tam-o'-Shanter. 

Mr.  S.  B.  White  had  a  good  show  of  his  gold  medal  coca- 
wine,  which  he  supplies  to  one  agent  only  in  each  town, 
besides  paying  said  agent's  wine-licence.  Sulphur  tablets 
are  another  leading  line  with  Mr.  White,  and  orange-wine, 
quinine-wine,  and  other  medicated  liquors.  Mr.  White  is 
also  the  maker  of  the  Leicester  sticky  fly-paper,  on  which 
he  prints  chemist's  own  name  and  address  for  five-gross  lots. 

St.  Raphael  tonic-wine  was  exhibited  by  Messrs.  Ingram 
&  Boyle,  who  have  taken  up  the  agency  for  it.  From 
medicated  wines  we  may  appropriately  pass  on  to 

Bevebages  and  Waters, 

which  were  a  fuller  group.  First  we  noted  "  Camwal,"  but 
the  alphabet  compels  us  to  go  to  Aerators  (Limited),  who 
were  showing  how  quickly  a  bottle  of  aerated-water  is  made 
with  a  "  sparklet,"  which  is  a  small  steel  capsule  of  liquid 
carbonic-acid  gas.  We  described  it  two  years  ago,  and 
since  then  it  has  caught  on.  Tablets  are  now  added  to 
these  to  make  various  kinds  of  mineral  and  other  waters. 

"  Camwal,"  as  our  photograph  shows,  was  in  a  strong 
position.  Alcoholic  liquors  being  barred,  the  manager  and 
secretary  syphoned  off  the  visitors  to  drink  "Camwal"

ginger-beer,  which  is  guaranteed  to  contain  less  than  2  per 
cent,  of  proof  spirit.  This  was  imbibed  in  the  largest  syphon 
in  the  world.  This  syphon  is  constructed  in  sections  of 
wood,  and  stands  23  feet  high  (without  boots),  and  is  24  feet 
round  the  waist.  The  lever  and  nozzle  measure  7  feet 
Insidej  there  is  seating  accommodation  for  tea  people,  for 
whom  |  there  is  a  cushioned  settee.  The  syphon  has  been 
carted  through  the  streets  of  London,  but  tbe  police 
authorities  would  not  allow  it  to  go  down  Cannon  Street  in 
case  it  should  upset  the  C.  D.  staff,  and  thereby  delay 
the  issue  of  the  journal.  But  it  is  to  have  a  more 
extensive  journey,  for  it  will  travel  from  London  to 
Bristol,  thence  to  Birmingham,  then  to  Manchester, 
and  lastly  to  Harrogate,  where  the  lever  is  to  be  fitted  with 
sulphur  springs.  The  journey  will  be  made  by  road,  and  we 
are  asked  to  state  that  if  any  chemist  is  thinking  of  having 
a  honeymoon  tour,  "Camwal"  is  prepared  to  appoint  him  and 
her  caretakers  of  the  syphon,  which  will  be  divided  into  two 
compartments  (horizontally  or  vertically,  according  to  the 
size  of  the  chemist).  "Camwal"  has  also  some  new  electric 
syphon  lamps  with  blue  labels,  and  ordinary  size  syphons 
with  an  electric  light  in  them. 

G.  Foster  Clark  &  Co.  had  an  Eiffel-Towerish  display  of 
their  fruit-juices  in  crystals,  and  the  visitors  showed  their 
great  thirst  by  sampling  the  lemonade,  &c,  freely.  The 
Condal  Water  Company  was  also  there,  and  Farrow  & 
Jackson  (Limited)  had  the  only  exhibit  of  aerated-water 
plant.  Here  the  chief  novelty  was  a  soda-fountain  consisting 
of  a  square  pillar,  within  which  is  an  ice-box  through  which 
the  pipe  from  the  saturator  passes  so  that  an  ice-cold  drink 
is  obtained. 

Idris  &  Co.  (Limited)  had  fitted  up  their  saloon  in 
walnut,  and  a  number  of  plate-glass  mirrors  and  coloured 
electric  lamps  made  it  a  very  cosy  and  attractive  rendezvous 
for  visitors.  Palms  and  lilies  were  placed  here  and  there,  and 
the  whole  was  surmounted  by  a  gilt  representation  of  the 
Royal  arms  and  "  Idris  "  in  giant  gilt  letters.  The  firm's 
speciality  at  present  is  ginger-beer,  with  its  allies  ginger- 
champagne  and  orange- champagne.  A  few  rows  of 
elaborately  decorated  bottles  of  fruit-cordials  made  an 
effective  background  to  the  general  display. 

Ingram  &  Boyle  (Limited)  contented  themselves  with 
Vichy  and  its  pastilles,  Carlsbad  and  its  salt,  and  Hunyadi 
Janos  water,  these  being  the  most  popular  of  mineral- waters 
in  this  country.  The  stand  was  an  artistic  one,  being  beau- 
tifully arranged  and  decorated.  It  was  also  possible  to 
sample  very  good  cigars  there  (that  is  a  branch  of  I.  &  R.'s 
business),  and  after  Monday  other  exhibitors  replenished 
their  cigar-stocks  at  the  stall.  Hunyadi  Janos  water  was  also 
shown  by  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Andreas  Saxlehner,  at  a  corner 
stall  close  to  the  entrance. 

Newball  &  Mason  showed  all  their  beer- extracts,  wine- 
essences,  syrups,  &c,  for  making  beverages  at  home,  and 
advertising  novelties  enough  to  show  how  well  they  assist 
the  retailer  in  promoting  the  sales  of  their  goods. 

The  Salutaris  Water  Company  sheltered  itself  and  its 
microbe-free  water  at  the  side  of  the  P.A.T. A.  establishment. 
We  may  also  include  in  this  section  the  exhibit  by  Mr.  T. 
Boberts  of  bottling  medicines.  He  showed  the  "  Patent 
Filler,  No.  3,"  which  has  working  parts  of  aluminium  and 
ebonite,  and  is  said  to  be  specially  suitable  for  vinegar,  sauce, 
and  ammonia,  but  we  may  note  the  aluminium  corrodes  quickly 
with  alkalies.  Another  machine  was  shown  which  weighs  the 
liquid,  and  when  the  required  quantity  has  fallen  an  electric 
bell  rings. 

Foods 

come  next,  and  there  were  plenty  of  them  to  inspect.  First 
in  point  of  position  and  variety  was  the  exhibit  by 
Armour  &  Co.,  who  had  a  large  stand,  with  free  drinks  of 
"Vigoral"  in  soda-water,  just  to  the  right  of  the  main 
entrance.  They  made  a  big  display  of  their  well-known 
beef-preparations  in  liquid,  powder,  and  tablets.  The  most 
noticeable  feature  was  "  Mourine,"  an  ointment-base 
answering  all  the  tests  for  B.P.  adeps— perfectly  neutral, 
white,  odourless,  and  guaranteed  to  keep  well  for  a 
lengthened  period.  Digestive  ferments  were  also  exhibited, 
and  some  excellent  specimens  of  animal  glands  typifying 
organo-therapy.  Brand  &  Co.  (Limited)  also  made  a  good 
display  of  their  alimentary  preparations,  which  the  trade  is 
so  familiar  with  through  steady  sales.    The  "Excel"  Milk- 


sterilising  Company  and  Fromm's  Extract  Company 
(Limited),  also  exhibited,  the  latter  claiming  to  be  the 
pioneers  of  vegetable  extract,  had  a  wedge-shaped  show  of 
their  concentrated  extract  and  soup-tablets. 

Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company  (Limited)  made 
no  attempt  to  depart  from  their  customary  style  of  exhibit, 
and  as  long  as  "Liebig"  and  peptarnis  yield  20-per-cent. 
dividend  they  should  remain  at  that.  We  also  noticed 
Marvine  there  ;  and  of  infants'  foods  there  were  the  "  Allen- 
bury,"  Mellin's,  and  Nestlu's  Mellin's  have  a  new  thing— 
"  Vivis,"  a  cyclists'  food-drink.  It  is  on  the  mist.  spt.  vini 
gallici  type,  but  contains  meat-juice,  and  makes  a  fine  drink 
with  "  Springwell  "  water  which  the  company  are  to  "run" 
now.  "  Vejos,"  the  vegetable-extract  which  is  so  like  beef- 
extract  in  flavour  and  sustaining  power,  was  there  also  ;  and 
the  Vimbos  people  were  showing  chemists  a  neat  showcase, 
which  they  give  away  to  retailers  of  invalid  Vimbos. 
"  Valtine,"  which  we  described  a  fortnight  ago,  was  attrac- 
tively exhibited ;  and  there  was  ashow  by  the  Tropon  Agency 
of  a  powder  which  is  claimed  to  contain  90  per  cent,  of 
albumen,  and  is  meant  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of 
various  foods.  A  gentleman  from  Germany|expounded  its 
claims,  one  of  which  is  that  1  cwt.  will  support  100  men  for 
three  days,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  advocated  as  invaluable 
in  case  of  shipwreck.  We  hope  those  about  to  be  ship- 
wrecked visited  stand  No.  117. 

Sponges. 

I.  &  M.  Cohen  had  6,000^.  worth  of  sponges  on  show. 
That  was  not  surprising  to  anyone  who  cared  to  examine  the 
fine  Turkey  cups  that  were  so  plentifully  displayed  in  the 
original  cases,  these  with  honeycomb  and  other  varieties  in 
great  profusion  making  up  the  greater  part  of  the  display. 
The  firm  also  showed  selected  sponges  in  boxes  and  on 
cards  for  retail. 

Cresswell  Brothers  &  Schmitz  had  an  original  and 
artistic  display,  besides  a  typical  window-show  such  as  they 
made  for  Whiteley's  some  time  ago.  We  observed  that  the 
sign  which  they  had  was  made  entirely  of  sponge,  the  ground 
being  of  the  bleached  variety,  and  the  letters  of  the  brown 
sponge,  while  the  corners  were  filled  with  the  English  lion 
rampant  in  the  sponge  dyed  crimson.  The  striking  show- 
figures  were  exhibited  in  several  styles  (these  are  exquisite 
examples  of  figure  modelling  entirely  made  from  sponge). 
We  must  not  attempt  at  this  stage  of  our  report  to  enter 
upon  a  detailed  description  of  the  sponges  shown  ;  suffice  it 
to  say  that  the  firm  seem  to  have  seized  the  wants  of  the 
trade  admirably,  and  by  constant  novelty  in  put-up,  &c, 
give  that  fillip  which  is  so  necessary  with  all  profitable 
extras. 

H.  Marks  &  Sons  (Limited)  exhibited  on  a  very  large 
scale  every  kind  of  sponge  in  original  packages,  in  assorted 
parcels  suited  for  distribution  to  retail  chemists,  and  in  the 
rough.  Over  the  entrance  to  Messrs.  Marks'  sponge-room 
was  a  piece  of  honeycomb-sponge  4|  feet  long,  which  had 
been  foolishly  cut  in  half  by  the  fishermen  before  it  was  sent 
to  the  firm.  If  the  foolish  men  had  not  done  that  they 
might  have  been  able  to  retire  with  the  proceeds. 

Specialities. 

Mr.  L.  Brager  exhibited  cachets  in  a  wide  range  of  size 
and  colour.  His  cachet-filling  machine  is  a  good  thing, 
which  has  already  been  illustrated  in  these  pages.  Tooth- 
powders,  soaps,  perfumes,  and  a  few  other  toilet-preparations 
were  on  his  stall. 

Brooks  &  Co.  exhibited  Sa-Yo  mint-jujubes  and  Tom 
Thumb  jujubes,  which  we  referred  to  last  week,  and  other 
kinds  of  confectionery. 

Corneille  David  &  Co.,  agents  for  Geraudel's  pastilles, 
exhibited  an  Eiffel  Tower  made  of  pastille-boxes.  A  new  and 
rather  Frenchy  showcard  was  shown  on  the  wall,  and  all 
around  were  framed  testimonials,  which  show  how  wretchedly 
badly  first-class  singers  write.  These  documents  have  been 
deciphered  to  show  that  Mesdames  Melba,  Albani,  Sarah 
Bernhardt,  and  Langtry  believe  that  they  have  found  this 
preparation  of  pine-tar  a  specific  for  colds  and  sore  throats. 
Geiaudel's  purgatif-tablets  were  also  shown. 

Daisy  (Limited)  had  a  lively  exhibit;  everything  seemed 
to  be  in  motion.    A  row  of  old  ladies  were  spinning  indus- 
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triously  nith  ancient  spinning-jennys  in  the  foreground,  and 
a  lady  acrobat  was  trapesing  as  untiringly  behind.  Many 
other  mechanical  figures  for  advertising  Daisy  powders,  and 
a  liberal  exhibit  of  the  goods,  made  an  attractive  show.  The 


stall  was,  we  are  afraid,  out  of  the  reach  of  our  camera's  eye  ; 
but  the  modern  Daisy,  which  has  converted  the  line,  "  Every 
blade  of  grass  has  its  ain  drap  o'  dew  "  into  "  Every  daisy 
sparkles  with  100  per  cent,  profit,"  will  send  to  any  inquiring 
reader  a  full  description  of  its  window  attractions. 

C.  S  Dent  &  Co.  exhibited  two  wax  boys,  who  both 
appeared  to  be  secreting  an  ostrich  egg  in  one  cheek  and  gazed 
with  tearful  regret  upon  grosses  of  Dent's  toothache-gum, 
which  they  seemed  unable  to  reach.  Nor  was  Dent's  corn-gum 
any  nearer  their  capabilities  of  movement ;  but  we  laughed 
all  the  same. 

Edwards'  Harlene  Company  showed  their  preparation 
in  all  its  sizes,  along  with  a  liberal  display  of  showcards. 
Instras  we  have  described  so  often,  that  all  there  is  left 
for  us  to  say  now  about  the  exhibit  is  that  there  are  instras 
for  bicycle-handles  and  to  sit  on — both  useful  things  in  this 
chilling  June.  We  next  came  to  a  new  exhibitor — the 
Jackson  Manufacturing  Company — who  make  insect- 
powder  bellows,  which  the  retailer  may  fill  with  his  own 
powder  ;  also  brass  boxes  for  chemist-)'  specialities.  The 
General  Kaputine  Syndicate  (Limited)  showed  mechanical 
figures  for  window-display,  and  other  advertising  novelties. 

Thomas  Kerfoot  &  Co.  exhibited  prominently  a  full 
range  of  medicated  lozenges,  including  all  those  of  the  new 
B.P.  ;  also  medicated  jujubes  (menthol  and  eucalyptus  being 
the  speciality  in  this  line),  compressed  pellets,  granular  pre- 
parations, sugar  and  peari  coated  pills,  and  perfumes  in  bulk. 

Marion  &  Co.  (not  the  photo  people,  but  smart  young 
chemists)   have   a   new    thing  in   hair-dye.     It  is  one 

solution,  and  dyes  grey  or 
greying  hair  auburn,  black, 
blonde,  brown,  or  chestnut,  so 
that  it  is  indetectable  from 
the  natural  hair.  It  is  put  up 
in  bottles  at  2s.  upwards,  and 
it  may  be  useful  for  chemists 
to  know  that  the  company  are 
willing,  even  desirous,  to  put  it 
up  for  chemists  to  retail  under 
their  own  names.  They  sup- 
ply handbills,  &c,  to  push  the 
sale  of  this  Royal  Court  hair- 
dye.  Since  we  described  the 
Matto  Chain  Sandow  has  sat 
for  his  portrait,  to  show  how 
it  is  used  for  massaging.  Chemists  stock  the  chains. 
John  Timpson  &  Co.  (Limited)  had  an  appetising  display 
of  rat-cheese,  and  "Mene  "  towels  were  there  too. 

Optical  and  Photogeaphic. 

An  exhibitor,  who  had  more  enterprise  than  discretion, 
was  showing  the  x  rays  at  3d.  per  head.  The  member  of 
our  staff  who  looks  after  this  department  happened  to  strike 
Mr.  Harry  W.  Cox  before  he  found  the  threepenny  bit, 
and  Mr.  Cox  (who  has  recently  converted  his  business  into  a 
limited  company)  took  him  into  his  dark-room,  where  he 
saw  a  splendid  display  of  editorial  bones.  Mr.  Cox  was  using 
a  coil  with  an  8-inch  spark  and  a  special  focus- tube  of  his  own 
make.    The  combination  was  magnificent.    A  coil  giving  a 


15-inch  spark  was  also  shown,  a<  well  as  medical  batteries 
and  a  wireless-telegraph  instrument. 

F.  Darton  &  Co.  had  their  Columbian  Exhibition  show- 
case for  their  display,  which  was  chiefly  of  optical  goods 
and  scientific  instruments.  If  you  want  to  count  or  check 
any  number  of  things,  they  can  sell  you  a  watch-like  met«r, 
the  knob  of  which  you  press  once,  twice,  ttrice,  and  so  on, 
and  it  records  the  lot  up  to  thousands.  Should  it  be 
a  distance  on  a  map  you  want  to  measure,  there 
is  a  little  wheel  attached  to  a  dial  which  does 
the  journey  for  you,  and  gives  the  length  in  miles 
or  kilometres.  If  you  think  of  taking  the  optician's 
diploma,  Messrs.  Darton  can  supply  you  with  the  best  cases 
and  other  et  ceteras  for  grinding,  and  whether  you  take  the 
diploma  or  not  you  find  the  spectacle-trade  the  most  profit- 
able of  extras  if  you  test  the  eyes  (it  is  a  very  mechanical 
process),  write  the  prescription,  and  get  Messrs.  Darton  to 
till  it  for  you.  But  there  is  no  end  to  what  we  might  say 
about  this  exhibit.  We  looked  at  a  4s.  6d.  stereoscope  for 
transparencies  and  opaque  pictures,  at  a  new  portable 
medical  battery,  and  inspected  a  pile  of  cameras  and  the 
new  "Tintora,"  which  is  a  box  of  six  coloured  solutions  for 
tinting  photographs. 

Harrington  Brothers'  stand  next  claimed  our  attention, 
although  it  was  all  chemicals.  These  were  shown  in  bottles 
and  packets  ready  for  retailing.  Pound  packets  of  granu- 
lated hypo,  borax,  and  alum ;  1-oz.  and  larger  bottles  of 
caustic  soda,  sulphites,  sulphocyanides,  pyrogallic  acid, 
hydroquinone,  &c,  all  cleanly  and  neatly  put  up,  so  that  the 
chemist  has  only  to  attach  his  own  label  to  them,  and  hand 
them  over  the  counter  "like  the  stores." 

Mr.  James  J.  Hicks  had  something  unique.  Two  glass 
cases  containing  in  all  one  thousand  gross  of  clinical  ther- 
mometers, and  representing  in  wholesale  value  18,000/. 
We  can  quite  believe  that  in  its  particular  line  it  constituted 
a  record,  and  no  one  will  probably  attempt  to  go  one  better. 
A  new  clinical  thermometer,  known  as  the  "  Pacilis,"  is  at 
present  being  marketed.  Its  merit  lies  in  the  claim  made 
for  it  that  one  shake  is  sufficient  to  bring  the  mercury  down. 
For  the  first  time  was  shown  Hicks's  patent  electric-alarum 
thermometer,  which  can  be  set  to  any  degree  by  using  a 
magnet,  and  when  this  degree  is  exceeded  the  circuit  is 
complete,  and  an  electric  bell  sounds  the  alarum. 

Johnson  &  Son's  (Limited)  contented  themselves  by 
showing  large  basins  of  gold  chloride,  gold  bromide, 
potassium  chloroplatinite,  and  silver  nitrate  in  magnificent 
crystals.  They  were  shown  by  reflected  electric  light,  and 
were  truly  beautiful.  Several  photographs  of  laboratory 
interiors  convinced  the  spectators,  if  these  valuable  speci- 
mens did  not,  how  stupendous  is  the  scale  on  which  the  firm 
handle  precious  metals. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Lockyer  showed  photographic  cameras  known 
as  the  "  Diamond  "  and  the  "  Evelyn."  Lockyer's  hydro- 
quinone-developer  and  other  photographic  preparations  are 
put  up  for  the  retailer  who  prefers  to  purchase  packed 
instead  of  bottling  his  own.  A  new  backer,  put  up  in 
bottles  to  retail  at  Is.  3d.,  is  claimed  to  be  thoroughly 
effective  for  its  purpose.  An  excellent  show  of  cheap 
cameras  for  popular  trade  was  also  made  by  B  Lowe  &  Co., 
who  can  do  cameras  with  dark-slides,  &c,  from  Is.  upwards, 
and  they  are  not  mere  toys. 

Hygienic. 

Most  of  the  exhibits  in  this  section  were  of  familiar  things 
which  have  frequently  been  described  in  this  journal. 
Fleming's  Oil  and  Chemical  Company  were  showing,  in 
addition  to  their  camphylene  specialities,  a  fine  series  of 
soaps  and  perfumes. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Company  (Limited)  had  a 
surprising  quantity  of  their  preparations  on  view,  creolin 
gauze,  surgical  dusting-powder,  cudoxine,  and  nosophen 
being  among  the  latest  novelties.  Here  we  may  class  the 
Maypole  Soap  Company,  whose  house  is  so  prominent  in 
one  of  our  pictures.  At  the  corner  stands  a  maypole 
crowned  with  a  representation  of  flower  s  and  encircled  by 
streams  of  gaily-coloured  ribbon,  the  hues  of  which  were  all 
done  by  their  magic  tablet.  The  exhibit  represented,  accord- 
ing to  a  sign  on  the  wall,  "Ye  olde  English  Shoppe,"  but 
the  door  plate  read  "Maypole  Villa."  Inside  was  a 
reception-room,  where  the  C.  B.  man  got  the  following 
particulars.    A  threepenny  straw-hat  polish  is  now  being 
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put  on  the  market,  and  it  is  claimed  that  in  its  special  line 
it  is  as  satisfactory  as  the  soap-dye.  New  advertising  matter 
has  been  put  out,  and  the  effective  representation  of  a  young 
lady  with  a  real  silk  blouse  is  issued  with  three-gross  orders. 
Six-dozen  orders  are  now  sent  out  in  a  box  representing  a 
soap-tablet,  which  forms  a  good  window  dummy.  The 
company  now  employ  a  special  staff  of  men  whom  they  send 
out  to  dress  chemists'  windows. 

Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.  repeated  their  "  Izal "  exhibit 
from  the  Queen's  Hall,  and  the  Sanitas  Company  (Limited) 
did  the  same  on  a  larger  scale.  What  a  marvellous  quantity 
of  Sanitas  preparations  there  is  nowadays!  "The  largest 
display  of  disinfectants  ever  made,"  said  the  genial  Sanitas 
man,  and  that  could  quite  be  believed.  Novelties  were  diffi- 
cult to  choose  from,  but  "  Sanitas  "  sea-water  fluid,  "  Sanitas  " 
pocket-disinfectant  (for  all  who  visit  the  sick),  and  "  Sanitas  " 
antiseptic-lozenges  have  an  up-to-date  appearance.  "  Okol  " 
and  Kingzett's  patent  "Sulphugators"  were  much  in  evidence. 

Zimmer  &  Co.  showed  a  few  novelties.  The  first  was  an 
acid-proof  overall  garment  for  use  in  alkali- works.  It  is  im- 
pervious to  the  action  of  acids.  Aprons  and  sleeves  are 
made  of  the  same  material.  An  asbestos  outfit  for  use  in 
case  of  fire,  in  front  of  furnaces,  or  wherever  excessive  heat 
exists,  was  another  novelty.  The  garment  covers  the  front 
and  sides,  and  a  mask  of  brass- wire  gauze  protects  the  face. 
The  fabric  is  cleanly  woven,  and  has  not  the  loose  nap  often 
found  in  asbestos  cloth.  A  third  exhibit  reminds  one  of  a 
diver's  outfit.  A  mica  pane  to  cover  the  face  is  attached  to 
a  hood  of  porous  material  resembling  canvas.  A  tube,  30 
feet  long,  is  in  turn  attached  to  the  hood.  From  a  large  pair 
of  hand-bellows  at  the  other  end  of  the  tube  the  confederate 
of  the  wearer  injects  fresh  air,  and  the  lethal  chamber  may 
be  entered  with  impunity.  This  outfit  is  for  use  in  sulphuric- 
acid  and  other  works,  and  the  whole  appliance  sells  at  4Z. 

Suegical  Exhibits 
next  claim  attention,  and  although  they  were  not  numerous 
some  of  tbem  were  interesting.  The  Liverpool  Lint  Com- 
pany were  showing  samples  of  their  surgical  appliances  and 
dressings.  We  have  already  referred  to  S.  Maw,  Son  & 
Thompson's  exhibit  in  this  department,  but  have  too  little 
space  to  do  it  justice.  Skulls,  skeletons,  and  anatomical 
specimens  were  in  plenty,  and  surgical  instruments  of  all 
kinds.  In  trusses  we  observed  a  celluloid  adjustable,  a 
featherweight  one  with  combination  fluid  pad,  and  a  universal 
adjustable  which  should  be  a  boon.  There  was  plenty  of  the 
Court  silk-elastic  hosiery,  and  a  new  ladies'  abdominal  belt 
without  side  insertions — that  is,  a  space  left  open  which 
gives  comfort  to  the  wearer.  There  was  a  full  line  of 
surgical  dressings,  and  from  these  we  picked  out  a  shilling- 
the-pound  lint  (the  No.  11)  and  a  non-adhesive  oiled  silk, 
which  keeps  so  in  the  warmest  climate.  Amongst  the  instru- 
ments Teske's  sphygmograph  excited  our  curiosity,  and  we 
were  pleased  to  observe  that  it  recorded  a  steady  reportorial 


pulse.  It  is  not  much  larger  than  the  engraving,  and  is  a 
marvel  of  ingenuity.    In  syringes  and  enemas  there  was 

plenty.  The  little  figure 
is  the  No.  11  urethral, 
a  combination  of  the 
piston  and  ball.  Neat 
and  cheap.  The  ara- 
besque enema  with  pulse-valve  was  a  feature,  along  with 


other  kinds  down  to  the  ?2s.  6d.  "  New  Domestic."  We  gave  a 
gentle  shake  to  the  No.  11  clinical  to  prove  that  the  mercury 
goes  down  like  a  drink. 

A.  De  St.  Dalmas  &  Co.  had  an  excellent  exhibit  of 
"Leicester"  bandages  and  plasters,  besides  various  special 
lines,  such  as  the  unique  accouchement-binder  and  caddies 
for  dressings.  This  stood  out  from  all  other  exhibits  as  one 
of  English-made  plasters  of  which  English  chemists  need  not 
be  ashamed. 

Vincent  "Wood's  exhibit  was  contained  in  a  beautiful 
upright  ebony  case  with  circular  glass  front.  Mr.  Wood 
justly  prided  himself  on  the  fact  that  every  article  shown 
was  taken  out  of  stock,  and  was  not  prepared  specially  for 
exhibition.  During  the  past  ten  years  Mr.  Wood  has 
absorbed  about  half-a-dozen  elastic-hosiery  and  other  fac- 
tories, so  that  he  sells  direct  to  the  retailer,  as  well  as  to  the 
wholesaler,  upon  the  basis  of  the  manufacturers'  profit,  and 
he  is  able  to  control  the  manufacture  direct,  and  to  initiate 
novelties  which  the  dealer  is  frequently  better  able  to  gauge 
the  want  of  than  is  the  manufacturer.  An  instance  of  that  is 
the  "Zepyrine"  elastic  hosiery,  in  which  there  is  one  strand 
of  rubber  to  three  strands  of  cotton  or  silk.  This  is  made  by 
Mr.  Wood  from  the  indiarubber  foundation  (as  is  all  his 
elastic  hosiery),  and  the  effect  of  the  l-in-4  strands  is  to  give 
lightness  and  porosity  to  the  fabric  an  advantage  which 
those  can  appreciate  who  are  unfortunate  enough  to 
have  to  wear  such  things  in  hot  weather.  To  those  who 
were  inclined  to  examine  into  all  details  of  the  manufac- 
ture Mr.  Wood  was  willing  to  show  the  whole  of  the  raw 
materials,  explaining  the  differences  in  the  qualities  and 
prices ;  and  an  example  of  thoughtfulness  was  seen  in  the 
enamelled  eyelets  in  abdominal  belts,  enamelling  having  been 
substituted  because  ordinary  eyelets  tarnish  in  the  wear.  All 
about  trusses  could  be  seen  too,  but  into  this  department  of 
Mr.  Wood's  endeavours  we  need  not  enter.  Any  chemist  who 
desires  to  push  the  surgical-appliance  trade  can  get  dressed 
models,  showcards,  bills,  and  electros  from  this  house. 

A  Miscellaneous  Paeagbaph. 

We  have  still  a  few  exhibits  to  notice  which  have  refused 
to  be  classified  hitherto.  Specially  may  we  note  the  exhibit 
of  folding  boxes  by  Ford,  Shapland  &  Co.,  who  also  ex- 
hibited all  kinds  of  chemists'  printing  and  stationery,  as  well 
as  sticky  fly-papers.  Mr.  H.  Silverlock  had  two  cases  of  recent 
designs  in  labels,  and  there  was  a  good  show  from  Exeter  of 
chemists'  printing  sent  by  J.  Townsend  &  Son.  The 
Jewel  Pen  Company  exhibited  the  "  Calton  "  stylo- 
graphic  pen — and  the  16  carat-gold  nibbed  "Jewel"  fountain. 
Johnsen  &  Jorgensen,  with  the  associate  firm,  H.  Poths 
&  Co.,  exhibited  the  vitreous-label  shop-rounds  and  jars,  as 
well  as  dispensing,  perfume,  &c,  bottles — some  novel  designs 
were  to  be  seen  amongst  the  perfumes.  William  Gardner 
&  Sons  had  a  big  display  of  "Rapid"  sifting  and  mixing 
machines.  An  invaluable  machine  for  retail  chemists  would 
be  the  "  Indispensable,"  which  will  mix  about  7  lbs.  of 
material  at  one  operation,  and  which  costs  50s.  Several 
grades  of  sieves  can  be  had  for  each  machine,  and  any  degree 
of  comminution  may  be  sifted  and  blended  by  means  of  these 
sieves.  The  Blackmail  Ventilating  Company  (Limited) 
were  exhibiting  the  adaptation  of  their  ventilating-fan  to 
apparatus  for  chemists.  In  this  a  furnace  supplies  hot  air-, 
which  one  of  the  fans  wafts  to  trays  upon  which  the  drugs 
have  been  placed.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  green  parsley 
becomes  in  half  an  hour  so  dry  that  it  may  be  reduced  to  an 
impalpable  powder  with  little  trouble.

THE  PRIVY  COUNCIL'S  POISONS  BILL. 

The  Poisonous  Substances  Bill  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Lords  on  Monday  last  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy 
Council,  and  which  we  print  on  another  page,  is  a  project 
which  chemists  will  be  bound  to  oppose  with  all  their 
energy.  The  essential  objection  to  it  is  that  it  expressly 
licenses  anybody  to  sell  legally  designated  "  poisons."  The 
Bill  adopts  in  a  simplified  form  the  provisions  incorporated 
into  the  one  introduced  by  the  Privy  Council  in  1885,  but 
which  never  got  beyond  its  second  reading  in  the  House  of 
Lords.  For  many  years  the  Privy  Council  have  resisted  all 
attempts  to  induce  them  to  add  carbolic  acid  to  the 
schedule  of  poisons  appended  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  notwith- 
standing that  the  Registrar-General  has  for  a  long  time 
reported  it  to  stand  a  long  way  ahead  of  any  other  substance 
in  occasioning  fatal  results.  In  the  1885  Bill  carbolic  acid 
and  the  other  substances  named  were  made  into  a  third  part 
of  the  schedule,  and  it  was  intended  that  they  should 
be  labelled  "Poison,"  but  might  be  sold  by  anyone, 
and  Lord  Carlingford,  the  then  Lord  President,  justified 
this  method  of  treating  them  by  explaining  that  ttie  sub- 
stances thus  dealt  with  were  only  "  rather  poisonous."  That, 
was  logical,  but  ludicrously  inaccurate.  Now  we  have  the 
spectacle  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  cannot  shut  their  eyes  to 
the  fact  that  the  substances  they  are  naming  are  the  most 
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dangerous  articles  known  to  commerce,  treating  them,  and 
encouraging  the  public  to  regard  them,  as  only  "  rather 
poisonous."  For  this  must  be  the  conclusion  which  the 
ordinary  purchaser  will  draw.  He  will  find  certain  poisons 
hedged  about  with  all  sorts  of  precautions,  and  only  obtain- 
able from  certain  properly-trained  vendors,  and  these  others 
obtainable  from  any  shop  whatever,  and  this  will  certainly 
induce  scant  respect  for  the  deadly  powers  of  the  latter. 

There  are  several  points  in  the  Bill  which  need  comment 
beyond  its  main  purpose.  The  provision  in  subsection  2  of 
clause  1  that  a  chemist  or  medical  practitioner  may  sell 
any  of  the  articles  now  scheduled  with  a  label  "  to  be  used 
with  caution,"  if  "  the  ingredients  of  the  substance  and 
the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  it  is  supplied  are 
entered  in  a  book  kept  by  that  person "  is  hopelessly 
lame  and  certain  to  lead  to  confusion.  What  is  to  be 
entered  in  the  case  of  carbolic  acid,  for  instance '!  Is 
the  chemical  formula  ;to  be  given  as  the  ingredients  of 
the  substance  1  And  what  is  the  sense  of  entering  the 
name  of  the  person  by  whom  it  is  supplied  and  not 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  supplied  1  This  shows 
how  carelessly  the  Bill  has  been  drafted.  Other  confusions 
are  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  application  of  the  Act  to 
Ireland,  where  carbolic  acid  is  already  on  the  schedule,  and 
also  by  including  "  substances  sold  for  the  purpose  of 
poisoning  insects  or  vermin."  This  description  will  lead 
oilmen  to  think  they  may  sell  strychnine  vermin-killers,  and, 
perhaps,  would  actually  allow  them  to  do  so,  while  it  would 
certainly  make  the  popular  flea-powder  a  legal  poison. 

We,  for  our  part,  should  not  greatly  object  to  see  the 
Privy  Council  acquire  the  power  claimed  by  clause  2  of  the 
Bill.  They  have  never  been  satisfied  with  the  neglect  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  carry  out  their  moral  obligation 
to  enforce  some  such  provisions.  We  are  not  sure  that  it 
would  not  be  to  the  interest  of  chemists  themselves  to  come 
thus  into  direct  contact  with  the  Government  Department. 

We  presume  there  is  no  probability  of  the  Bill  being  passed 
this  Session.  It  has  been  promised  so  long  that  the  Privy 
Council  had  to  offer  something,  and  now  they  have  redeemed 
their  promise.  Probably  the  intention  is  to  provide  a  basis 
for  negotiation. 


PARLIAMENT    AND  POISONS. 

Surely  no  one  can  have  read  the  discussion  on  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons 
which  we  reported  last  week  without  some  feeling  of  regret 
that  the  measure  was  not  a  little  more  "worthy  of  the  trouble 
it  has  caused.  By  a  piece  of  luck  which  was  phenomenal 
the  Bill  has  got  through  the  House  of  Commons,  and  has  now 
a  fair  chance  of  becoming  law.  It  had  not  been  adopted  by 
its  advocate  until  soma  three  hundred  and  fifty  other  private 
members  had  started  their  proposals  in  the  parliamentary  race, 
and  it  has  outpaced  them  all,  thanks  almost  exclusively  to 
Dr.  Tanner's  amiability  on  a  particular  evening.  Its  deter- 
mined opponents  had  scarcely  caught  sight  of  it  at  the  time 
of  its  second  reading,  which,  in  the  discreditable  phrase  of 
modern  legislators,  was  "slipped  through"  one  night  after 
midnight.  It  was  certain  to  get  through  its  Committee 
stage  if  only  the  opportunity  of  a  discussion  should  be  pre- 
sented, for  only  a  few  members  cared  to  check  it,  and  the 
great  majority  saw  in  it  a  merely  harmless  rearrangement  of 
the  Society's  constitution  which  it  would  be  absurd  to  con- 
test. And,  Whitsuntide  past,  it  had  a  precedence  over  those 
of  its  competitors  which  had  not  got  through  their  second 
reading.  Such  a  combination  of  circumstances  may  not 
recur  in  the  lifetime  of  any  of  us.  And  what  have  we  got, 
or  are  likely  to  get,  out  of  our  luck  1   Nothing,  at  all  events,  I 


that  will  make  pharmacists  or  the  public  one  scrap  better 
off.  Practically  the  Act,  if  it  comes  into  operation,  will 
abolish  the  Major  examination,  for,  though  its  supporters 
deny  that  this  will  be  the  effect,  they  are  knocking  from 
under  that  examination  the  one  inducement  which  attracts 
the  small  percentage  of  chemists  who  at  present  go  for  it. 
In  compensation  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may  hope  to  get 
a  few  hundred  more  members  at  their  back.  And  it  is  when 
they  get  these,  we  are  assured,  the  great  effort  is  to  be  made 
which  is  to  give  to  British  pharmacy  its  rightful  position. 

It  is  perhaps  too  early,  however,  yet  to  anticipate  the 
results  of  the  measure  as  an  actual  statute.  The  House  of 
Lords  has  always  taken  an  interest  in  Pharmacy  Bills,  and 
it  is  not  by  any  means  unlikely  that  some  coroneted  faddist 
may  conceive  a  mission  to  improve  this  modest  proposition. 
Or  it  may  come  into  collision  or  communion  with  the 
Privy  Council's  Bill,  and  perhaps  it  will  be  taken  in  tow 
by  that  more  influentially-backed  scheme.  In  either  case 
the  prospect  of  the  Royal  assent  would  be  equally  im- 
perilled. Our  regret  is  that  on  the  rare  occasion  of  getting 
the  ear  of  the  House  of  Commons  something  more  of  our 
legitimate  claims  could  not  have  been  put  forward.  It  is 
impossible  to  avoid  observing  how  invariably  sympathetic 
either  House  of  our  Legislature  always  is  in  regard  to  re- 
strictions on  the  sale  of  poisons.  This  was  notable  in  the 
speeches  we  reported  last  week  from  the  various  benches. 
Dr.  Clark,  who  appeared  as  Mr.  Cross's  spokesman,  found  it 
a  hopeless  task  to  induce  the  House  to  relax  in  any  degree 
the  control  of  this  business,  and,  though  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  subject  was  not  actually  germane  to  the  discussion, 
Mr.  Channing,  Dr.  Farquharson,  Sir  F.  Powell,  Mr.  John 
Burns,  Colonel  Denny,  and  even  Dr.  Clark  himself  agreed 
that  what  was  needed  was  more  stringent  regulation  of  the 
distribution  of  poisons.  Chemists  do  not  require  any  special 
insight  to  perceive  that  it  is  in  this  direction  that  their  oppor- 
tunity of  influencing  the  Legislature  lies.  If  they  had,  from 
the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  in  1868, 
officially  and  individually  done  their  utmost  to  fulfil  the 
spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  that  Act,  they  could  at  this 
time  almost  have  dictated  to  Parliament  such  conditions  as 
were  necessary  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  might  even  now  aim  at  encouraging 
such  a  spirit,  and  if  they  did  there  would  be  little  fear  of 
the  Privy  Council's  rivalry,  nor  of  such  opposition  as 
interested  members  like  Mr.  Alexander  Cross  could  organise. 


IN    THE  NEWSPAPERS. 

Coroners  and  newspaper-men  seem  utterly  unable  to  get 
correct  views  of  the  law  affecting  the  sale  of  poisons.  Of 
course  it  would  be  absurd  to  expect  either  of  them  to  take 
the  trouble  to  make  inquiries  before  blazoning  forth  their 
ignorance  to  the  public.  We  often  have  occasion  to  expose 
the  inaccurate  statements  of  our  coroners.  This  week  we 
may  take  two  or  three  samples  of  journalists'  blunders. 
First,  we  note  how  a  commentator  on  the  Glasgow  Eeening 
News  (June  10)  goes  wrong  about  the  sale  of  oxalic  acid 
thus  : — 

I  dropped  into  a  chemist's  shop  in  Glasgow  last  evening  and 
asked  for  a  pennyworth  of  oxalic  acid.  The  assistant  gave  me 
the  acid  all  right,  and  made  no  suggestion  that  I  should  comply 
with  the  regulations  of  signing  a  book.  "  Ought  I  not  to  sign  a 
book,"  I  asked,  "  seeing  oxalic  acid  is  a  poison?  "  He  consulted 
an  Act  and  found  that  I  was  right.  Then  he  unearthed  the  book, 
and  I  gave  my  name  and  address,  the  purpose  for  which  I 
wanted  the  acid,  and  the  amount  I  had  bought.  What,  I  should 
like  to  ask,  is  the  good  of  introducing  new  regulations  for  the 
sale  of  poisons  if  even  the  old  ones  are  not  observed  ? 

The  Newcastle  Daily  Chronicle  is  often  right  on  subjects 
connected  with  pharmacy,  but  what  could  be  worse  journalism 
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than  such  a  paragraph  as  the  following  on  the  Pharmacy  Dill, 
which  the  writer  has  the  coolness  to  wildly  comment  on  though 
he  acknowledges  he  has  "bad  no  opportunity  of  reading  the 
measure"  ?  He  must  be  a  very  raw  young  man  if  he  does  not 
know  he  could  have  bought  it  for  Id.,  and  it  was  his  duty 
to  take  that  precaution  before  scattering  his  crude  ideas 
broadcast.    He  says  : — 

Seedsmen,  purveyors  of  farmers'  requisites,  oil  and  colour  men, 
grocers,  and  sellers  of  artists'  materials  had  better  make  them- 
selves acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
Amendment  Bill  while  there  is  time.  We  have  had  no  oppor- 
tunity of  reading  the  measure,  and  cannot  pretend  to  furnish  an 
idea  of  its  scope.  But  from  what  was  said  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Wednesday  it  is  evident  that  the  Bill  aims  at  strength- 
ening the  druggists'  monopoly  and  imposing  further  restrictions 
upon  the  freedom  of  other  tradesmen.  "  Chemists,"  as  they  call 
themselves,  have  no  objection  to  trespassing  on  the  ground  of 
another  man.  They  sell  soap,  wine,  spirits,  tea,  and  what  not; 
but  they  are  extremely  jealous  of  their  own  rights,  and  are  quite 
ready  to  extend  them  at  the  expense  of  other  dealers.  If  the 
druggists  had  their  own  way,  no  one  but  a  druggist  would  be 
allowed  to  sell  anything  which  could  by  any  stretch  of  words  be 
defined  as  a  poison.  Recent  prosecutions  have  shown  that 
clearly  enough.  Many  sheep-dips,  manures,  antiseptics,  remedies 
for  insect  and  fungoid  pests,  anti-fouling  compositions,  and 
colouring-materials  are  poisons  in  fact,  and  may,  if  those  inte- 
rested in  the  various  trades  affected  are  not  careful,  be  construed 
as  poisons  legally. 

Dagonet  in  the  Referee  comments  on  the  St.  Neots  murder 
case.  There  is  nothing  wrong  about  the  law  here,  and 
Dagonet's  suggestion  for  a  defence  by  Horsford,  if  it  were 
not  too  late,  would  have  been  ingenious : — 

A  more  brutally  stupid  murder  it  is  impossible  to  imagine.  To 
send  your  intended  victim  enough  strychnine  to  poison  a  regiment, 
and  to  write  her  a  letter  telling  her  how  to  take  it,  is  the  royal 
road  to  the  gallows.  But  for  the  overwhelming  evidence  and  the 
lack  of  defence  of  any  kind  I  should  have  been  inclined  to  think 
that  the  true  history  of  the  St.  Neots  poisoning  case  had  yet  to  be 
written. 

I  quite  expected  that  an  ingenious,  if  dangerous,  defence 
would  be  made.  This  is  how  I  saw  a  possibility  of  Horsford  not 
being  quite  such  a  fool  as  the  evidence  made  him  appear.  It  was 
possible  that  he  had  purchased  a  large  quantity  of  strychnine  as 
farmers  purchase  it,  and  put  it  by.  About  the  same  time  he  pur- 
chased a  quantity  of,  say,  sulphate  of  magnesia  or  Epsom  salts. 
There  would  have  been  nothing  astonishing,  under  the  circum- 
stances, if  Horsford  had  sent  Annie  Holmes  a  packet  of  sulphate 
of  magnesia  and  given  her  the  directions  he  did.  But  he  made  a 
fatal  mistake,  and  took  the  wrong  packet  from  the  cupboard,  or 
from  his  desk.  Intending  to  take  the  sulphate  of  magnesia,  he 
took  the  strychnine,  and  wrote  upon  it,  "  Take  as  told.  It  will  not 
hurt  you." 

It  was  even  ipossible  that  had  there  been  this  explanation  of  his 
extraordinary  conduct  he  might  have  hesitated  to  put  it  forward 
as  a  defence.  It  would  have  been  an  admission  that  he  did  send 
the  fatal  powder  and  instruct  the  poor  woman  to  take  it,  and  the 
line  of  defence  was  an  absolute  denial  that  Horsford  had  sent  any- 
thing at  all.  Why  one  looks  about  for  theories  of  this  kind  is 
because  it  almost  passes  comprehension  that  a  man  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  action  of  strychnine,  which  Horsford  as  a  farmer 
must  have  had,  would  have  purchased  it,  signed  his  name  for  it, 
and  sent  it  direct  to  his  cousin  with  written  instructions.  To  any 
ordinary  person  it  looks  like  deliberate  suicide  quite  as  much  as  it 
looks  like  deliberate  murder. 

Turning  from  poisons  to  other  matters  of  pharmaceutical 
interest  dealt  with  by  our  contemporaries,  we  come  across  a 
little  article  in  the  Daily  Mail  on  lady  dispensers. 

A  Daily  Mail  special  has  had  an  interview  with  Mr. 
Ferrar,  B.A.,  who  runs  a  college  for  training  lady-dispensers 
at  7  Westbourne  Park  Road.  The  Daily  Mail  describes 
dispensing  as  "a  new  field  of  employment  for  women,'' 
which  is  not  quite  accurate.  Mr.  Ferrar  told  the  D.M.  re- 
presentative that 

the  majority  of  the  students  were  the  wives  and  daughters  of 
medical  men,  who  were  anxious  to  do  their  husbands'  or  fathers' 
dispensing.  Nurses  from  hospitals  and  institutions  were  also  to 
be  numbered  among  the  pupils,  who  at  the  present  time  com- 
prise some  fifty  or  sixty  ladies.  Lady  dispensers,  according  to 
Mr.  Ferrar,  were  already  employed  at  the  New  Hospital  for 
Women,  Euston  Road,  at  the  Mildmay  Mission  Hospitals  in 
Bethnal  Green  Road,  at  Stoke  Newington,  at  the  Browning 


Mission  in  the  Walworth  Road,  at  the  Church  Army  Mission,  Edg- 
ware  Road,  and  at  a  number  of  local  hospitals  in  the  Midlands.  The 
ladies,  it  was  explained,  are  not  permitted  to  practise  this  inte- 
resting profession  until  they  have  passed  the  examination  and 
obtained  the  certificate  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 

Either  Mr.  Ferrar  or  the  Daily  Mail  man  is  in  error  about 
this  condition,  if  it  is  meant  that  it  is  a  legal  one. 

A  fortnight  ago  we  quoted  from  the  Evening  Newt  the 
report  of  a  professed  interview  with  "an  official"  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  office  in  reference  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  Mr.  R.  Bremridge, 
the  Secretary  to  the  Society,  has  written  to  state  that  the 
E.X.  man  did  not  see  him  or  any  of  his  stafT. 

The  action  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  in 
reference  to  company-pharmacy  is  excitiDg  some  attention 
in  the  newspapers.  The  Investors'  Guardian  (June  11),  for 
instance,  after  noting  the  substance  of  the  Society's  petition 
remarks : — 

The  question  is  one  of  great  interest,  but  we  do  not  think  that 
there  is  anything  in  it  as  regards  chemists.  The  case  of  u  com- 
pany carrying  on  business  as  "  physicians  and  surgeons  "  is  new 
to  us,  and  we  question  its  legality.  But  so  long  as  qualified  men 
are  employed  in  the  actual  work,  there  can  be  no  objection  to 
joint-stock  drug-stores.  Perhaps,  if  strictly  enforced,  the  law 
would  require  that  the  directors  should  be  qualified  chemists. 

The  Whitehall  Review  (June  11)  takes  a  similar  view.  It 
says  : — 

Should  the  petition  become  law,  which  the  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  presenting  to  Parliament,  there  will  be  a  fine 
flutter  in  the  industrial  dovecote.  Every  large  store-company 
now  sells  patent  medicines,  and,  were  the  new  movement  to 
become  law,  a  large  proportion  of  their  business  would  be  dis- 
sipated. Moreover,  it  would  certainly  have  the  effect  of  driving 
the  trade  back  to  the  chemists,  and  sending  the  public  where 
they  would  have  to  pay  a  much  higher  price  for  the  same  article. 
Surely  all  that  is  necessary  is  that  the  dispenser  shall  be  a  quali- 
fied chemist — anything  more  seems  superfluous. 

These  critics  have  obviously  only  a  very  limited  acquaint- 
ance with  the  facts  on  which  they  comment,  and  it  may 
surprise  the  last-quoted  journalist  to  know  that  the  super- 
fluity he  condemns  is  at  present  the  law,  except  as  concerns 
companies. 


ECONOMICS    AT  KEW. 

Kew  with  its  wealth  of  plant-life,  apart  from  its  attractions 
as  a  public  resort,  affords  at  all  times  material  for  study  and 
recreation  to  the  student  and  economic  botanist.  At  the 
present  time  the  Royal  gardens  are  very  attractive  with 
blossoms  and  every  form  and  colour  of  foliage.  Among  the 
many  plants  of  interest,  from  a  medicinal  point  of  view,  in 
bloom  at  the  present  time  are  the  following  : — 

Allamanda  cathartica. — An  apocynaceous  plant  of  climb- 
ing habit,  native  of  tropical  America,  with  opposite  leaves 
and  large  yellow  flowers.  The  leaves  are  considered  as  a 
valuable  cathartic  in  moderate  doses,  especially  in  the  treat- 
ment of  painters' colic.  The  natives  of  Surinam  employ  an 
infusion  of  the  leaves  against  colic,  but  in  overdos-es  it  is 
emetic  and  purgative. 

Momordica  Charantia.  —  A  climbing  cucurbit  generally 
cultivated  throughout  India,  Malaya,  and  in  various  parts  of 
tropical  Africa,  &o.  There  are  several  varieties  of  this  plant 
which  differ  in  the  shape  and  size  of  the  fruit,  which  is 
generally  bright  scarlet  and  muricated  or  tubercled,  and  of 
very  striking  appearance.  As  a  food  the  fruit  requires  to  be 
steeped  in  salt  water  before  cooking,  as  it  is  somewhat  bitter 
though  wholesome  ;  it  is  sometimes  used  as  an  ingredient  in 
curry.  In  India  it  is  employed  medicinally  as  a  tonic, 
stomachic,  and  cooling  agent,  and,  together  with  the  leaves,  is 
used  for  the  treatment  of  leprosy,  piles,  jaundice,  and  also  as 
an  anthelmintic.  The  pulverised  plant  is  a  good  specific, 
applied  externally,  against  leprosy  and  malignant  ulcers 
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Ixora  coceinca. — A  small  rubiaceous  shrub  cultivated  in 
gardens  throughout  India,  Burma,  &c.  It  is  known  in  India 
as  the  "flame-tree  of  the  woods."  The  flowers  are  used  in 
dysentery,  and  are  held  sacred  to  Siva  and  Vishnu.  The  root, 
ground  to  a  pulp  and  mixed  with  a  small  proportion  of  long 
pepper,  is  considered  a  valuable  remedy  in  acute  dysentery, 
for  which  purpose  it  is  employed  in  India  by  natives  and 
Europeans  alike. 

Xantlwxylum.  alatum. — A  shrub  or  small  tree  of  the 
Himalayan  region.  The  whole  plant  has  an  aromatic  but 
somewhat  unpleasant  .smell.  The  branches  are  used  in  India 
to  make  tooth-brushes,  and  the  fruit  as  a  remedy  for  tooth- 
ache, as  a  condiment,  and  also  to  purify  water.  The  bark  is 
employed  for  stupefying  fish.  From  the  fruit  an  oil  may  be 
obtained  of  similar  odour  to  eucalyptus  oil.  It  has  been  re- 
commended for  trial  as  an  antiseptic  and  disinfectant. 

Gentiana  lutea,  or  Yellon  Gentian. — A  handsome  herba- 
ceous perennial  of  Central  and  Southern  Europe,  wellknown 
on  account  of  its  bitter  properties  and  bright  yellow  flowers. 


PARIS  EXHIBITION  OF  1900.

APOTHECARIES'  ASSISTANTS'  EXAMINATION. 

We  have  heard  rumours  recently  that  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  are  considering  the  desirability  of  further 
stiffening  the  examination  for  the  assistants'  certificate. 
The  rumours  appear  to  be  causing  some  concern,  especially 
in  the  Midlands.  We  may,  therefore,  state  that  we  have 
officid  authority  for  saying  that  no  alteration  is  contem- 
plated at  present.  New  regulations  were  issued  in  January 
last,  which  we  referred  to  at  the  time,  and  under  which  a 
fee  of  31.  3s.  is  now  charged  for  the  examination. 

IMPERIAL  INSTITUTE. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Imperial  Institute  Lord 
Herschel,  in  his  capacity  of  Chairman  of  the  governing 
body,  found  it  necessary  to  say  something  in  vindication  of 
the  value  of  the  Institute,  and  it  is  notable  that  in  the  course 
of  his  address  the  Scientific  Department  bulked  most  largely 
and  compliments  were  paid  to  Professor  Dunstan  for  the 
thorough  manner  in  which  he  supervises  that  department, 
"If,"  said  Lord  Herschel,  "one  rested  the  case  on  the 
creation  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  and  Scientific 
Department  alone,  the  Institute  would  have  justified  its 
existence." 

MEDICAL  REMUNERATION. 

The  medical  officer  of  a  Lodge  of  Oddfellows  at  Stornoway 
has  just  resigned  his  position,  as  he  finds  he  cannot  any 
longer  do  the  work  at  the  inadequate  remuneration  offered. 
During  the  past  twelve  months  he  has  supplied  medicine  and 
done  work  as  follows: — Examinations  of  new  members,  49; 
visits,  305 ;  consultations,  164 ;  bottles  of  medicine,  274 ; 
packets  of  powders,  189;  boxes  of  pills,  capsules,  supposi- 
tories, tabloids,  &c,  81 ;  lotions  and  liniments,  93  ;  dressings, 
92  ;  boxes  of  ointment,  14 ;  plasters,  4 ;  minor  operations, 
17.  Payment  was  at  the  rate  of  2.s.  Gil.  a  member,  which 
last  year  yielded  33L  The  advertisement  which  the  Lodge 
are  issuing  states  that  "  Stornoway  Burgh  and  Parish,  with  a 
population  of  12000,  offers  peculiar  inducements  to  an 
energetic  medical  man."  There  are  already  five  medical  men 
in  active  practice.  Truly,  cutting  is  not  confined  to 
chemists ! 


THE  BOLD  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY. 

A  correspondent  draws  our  attention  to  the  novel  compli- 
ment paid  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  by 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  as 
appeared  from  our  report  of  the  June  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  latter  body  last  week.  Mr.  Downe3,  referring  to  his 
attendance  at  the  dinner  of  the  British  Society  in  London, 
was  made  to  say  that  they  in  Ireland  looked  up  to  the  older 
Society,  "  and  respected  them  for  their  boldness  and  their 
talent."  Our  correspondent  wants  to  know  where  the  bold- 
ness comes  in,  and  thinks  the  flattery  a  stretch  of  even 
after-dinner  politeness.  It  happens  that  Mr.  Downes  did 
not  use  the  word.  Our  reporter  wrote  "seniority";  our 
printers  read  this  "  temerity  "  ;  and  the  sub-editor,  thinking 
that  Mr.  Downes  could  hardly  have  intended  to  cast  that 
reflection  on  his  entertainers,  softened  the  charge  by  sub 
stituting  "  boldness."  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  nip  this 
blunder  in  the  bud,  and  thus  prevent  further  misunderstand- 
ing between  the  two  Societies. 

A   NEW   "  EXTRA  PHARMACOPCEIA." 

It  was  inevitable,  because  the  eighth  edition  was  sold  out, 
and  a  new  British  Pharmacopoeia  gave  the  opportunity  for 
thorough  revision.    There  are  forty-five  more  pages  in  the 
ninth  edition  than  in  the  last  one,  published  in  1895 ;  but 
these  forty-five  pages  give  a  faint  idea  of  the  enormous 
labour  which  the  revision  has  involved.    Bringing  the  official 
medicines  into  line  with  the  new  B.P.  requirements  in  itself 
entails  much  alteration ;  but  Mr.  Martindale  has  added  to 
every  dose  the  metric  equivalents,  and  has  put  amongst  the 
prefatory  pages  a  "  table  of  approximate  equivalent  doses  in 
terms  of  the  metric  and  Imperial  systems,"  from  jig  gr.  to 
1  lb.,  and  from  -|  minim  to  1  gal.,  being  thus  conveniently 
represented.    The  complete  andexceedinglyconci.se  synopsis 
of  the  B.P.  alterations  which  Mr.  Martindale  issued  a  few 
weeks  ago  is  also  introduced,  and  there  is  no  question  that 
this  ninth  edition  presents  to  medical  men  all  that  they  will 
ever  want  to  know  regarding  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  while 
pharmacists  will  find   it   up  to  date  in  respect  to  new 
remedies,  their  doses,  and  how  they  are  used.     But  we 
should  not  like  these  remarks  to  imply  that  the  book  does 
not  differ  in  other  directions  from  the  last  edition.  We 
have  gone  carefully  through  the  pages  and  compared  them 
with  those  of  the  last,  and  find  numerous  chemical  and 
therapeutical  references  that  are  new,  while  there  are  many 
formulra  which  did  not  cccur  in  the  last  edition.    Dr.  Wynn 
Westcott,  the  co-author  of  the  work,  has  revised  the  section 
on  "Antitoxins,  Serums,  and  Lymphs"  by  noting  the  ex- 
tended use  of  organotherapy  and  the  diagnostic  value  of 
mallein,  tuberculin,  typhoid  antitoxin,  and  the  prophylactic 
use  of  diphtheritic  antitoxin  by  numerous  medical  references 
to  these  and  the  other  medicinal  agents.    The  "  index  and 
posological  table "  (which  the  B.P.  has  copied)  is  further 
extended,  and  excites  our  envy,  for  it  constitutes  almost  a 
sixth  of  the  bulk  of  the  book.    It  contains  nearly  5,000 
references,  and  we  do  not  know  any  book  of  its  size  and 
weight  in  the  English  language  which  contains  so  many — 
dictionaries  excepted.    Mr.  H.  K.  Lewis  continues  to  publish 
the  book  at  10s.  6d.,  subject — i.e.,  it  can  be  obtained  by  post 
for  8s.  3d. 


Novelties  in  Uruguay. — A  German  firm  of  wholesale 
druggists  has  made  shipments  to  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  of 
white  vaseline  in  tins  (for  the  pocket)  of  10  grammes, 
costing  4m.  per  100  in  Germany.  A  sample  tin  has  been 
sent  by  the  British  Consul  to  the  Association  of  Chambers 
of  Commerce,  London,  with  details  as  to  cost,  duty  paid  in 
Eio  Grande,  and  profit  made.  Another  article  in  good 
demand  in  Uruguay  is  fumigating-pastilles,  the  cost  of 
which  in  England  is  2s.  9d.  per  lb.,  while  those  from  Ger- 
many only  cost  2m.  70pf.  per  kilo. 
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Council  Meeting. 

THE  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  was  held  at  the 
Agricultural  Hall  on  Wednesday.  The  members  present 
Were  -.—Messrs.  Charles  Sanger,  E.  Sanger  (Sanger  &  Sons), 
W.  F.  Powell,  B.  Hirst,  H.  J.  Hall,  A.  Tebbutt,  G.  R.  Barclay, 
Albert  Cooper,  F.  Kowsell  (Exeter),  S.  N.  Pickard  (Bradford), 
T.  P.  Garratt  (Newport),  W.  R.  Barnes  (Upton  Manor),  and 
C.  J.  G.  Bunker  (Great  Dover  Street). 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Mr.  Tebbutt  took  the 
chair,  and  the  election  of  the  new  President  was  then  pro- 
ceeded with.  In  proposing  the  election  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Hall,  Mr. 
Charles  Sanger  explained  that  it  had  been  decided  at  a  former 
meeting  of  the  Association  that  the  manufacturers,  whole- 
salers, and  retailers  of  the  Association  should  be  represented 
in  the  presidential  chair  in  rotation.  This  year  it  was  the 
turn  of  the  manufacturers'  section.  The  election  of  Mr. 
Hall  was  seconded  by  Mr.  George  R.  Barclay,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

Mr.  Hall  thereupon  took  the  chair,  and  the  remaining 
officers  were  then  elected  as  follows: — Vice-Presidents : 
manufacturer,  Mr.  Charles  Sanger  ;  wholesaler,  Mr.  B.  Hirst ; 
retailer,  Mr.  Albert  Cooper. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  the  Executive  Committee 
consisted  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  to  which  were 
added  two  members  of  each  section.  The  following  gentle- 
men were  elected  to  serve  upon  the  Executive  Committee : — 
Manufacturers,  Messrs.  Garratt  and  Gilligan  ;  wholesalers, 
Messrs.  Tebbutt  and  Edwards;  retailers,  Messrs.  Barnes  and 
Bunker. 

The  Council  then  considered  the  draft  annual  Report  to 
be  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting,  which  was  adopted. 

The  report  from  the  meeting  of  the  Retail  Section  of  the 
Council,  which  had  been  held  immediately  before  this 
meeting,  was  then  discussed.  Amongst  other  matters  the 
report  dealt  with  the  action  of  the  Guy's  Tonic  Company 
and  of  the  Charles  A.  Vogeler  Company,  the  retailers  recom- 
mending that  the  various  local  Chemists'  Associations 
should  be  asked  to  consider  what  action,  if  any,  should  be 
taken  in  regard  to  these  articles.  In  the  report  it  was 
pointed  out  that  recent  changes  had  been  made  by  the 
proprietors  in  the  terms  of  supply  which  were  exceedingly 
disadvantageous  to  the  trade,  and  the  Retail  Committee 
thought  it  would  be  well  to  discuss  whether  the  time  had 
come  for  refusing  to  stock  preparations  which  leave  such 
ridiculous  profits,  and  to  ask  the  wholesale-houses  to  take 
the  same  course.  The  meeting  agreed  that  the  matter 
should  be  referred  to  the  various  local  Associations  affiliated 
with  the  P.A.T.A. 

A  recommendation  was  also  made  by  the  Retail  Section 
that  the  Council  should  organise  a  Defence  Fund  confined 
to  the  drug-trade.  Briefly,  the  suggestion  was  that  the 
P.A.T.A.  organisation  might  be  made  use  of  in  administering 
the  fund,  and  that  provision  should  be  made  that  the 
ordinary  funds  of  the  P.A.T.A.  should  not  be  available  for 
the  purpose.  The  majority  nf  the  retail  members  spoke  as 
to  the  need  for  a  fund  to  protect  retail  chemists  from 
frivolous  prosecutions  under  various  Acts.  The  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  Retail  Committee  was  that  numberless  con- 
victions were  obtained  by  the  authorities  which  would  never 
be  obtained  if  the  cases  were  properly  contested.  The 
Retail  Committee  recommended  that  the  Council  should 
approve  the  proposal,  and  should  ask  the  members  at  the 
annual  meeting  to  consider  the  question  and  to  decide  by  vote 
whether  some  such  step  should  be  taken.  Upon  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Charles  Sanger,  seconded  by  Mr.  Barclay,  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to  :  — 

That  the  Council  sympathises  with  the  suggestion  from  the 
Retail  Committee  that  a  Chemists' Defence  Association  be  formed, 
and,  before  further  action,  requests  the  annual  meeting  to  express 
its  opinion  by  vote  thereon. 

Mr.  Rowsell  stated  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Asso- 
ciation held  a  short  time  ago,  the  members  thought  the  pro- 
tected list  might  be  printed  now  and  again  on  a  sheet 
handy  for  reference,  and  he  had  been  instructed  to  bring  the 
subject  before  the  notice  of  the  P.A.T.A.  Council.  The 


Secretary  explained  that  the  protected  list  would  be 
published  in  pamphlet-form  as  part  of  the  annual  report, 
and  it  was  thought  that,  for  the  time  being,  that  arrange- 
ment would  be  satisfactory. 

A  short  speech  from  the  Chairman,  thanking  the  Council 
for  electing  him,  concluded  the  proceedings. 

Annual  Genekal  Meeting. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  was  held  at  the  Agricultural  Hall  on  Thursday 
afternoon. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Hall  (Stephen  Smith  k  Co.),  the  President  of 
the  Association,  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  chemists  from  various  parts  of  the  metropolis 
and  the  provinces.  The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  proceed- 
ings, thanked  the  members  of  the  Council  for  having  elected 
him  as  their  president  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Association 
was  going  on  very  satisfactorily.  During  the  year  they  had 
collected  1,400/. ;  and,  as  an  evidence  of  their  activity,  they 
had  managed  to  spend  the  lot.  He  offered  a  hearty  welcome 
to  the  members. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  the  Secretary,  said  no  doubt  the  report 
would  be  taken  as  read. 

The  report  showed  that  a  substantial  advance  had  been  made 
during  the  year.  Twenty-nine  new  proprietors  have  joined  the 
Association,  amongst  whom  the  best  known  are  the  owners  of 
Collis  Browne's  chlorodyne,  Muryon's  remedies,  Izal,  and  Sanitas. 
Out  of  30,000  shops  where  P.A.T.A.  goods  are  sold,  only  about 
one  per  1,000  are  on  what  is  known  as  the  stop-list.  Amongst 
these  are  several  who  have  been  proved  (according  to  the  report) 
to  have  deliberately  bought  P.A.T.A.  stock,  and  then  handed  it 
over  to  firms  already  on  (he  stop-list.  The  Executive  have  the 
names  of  several  others  who  will  have  supplies  cut  off  as  soon  as 
the  necessary  proofs  are  to  hand.  Well-attended  gatherings  of 
chemists  have  been  held  during  the  year  at  Belfast,  Brighton, 
Chester,  Derby,  Dublin,  Leeds,  and  Scarborough.  Though  these 
meetings  have  been  expensive  to  the  Association  their  effect  has 
been  excellent.  Four  meetings  of  the  Council  of  the  Association 
have  been  held,  and  numerous  meetings  of  the  various  com- 
mittees. The  Executive  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  the 
270  honorary  local  secretaries,  and  the  following  are  put  on 
record  as  being  specially  hearty  and  practical  in  their  friend- 
ship:— Messrs.  Chipp,  Keevil,  Vigis,  Pickard,  Seely,  Wokes, 
Rowsell,  Smith,  Prosser,  Thompson,  Cocks,  Connor,  Minchin, 
Junor,  Richardson,  Rose,  Reynolds,  Pinchen,  Barnes,  Garrett, 
Hesscll,  Shorthousc,  Ratclifle,  Wildman,  I'avey,  Griffin, 
Hanson,  Bunker,  and  Evans.  The  manufacturers'  section 
now  numbers  sixty  firms,  and  the  retail  subscribers  are  a 
little  over  3,0C0,  an  increase  of  1,000  since  1897.  Only  a  small 
proportion  of  those  who  have  joined  have  refused  to 
renew  their  subscriptions,  and  there  is  no  falling  off  in  the 
acquisition  of  new  members.  There  is  abundant  scope  for 
further  extension,  many  districts  being  still  uncanvassed.  The 
Executive  aim  at  getting  a  total  of  five  or  six  thousand  chemists 
and  photographic  dealers  on  the  register,  as  well  as  an  unlimited 
number  of  grocers  and  members  of  allied  trades.  The  Treasurer 
reports  that,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  Association,  the  expenses 
have  increased,  but  he  is  able  to  show  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  income.  The  appeal  for  funds  which  was  made  to  tho 
trade  at  the  end  of  last  year  brought  in  170/.  Since  the  books 
were  balanced  donations  to  the  amount  of  14/.  8.«.  6i7.  have  been 
received.    The  following  is  the  balance-sheet  for  1897-98: —

Commenting  on  the  report  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  it  started 
with  a  very  important  point.  A  great  deal  of  work  had 
been  done  in  bringing  about  what  everyone  of  them  knew 
was  most  desirable — viz.,  a  better  understanding  between 
those  who  made  and  advertised  proprietary  articles,  and 
those  who  distributed  them.  Apart  from  the  profits^ con- 
cerned, the  Association  had  done  a  good  work  in  providing 
a  common  platform  on  which  those  who  advertised  and 
those  who  sold  articles  might  meet  and  arrange  their  differ- 
ences. The  hon.  secretaries  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
had  been  exceedingly  energetic.  Only  that  morning  they 
had  received  a  letter  from  Blackpool,  which  the  chemists  of 
that  town  had  sent  as  a  round-robin  to  the  manufacturers  of 
certain  proprietary  articles,  calling  attention  to  the  desira- 
bility of  their  joining  the  Association.    They  said  : — 

No  doubt  you  are  aware  the  trade  generally  are  giving  their 
support  only  to  articles  bearing  a  living  profit,  and  with  that 
profit  secured  to  them  by  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  that  the  large  drug- 
stores, by  their  system  of  bonuses  to  assistants  on  the  sale  of 
their  own  preparations,  are  your  most  dangerous  competitors. 
The  retail  drug-trade  has  proved  itself  to  be  the  most  successful 
means  by  which  the  sale  of  proprietary  articles  has  been  pushed. 
.  .  .  We  mean  business,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  give  your 
preparation  preference  over  those  not  placed  on  the  P.A.T.A. 
list. 

(Cheers)  If  that  sort  of  thing  were  to  be  done  in  other  towns 
much  more  progress  would  be  made.  During  the  past  year 
twenty-nine  manufacturing  firms  had  joined  the  Associa- 
tion. The  work  of  controlling  the  prices  was  one  which, 
perhaps,  the  trade  hardly  recognised  the  importance  of. 
There  were  30,000  people  holding  licences  to  sell  articles  of 
the  patent-medicine  class,  of  whom  not  more  than  one  in  a 
thousand  connected  with  the  Association  were  traitors  to 
their  own  ranks.  As  chemists,  they  ought  to  be  ashamed 
that,  with  an  Association  like  that,  backed  up  as  it 
was  by  a  large  portion  of  the  trade,  they  should  have  any 
traitors  amongst  them.  There  were  men  in  their  ranks 
who  would  sell  the  birthright  of  the  trade.  He  was 
glad  to  say  that  through  an  effective  means  of 
marking  they  were  able  to  trace  firms  who  cut ; 
and  they  were  not  allowed  to  do  it  again.  Quite 
recently  a  post-card  was  received  from  a  man  who  said  he 
wanted  20  dozen  of  Scott's  pills  "for  a  gentleman  who  was 
going  to  sea."  The  next  day  a  post-card  was  received  from 
the  same  man  for  20  dozen  of  Geraudel's  pastilles,  all  of 
which  were  also  wanted  by  "a  gentleman  who  was  going 
to  sea.''  (Laughter).  Well,  he  did  not  get  them.  The 
great  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Association  of  course 
were  chemists.  The  past  year  showed  an  increase  of 
1,000  members,  which  was  very  gratifying.  Seme- 
times  he  heard  complaints  that  they  were  not  getting 
on  fast  enough,  and  not  getting  the  biggest  people  on  the 
list.  He  was  anxious  that  members  should  not  despise  the 
small  additions  to  the  list.  If  the  proprietors  of,  say, 
Becham's  pills  and  Pears'  soap  had  joined  a  P.A.T.A. — if 
one  had  existed  when  those  goods  were  put  on  the  market — 
thousands  of  pounds  would  have  been  put  into  the  pockets  of 
their  trade.  Unless  one  got  hold  of  an  article  when  it  started  it 
was  very  difficult  to  deal  with  the  question  of  cutting  prices. 
Other  chemists  had  complained  that  they  had  not  kept  to 
their  own  ship,  and  that  they  had  had  so  much  to  do  with 
the  grocery- trade.  If  they  were  going  to  start  the  question 
as  to  who  was  to  blame  for  starting  the  cutting  of  prices,  no 
good  purpose  would  be  served.  They  had  to  recognise 
things  as  they  were.  Unfortunately  the  grocers'  and  the 
chemists'  trade  would  overlap.  That  could  not  be  helped. 
It  was  impossible  for  the  Association  to  confine  itself  to 
one  trade,  as  some  seemed  to  think  they  should  do.  There 
were  articles  which  both  grocers  and  chemists  were 
equally  interested  in.  As  most  of  those  present 
were  chemists,  he  might  tell  them  that  they  had  a 
very  mistaken  idea  in  thinking  that  grocers  were  people 
who  were  in  business  just  for  fun.  They  were  just  as 
fond  of  profit  as  were  the  chemists,  and  they  were  just  as 
anxious  to  secure  that  profit.  What  was  more  to  the  point 
was  that  the  grocers  were  as  anxious  as  were  the  chemists 
to  get  rid  of  what  had  become  a  terrible  nuisance,  when  they 
said  they  did  not  know  what  in  the  world  to  charge  for  goods 
which  were  advertised  at  vai'ious  prices.  Any  association 
which  would  do  something  to  bring  about  a  uniformity  of 


fixed  prices  would  meet  with  the  hearty  support  of  their 
friends  the  grocers,  as  well  as  themselves.  There  need  be  no 
fear  of  clashing.  Many  of  the  articles  were  absolutely  dis- 
tinct. It  was  for  the  manufacturer  to  decide  whether  he 
wished  his  article  to  be  supplied  by  chemists.  What  the 
chemists  of  that  Association  maintained  was  that,  if  themanu- 
facturer  wished  them  to  sell  his  goods,  he  must  guarantee 
them  a  profit  of  20  per  cent.,  which  was  not  exorbitant. 
Last  year  at  Liverpool  the  Grocers'  Federation,  consisting 
of  400  delegates,  decided  to  form  a  branch  of  their  Associa- 
tion. Out  of  the  3,000  chemists  who  were  members,  at 
least  2,000  were  interested  in  photographic  materials.  He 
hoped  that  they  would  soon  be  able  to  form  a  photographic 
branch,  although  some  difficulties  had  presented  themselves 
up  to  the  present  time.  When  he  told  them  that  the 
expenditure  of  the  1.400Z.  in  carrying  on  the  Association 
had  yielded  the  trade  between  25,000/.  to  30.000Z.  in  profit, 
he  thought  he  was  justified  in  saying  that  the  money  was 
exceedingly  well  spent.  (Cheers.) 

The  Chairman  formally  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report. 

Mr.  William  Jones  (of  Birmingham)  seconded  the  motion 
without  comment. 

The  Chairman  invited  by  name  several  members  of  the 
Association  to  address  the  meeting,  but  they  declined. 
Eventually  Mr.  John  Williams,  President  of  the  Grocers' 
Section,  said  he  thought  the  report  was  an  excellent  one, 
seeing  that  the  Association  had  been  in  existence  for  only 
two  years.  It  was  clear  that  the  Association  had  come  to 
live  and  do  good.  (Cheers.)  He  endorsed  the  observation  of 
their  Secretary  that  even  the  chemists  could  not  live  without 
profit.  While  chemists  and  grocers  sold  things  at  \d.  or  Id. 
less  than  their  neighbours,  then  frugal  housewives  would 
naturally  go  there  and  no  blame  to  them.  But  the  Associa- 
tion wanted  to  regulate  the  prices.  The  longer  the  Associa- 
tion went  on,  the  greater  value  would  it  prove.  At  the  same 
time,  the  chemists  would  hear  with  astonishment  that  grocers 
had  to  handle  goods  at  a  profit  of  2|  per  cent.  That  was 
certainly  too  little.  By  combination  they  would  be  able  to 
insist  on  having  a  living  profit.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Kowsell  (Exeter)  congratulated  the  Association  upon 
its  good  work  and  the  Secretary  upon  his  efforts.  He 
urged  upon  those  present  to  get  even  one  chemist  to  join  the 
Association.  By  getting  others  to  unite  they  could  reason- 
ably conclude  that  they  would  be  able  to  deal  with  the 
manufacturers  in  a  different  way  to  that  which  they  antici- 
pated.   (Hear  hear.) 

Mr.  Wm.  Jones  (Birmingham)  felt  that  as  the  Association 
now  numbered  one-third  of  all  the  chemists  on  the  register 
the  time  had  arrived  when  they  might  bite  as  well  as 
bark.  The  chemists  of  Birmingham  were  exceedingly 
enthusiastic  about  the  operation  of  the  Association. 
They  were  indeed  in  a  fighting  attitude.  They  were  suffi- 
ciently strong  now  to  begin  to  dictate  to  the  manufacturers. 
A  representative  of  a  well-known  house  called  on  a  shop- 
keeper in  Birmingham,  who  told  him  he  could  not  sell  his 
goods  as  he  got  nothing  out  of  them.  That  trader,  after 
the  representative  had  left,  tang  him  (the  speaker)  up  and 
said,  "  Don't  forget  to  dig  him  in  the  ribs."  (Laughter  and 
cheers.)  When  the  representative  called  he  received  no 
orders,  and  the  same  operation  was  repeated  all  round  the 
town.  The  representative  went  empty  away.  (Loud  cheers.) 
He  could  neither  get  orders  nor  satisfaction  in  any  shop' 
That  attitude  must  be  persisted  in. 

Mr.  Bunker  pointed  out  that  if  each  member  were  to 
introduce  one  more  chemist,  more  than  half  of  the  trade 
would  have  joined. 

Mr.  Black  felt  that  in  another  year  they  would  have  cause 
to  be  exceedingly  proud  of  the  Association. 

The  report  was  then  adopted,  amidst  some  enthusiasm. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  there  was  a  matter  of  much 
importance  to  lay  before  them.  The  Council  had  considered 
the  subject  at  its  meeting  on  the  previous  day,  and  referred 
it  to  that  meeting  for  discussion.  At  present  there  were  no 
means  of  obtaining  legal  defence  in  the  drug-trade.  Actions 
and  prosecutions  were  sometimes  brought  under  certain  Acts 
of  Parliament — like  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the  Sale  of 
Goods  Act,  and  the  Excise  Acts.  They  were  generally  insti- 
tuted by  some  public  body  or  another,  and  the  chemist  often 
gave  cases  up  instead  of  contesting  them — went  to  Court, 
asked    how  much  he  had  to  pay,  and  expressed  his 
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sorrow.  If  there  were  some  legal  fund  in  existence, 
such  cases  might  often  be  defended  successfully.  Questions 
were  often  cropping  up  that  were  of  immense  importance 
and  interest  to  the  trade  in  the  Courts,  many  of  which  arose 
out  of  adulterations.  The  point  for  the  Court  to  decide  was 
often  whether  the  wholesale  firm  or  the  retail  man  was  to 
blame.  Chemists,  as  a  rule,  had  not  the  means  to  engage 
counsel  and  solicitors  to  take  cases  from  court  to  court,  as 
well  as  pay  all  the  necessary  expenses  incidental  to  pro- 
tracted litigation.  The  suggestion  was  that  a  fund  might 
be  started  which  would  enable  chemists  to  be  defended 
under  those  circumstance.0. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  the  proposal  in  some  detail,  and 
pointed  out  that  the  matter  did  not  affect  the  grocer 
members  of  the  Association,  as  they  had  their  own 
Protection  Society.  At  present  there  was  nothing  which 
would  back  up  a  chemist  in  a  prosecution,  however  right  he 
might  feel  himself  to  be.  Many  frivolous  prosecutions  were 
instituted  which  would  never  be  brought  if  the  authorities 
knew  that  there  was  a  substantial  fund  which  would  cause 
the  cases  to  be  fought.  Of  course  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, as  it  at  present  existed,  would  not  be  touched  for  such 
a  purpose.  The  proposal  was  to  limit  the  extent  to  which  a 
man  would  be  protected,  if  he  wanted  legal  defence,  to,  say, 
101.  That  always  provided  that  there  was  no  fraud  in  the 
case. 

Mr.  Jones  (Birmingham)  said  there  was  a  suggestion  to 
formulate  a  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association  some 
years  ago,  but,  the  subscription  being  confined  to  5s.,  it  came 
to  grief.  If  the  3, COO  members  would  subscribe  11.  Is.  each 
per  annum,  a  very  excellent  work  might  be  done,  and  a  work, 
too,  which  was  sorely  needed. 

Mr.  Haycan  disapproved  of  the  proposal.  He  thought  it 
would  be  going  out  of  the  course  for  which  the  Association 
was  formed,  and  that  the  good  which  had  been  done  would  be 
reduced. 

Mr.  Pickard  (Bradford)  thought  they  had  quite  sufficient 
in  hand  without  taking  up  anything  else  at  present.  Let 
them  keep  to  what  they  were  doing,  and  do  it  thoroughly. 

Mr.  Williams  (Holloway)  described  what  the  Grocers' 
Federation  were  doing  in  the  same  direction,  and  begged  the 
members  to  consider  the  proposal  very  seriously. 

Ultimately  the  question  was  referred  back  to  the  Council 
for  further  consideration. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  called  attention  to  a  new  system  of  stamp- 
distribution  amongst  traders.  He  explained  that  shop- 
keepers— and  chemists  were  amongst  them — were  being 
called  upon  by  lady  travellers  and  asked  to  buy  small 
stamps  of  a  particular  pattern.  They  were  offered  at  100 
for  Is.  3d.  One  of  them  was  to  be  given  to  any  customer 
who  bought  3d.  or  4cZ.  of  goods.  When  the  customer  had  a 
certain  number  of  stamps  they  were  to  be  taken  to  some- 
one in  the  town  who  would  exchange  them  for  a  pre- 
sent— more  or  less  valuable.  Apart  from  the  P  A.T.A., 
any  trader  who  lent  himself  to  that  system  was  doing 
something  which  would  tend  to  cut  his  own  throat. 
The  lady  promised  to  advertise  the  trader  as  a  man  in  the 
district  who  had  stamps  to  give  away.  That  was  a  descrip- 
tion of  business  which  should  not  be  allowed  by  that  Asso- 
ciation, and  therefore  he  called  the  attentioc  of  members  to 
the  matter. 

Upon  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Cooper,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Gilligan,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  Chairman 
for  presiding,  and  a  similar  compliment  was  paid  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  for  the  assiduity  with  which  he  had  worked  for 
th?  Association.

The  Sallyco  Case. — No  Property  in  his  Name — In 
the  Queen's  Bench  Division,  on  Thursday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Ridley,  the  case  of  Dockrell  v.  Dougall  came  on  for  further 
consideration.  The  action  was  one  brought  by  Dr.  Morgan 
Dockrell,  physician  to  St.  John's  Hospital,  Leicester  Square, 
for  libel  against  Dr.  Dougall,  the  inventor  of  a  mineral- 
water  called  "  Sallyco."  The  plaintiff  also  sought  an  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  defendant  using  the  plaintiff's  name  in 
connection  with  "  Sallyco."  The  case  was  heard  last 
sittings,  and  the  facts  were  then  fully  reported.  The  jury 
found  that  there  was  no  libel ;  but  a  point  of  law  was  re- 
served as  to  the  plaintiff's  claim  for  an  injunction  It  was 
argued  on  his  behalf  that  although  the  use  of  plaintiff's 
name  by  the  defendant  did  not  constitute  a  libel,  yet  the 
plaintiff  had  a  property  in  his  own  name,  and  that  the 
defendant  ought  to  be  restrained  from  using  it.  On  the 
other  side,  it  was  contended  that,  according  to  decided 
cases,  the  present  case  was  not  one  for  an  injunction.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  arcumcnts,  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  com- 
mented on  the  law  on  ths  matter,  and  said  his  judgment 
must  be  for  the  defendant,  with  costs.  Dr.  Blake  Odgers, 
Q.C  ,  and  Mr.  Brook  Little  were  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr. 
Witt,  Q.C  ,  and  Mr.  De  Witt  for  the  defendant. 
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The  defendants  in  the  price-list  copyright  case  reported 
last  week,  page  947,  were  Cater,  Stoffell  &  Foett  (Limited), 
grocers,  wine- merchants,  confectioners,  &c.

Scissors-forceps. — Dr.  H.  de  Paiva  Veale,house-physician, 
General  Infirmary, Leeds, writes  as  follows : — -'The  accompany- 
ing woodcut  shows  an  instrument  which  I  have  found  most  use- 
ful and  convenient  in  the  routine-work  of  house-surgeon  and 
dresser.  It  combines  in  one  the  functions  of  surgical  scissors 
and  dressing-forceps,  and  it  may  also  be  used  as  an 
emergency  '  clip '  and  sinus  -  dilator.  The  blades  of  a 
medium-sized  pair  of  dressing-forceps  (Spencer  Wells's 
pattern)  have  been  made  broader  and  furnished  with  scissor  - 


edges  between  the  terminals  and  the  axis.  At  the  same 
time  a  rib  has  been  left  on  the  unsharpened  edges,  which 
renders  the  instrument  usable  as  a  small  sinus- dilator.  It 
can  be  obtained  with  or  without  detachable  blades,  is  easily 
cleaned  and  sterilised,  and  is  a  convenient  size  for  the  pocket. 
It  is  exactly  5  inches  in  length.  The  fact  that  the  number 
of  instruments  on  a  chatelaine  may  now  be  reduced  will 
recommend  it  to  nurses ;  and  house-surgeons  and  dressers 
will  recognise  the  advantage  of  using  a  single  instrument 
that  can  replace,  without  inconvenience,  the  necessity  for 
carrying  two.  The  '  scissor-f orceps '  are  manufactured  by, 
and  may  be  obtained  from,  Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson,  of 
Leeds." 


%ai^hm  lighting. 

THE  exhibition  of  acetylene-generators,  opened  on  Wednes- 
day at  the  Imperial  Institute,  bids  fair  to  give  a  great 
impetus  to  acetylene-lighting  in  this  country.  The  idea  of 
the  exhibition  arose  with  the  Acetylene  Illuminating  Com- 
pany, who  are  the  licensees  for  the  manufacture  of  calcium 
carbide  by  the  Willson  patents,  and  whose  works  are  at  the 
Falls  of  Foyers,  Scotland.  The  company  are  guaranteeing 
the  expenses  of  the  exhibition  and  finding  the  carbide 
required  for  those  generators  shown  in  action.  A  committee 
appointed  by  the  Society  of  Arts  have  testel  the  safety  of 
each  generator  before  admitting  it,  the  question  of  efficiency 
being  the  one  which  it  is  a  purpose  of  the  exhibition  to 
establish.  The  explosions  which  have  taken  place  in  con- 
nection with  acetylene  have  been  caused  by  too  great  a 
pressure,  and  also  during  experiments  undertaken  for  the 
purpose  of  liquefying  it.  The  Home  Office  have  on  this 
account  drawn  up  stringent  regulations  which  the  generator- 
makers  have  met  by  constructing  their  apparatuses  so  that 
certain  pressures  cannot  be  exceeded.  The  Acetylene  Company 
have  three  alcoves  lighted  with  acetylene  to  show  now 
pictures,  &c,  look  by  the  white  light  of  this  gas.  The 
company  confine  themselves  to  the  making  of  the 
carbide,  but  have  an  interesting  museum  of  experimental 
burners  which  they  had  constructed  in  the  earlier  days  of 
acetylene,  and  which  are  interesting  as  showing  the  spirit 
in  which  the  difficulties  they  met  with  were  surmounted. 
Toe  naphey-burner,  or  a  modification  of  it,  is  the  burner 
generally  used  by  the  exhibitors  ;  it  is  one  which  admits  air 
at  the  side  of  each  of  the  two  nipples  which  impinge  on 
each  other,  very  much  on  the  principle  of  a  Bunsen-burnei. 
The  favourite  type  of  generator  appears  to  be  the  one  in 
which  water  is  admitted  to  the  carbide,  and  in  which  the 
water-supply  is  automatically  cut  olE  when  sufficient  gas  has 
been  evolved.  Most  of  the  generators  of  this  type  contain 
provision  for  the  gas  evolved  after  the  water-supply  is  cut 
off — a  most  important  point,  as  it  does  not  follow  that  evolu- 
tion of  gas  ceases  as  soon  as  the  water  is  cut  off,  and  if  the 
size  of  the  generator  was  not  ample  enough,  considerable 
pressure  would  in  consequence  be  exerted.  The  pressure 
allowed  by  the  Home  Office  must  not  exceed  100  inches  of 
water — in  most  cases  this  is  kept  as  low  as  4  inches.  Most 
of  the  generators  are  constructed  on  automatic  principles. 
Read  Holliday  &  Sons,  and  the  Sunlight  Gas  Company, 
however,  make,  as  well,  non-automatic  machines  for  using 
where  large  installations  are  desired.  In  the  case  of  the 
Sunlight  Gas  Company,  the  carbide  is  wetted  with  dilute 
sulphuric  acid,  the  mixture  of  acetylene  and  carbonic  oxide 
being  considered  an  advantage.  The  gas  evolved  is  purified 
by  passing  it  through  a  sulphate-of-copper  chamber,  to 
remove  phosphorus  and  sulphur  compounds,  and  is,  as  far 
as  we  noticed,  the  only  attempt  in  the  exhibition  to  purify 
the  gas  other  than  the  method  of  pissing  it  through 
water.  In  this  type  of  generator  the  carbide 
is  generally  contained  in  a  cage ;  this,  again,  is 
improved  upon  in  some  cases  by  having  a  series  of  cells, 
which  are  exhausted  one  after  the  other.  In  the  "Pictet" 
safety  acetylene-gas  apparatus  the  carbide  is  dropped  into  a 
large  bulk  of  water,  and  the  evolved  gas  passed  through 
water  before  it  goes  into  the  gasometer  ;  in  the  "  Acetylite 
Syndicate  "  generator  the  carbide  is  fed  in  the  form  of  a 
coarse  powder,  this  method  being  claimed  to  result  in  a 
more  complete  exhaustion  of  the  carbide.  In  regard  to  the 
cost  of  acetylene  as  compared  with  coal-gas,  it  should  be 
noted  that  acetylene  gives  fifteen  times  more  light  than 
coal-gas.  Acetylene,  at  201.  per  ton  of  carbide,  costs  35s.  per 
1,000  cubic  feet,  so  that  the  cost  works  out  at  equivalent  to 
coal-gas  at  2s.  6d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  Compared  with 
electricity,  it  is  about  as  2s.  6rl.  is  to  6s.  for  e^ual  amounts  of 
light.  In  making  the  latter  comparison,  one  unit  of  elec- 
tricity has  been  taken  to  be  equivalent  to  17  coal-gas 
burners  of  16-candle  power  for  one  hour,  and  a  unit  costs 
about  6d.  from  electric-supply  companies. 

Acetylene,  it  is  interesting  to  notice,  is  being  adapted  to 
other  purposes  than  lighting,  Mr.  Ralph  Lucas  showing  a 
motor-bicycle  he  has  invented,  in  which  the  enormous 
amount  of  energy  in  carbide  is  taken  advantage  of,  a  pound 
of  carbide  sufficing  to  drive  a  bicycle  fifteen  miles  an  hour 
for  three  hours. 
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CHEMICALS  FOR  SPAIN. 

The  imports  into  Cartbagena  (Spain)  during  1897  included 
122  tons  soda  bicarbonate  from  Great  Britain  and  33  tons 
from  France.  The  caustic  soda  (117  tons)  and  chloride  of 
lime  (167  tons)  nearly  all  came  from  France.  The  imports 
of  glycerin  were  2  625  kilos,  from  France,  6.887  from 
Germany,  and  25.183  from  Belgium. 

BAGDAD  BUSINESS. 

Among  the  exports  from  Bagdad  and  Busreh  to  Europe 
and  the  I'nited  States  in  1897  were  the  following  drugs: — 
Opium,  1.164  cases.  116  400/.  (1896,  840  cases)  ;  liquoi ice- 
root,  17.551  bales.  17  500/. ;  gums,  7,454  packages,  75,700/. ; 
galls.  7,592  bags,  30  400/.  ;  aniseed,  37  bags,  301. ;  colocynth, 
34  bags.  40/. ;  gum  ammoniacum  and  galbanum,  109  cases, 
400/.  ;  poppy-seed,  442  bags,  220/.;  and  '  roots."  562  bags, 
800/.  From  India  Bagdad  teceived  in  1897  549  casks  alum, 
956/.  ;  camphor,  35  chests,  315/. :  cardamoms,  64  boxes, 
751/.;  cinnamon,  2.142  boxes,  3.213/.;  cloves,  176  bags, 
306/. ;  drugs  and  medicines,  1,173/. ;  quicksilver,  360/.  :  sal 
ammoniac,  678/.;  sulphate  of  iron,  350  casks,  262/.; 
tamarinds,  1,137  bags,  852/.  ;  and  turmeric,  900  bags,  1,564/. 
In  1897,  890  cafes  of  opium,  each  of  140;J-  lbs.,  were  shipped 
from  Persia  to  Hong-Kong  and  Singapore,  but  the  prices 
obtained  ranged  lower  than  usual.  The  drug  sold  at 
Bagdad  from  T55Z.  to  T60Z.  per  case  (T1Z.,  or  1C0  piastres  = 
18s.  0$d.). 

TRADE   WITH  SWITZERLAND. 

Last  vear  Switzerland  exported  goods  to  the  value  of 
27,725  282/.  (a  slight  improvement  over  1896),  and  imported 
41,362  067/.,  or  a  million  and  a  half  more  than  in  1896.  Great 
Britain  boueht  5,880,330/.  worth  of  Swiss  goods  in  1897,  and 
sent  2.068  272/.  of  British  goods  in  return.  Only  Germany  buys 
more  Swiss  goods,  but  German,  French,  and  Italian  products 
are  bought  more  largely  by  Switzerland  than  are  British 
products.  There  is  a  growing  demand  in  Switzerland  for 
British  aniline  and  soap,  amongst  other  things,  while  we 
are  more  inclined  to  go  there  for  electrical  apparatus  and 
aluminium.  The  imports  of  chemicals  from  Great  Britain 
are  triple;  but  we  bought  2  400,000f.  worth  of  coal-tar 
colours  from  Switzerland  last  year  and  13,100,000f.  worth  of 
condensed  milk  in  the  same  period.  We  extract  this  in- 
formation from  "  Foreign  Office  Paper,"  No.  2,096  (lhd.), 
where  also  it  is  mentioned  that  extract  of  kola  has  now  to 
pay  8s.  per  100  kilos.,  and  nitrate  of  silver  pavs  6s.  4rZ.  per 
100  kilos. 

TRADE   OF  HAMBURG. 

London's  greatest  rival  as  a  port  is  Hamburg,  and  the 
produce-trade  of  this  city  is  seldom  tired  of  any  particulars 
about  what  Hamburg  is  doing.  They  will  find  the  latest  in 
a  five-penny  Foreign  Office  report  on  the  trade  and  commerce 
of  Hamburg  by  Mr.  'Consul-General  Ward,  which  was  pub- 
lished recently  by  the  Queen's  printers.  We  learn  from 
this  that  in  1897,  11,173  vessels  of  all  rations  entered  the 
port,  the  aggregate  tonnage  being  6,708,070  tons  register, 
which  is  a  matter  of  about  250,000  tons  more  than  in  1896. 
In  1880  the  total  tonnage  was  under  3,000,000,  and  in  1850, 
only  slightly  over  500.000.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
British  vessels  entering  the  port  are  almost  as  numerous  as 
German,  and  their  total  tonnage  just  about  the  same.  There- 
port  deals  very  fully  with  the  shipping  statistics,  then  goes  on 
to  deal  with  the  nature  of  the  goods  imported  and  exported. 
In  this  section  the  only  items  of  interest  to  the  drug-trade 
are  in  regard  to  spices  and  honey,  of  which  2.000.000  kilos, 
were  imported  in  1897.  Wax,  the  imports  of  which  have 
almost  quadrupled  during  the  past  four  years,  last  year 
amounted  to  970.000  kilos.,  Mozambique  and  Zanzibar  wax 
chiefly  figuring  in  the  increase,  and  included  in  the  total 
fisrures  appear  to  be  315  000  kilos,  of  Carnauba  wax  and 
480,000  kilos,  of  Japan  wax ;  both  these  figures  have  prac- 
tically doubled  those  of  1896.  Olive  oil  is  also  a  growing 
quantity  in  regard  to  imports,  and  in  the  course  of  a  re- 
ference to  the  chemical  industries  of  the  Hamburg  neigh- 
bourhood, it  is  stated  that  the  total  Dumber  of  chemical 
works  registered  in  all  parts  of  the  German  Empire  is  6  144, 
and  that  these  give  employment  to  125,440  persons.  The 
report  is  well  worth  a  careful  study  to  British  drug- 
merchants. 


TRADE  WITH  BORDEAUX. 

The  British  Consul  at  Bordeaux,  in  his  last  report  (F.O. 
No.  2,051,  2J<f.),  gives  an  encouraging  and  instructive  ac- 
count of  the  trade  of  that  port  with  the  United  Kingdom. 
As  regards  chemical  products,  he  states  that  although  there 
was  a  great  decrease  in  the  importation  (1896,  966,368  cwt  ; 
1897,  817.245  cwt.;  decrease,  149,123  cwt.)  there  was  a 
substantial  increase  in  them  from  the  United  Kingdom 
(1896,  510  877  cwt. ;  1897,  570.321  cwt. ;  increase,  59,444  cwt.). 
The  principal  items  imported  from  Britain  were  sulphate  of 
copper,  263  455  cwt.  ;  superphosphate  of  lime,  39,980  cwt.  ; 
chemical  manures,  52,990  cwt.;  and  coal-tar  products, 
195,779 cwt.  All  the  ink  (57  cwt.)  and  all  the  boot-blacking 
(73  cwt.)  imported  came  from  the  I'nited  Kingdom.  Empty 
glass  bottles  amounted  to  4.548  cwt.,  and  full  bottles 
1,340  cwt.  The  amount  of  Senegambian  gum  imported  riri 
Bordeaux  was  47,500  bags  against  35,000  bags  in  1896.  The 
sulphate  of  copper  imported  "  was  almost  entirely  of  British 
manufacture,"  out  of  which  the  trade  was  enabled  to  realise 
fair  profits,  notwithstanding  that  there  was  a  fall  in  price 
at  the  principal  time  of  consumption,  brought  on  mainly  by 
over-speculation.  Amongst  chemical  products  exported  to 
Great'  Britain  were — glycerin,  2,076  cwt. ;  cream  of  tartar, 
38.048  cwt. ;  raw  tartar,  12,626  cwt.  ;  and  oxide  of  zinc, 
1.836  cwt.  There  was  a  decrease  of  131,007  cwt.  on  the 
total  amount  of  chemicals  exported  to  the  I'nited  Kingdom, 
the  figures  being— 1896,  250.125  cwt. ;  1897,  119.118  cwt , 
out  of  a  grand  total  abroad  of  299.323  cwt.  in  1896.  and 
229,727  cwt.  in  1897.  Perfumery  to  the  extent  of  19,445  cwt. 
(an  increase  of  757  cwt.)  was  exported,  of  which  Britain 
took  363  cwt.  The  report  shows,  on  the  whole,  that  Great 
Britain  is  well  to  the  front,  and  holding  its  own  both  with 
regard  to  imports  and  exports.

The  British  Consul  at  Stavanger,  Norway,  in  his  annual 
report,  states  that  "  a  manufactory  for  burning  seaweed  into

Iodine-  started.  Enormous  lots  of  seaweed  are  found 
factory.  along  the  coast,  but  most  of  it  has  been  ex- 
ported as  kelp  to  Scotland.  The  iodine-manufactory, 
'  Hillevaag  Kemiske  Fabriker,'  is  not  in  the  international  ring 
or  syndicate,  but  the  owners  feel  sure  it  will  prove 
successful." 


The  recent  high  prices  of  sulphur  in  the  United  States 
have  called  attention  to  the  resources  there  for  the  produc- 
Amertcan  *'on  °^  brimstone  in  Colorado.  It  is  un- 
Sulphar.  doubtedly  the  case  that  in  the  Western  States 
there  are  several  valuable  deposits,  and  in  the 
Mining  Section  of  the  Chicago  Exhibition  we  observed 
several  excellent  specimens,  and  obtained  information  which 
showed  that  the  deposits  only  lacked  capital  to  work  them. 
We  now  learn  that  in  Colorado  there  is  in  sight  (it  is  said) 
about  3,000,000  tons  of  almost  pure  sulphur,  which  is  of  a 
greyish  colour,  but  the  nearest  railroad  is  about  40  miles 
distant,  and  the  cost  of  transportation  about  #14  per  ton. 
An  attempt  to  get  this  worked  by  New  York  houses  has 
recently  failed.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  Western  Chemical 
Company  is  operating  the  Vulcan  mine  in  Gunnison  County, 
Col.,  and  has  already  shipped  six  carloads  of  85-per-cent. 
sulphur  to  Denver. 


The  production  of  peppermint  oil  in  the  United  States  is 
approximately  250,000  lbs.  a  year,  the  bulk  coming  from 

Michigan.  For  many  years  Wayne  County, 
mint  Oil  a     N.Y.,  took  the  lead  as  a  producer,  with  an 

annual  output  of  150  000  lbs.,  but  the  produc- 
tion there  has  now  decreased  to  25.000  or  30,000  lbs.  owing 
to  many  farmers  finding  prices  unremunerative.  The  output 
of  peppermint  oil  in  Japan  in  1897  was  estimated  at 
187,000  lbs.  In  1896  Germany  imported  Japanese  oil  to  the 
extent  of  53,000  lbs.  ;  in  1895,  44,000  lbs.  In  Thuringia, 
Germany,  the  plant  has  been  cultivated  on  a  moderate 


scale,  but  only  a  small  quantity  of  oil  has  been  so  far  pro- 
duced. China,  Spain,  and  France  each  grow  enough 
peppermint  to  show  a  small  surplus  for  export.  At  the  low 
prices  now  ruling  for  American  peppermint  oil  it  is  not 
possible  for  any  but  the  largest  growers  to  secure  a  proiit, 
and  the  tendency  is  to  drive  out  the  small  growers. 


CABLEGRAMS. 

New  York,  June  16,  2.45  p.m.  : — This  market  is  quiet, 
and  I  hear  of  no  important  transactions.  Opium  is  decidedly 
firmer,  at  #3  50  per  lb.  There  is  no  demand  for  quinine, 
and  the  price  has  declined  to  19c.  and  20c.  per  oz.  Jabo- 
randi  is  in  good  demand,  and  business  has  been  done  at  11c. 
per  lb.,  the  scarcity  warranting  the  price.  Balsam  of  tolu 
has  declined  to  35c.  per  lb.  New  Cascara  Sagrada  bark  is 
offering  at  3c.  per  lb.  Mexican  sarsaparilla  is  dull  at  7c, 
and  Copaiba  balsam  is  easier  and  can  be  bought  at  lower 
prices.  German  ergot  is  in  active  request,  and  sales  have 
been  made  at  17c.  per  lb.  New  hydrastis  (golden  seal) 
root  is  coming  forward,  40c.  per  lb.  would  buy  it.

6d.  per  lb.  on  the 
spot. 

Balsam  Tolu. — The  stock  in  New  York  is  estimated  at 
about  300  eases,  of  which  190  are  in  first  hands.  Letters 
from  the  other  side  quote  Is.  lid.  per  lb.,  "  c.i.f." 

Camphor  (Crude). — Steady.  Business  has  been,  done 
this  week  at  87s.  6d.  to  88s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  for  Japanese. 
Chinese  is  quoted  at  81s.  to  82s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  The  exports 
from  Canton  and  Hong-Kong  to  the  Continent  from 
January  1  to  May  14,  1898,  were  6  275  boxes,  compared  with 
9,102  for  the  same  period  of  1897,  8  514  in  1896,  and  7,994 
in  1895.

Cinchona  The    Amsterdam    sales  on    June  9  were 

reported  by  cablegram  in  our  last  issue,  and  we  now  add 
further  particulars.  The  sales  were  exceptionally  heavy,  no 
less  than  814,015  kilos.  (1  kilo.  =  2  2  lbs.)  of  bark  being 
offered,  of  which  745,717  kilos,  was  manufacturing-bark, 
containing  the  equivalent  of  38.840  kilos,  (say  1,359,400  oz  ) 
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of  quinine-sulphate.  Fully  two-thirds  of  this  was  sold.  The 
average  quinine-sulphate  value  of  the  bark  was  5  25  per 
cent.  More  than  a  fourth  of  1he  bark  contained  as  much 
as  the  average,  while  157,736  kilos,  contained  as  much  as 
6  to  7  per  cent .  and  7,417  contained  between  9  and  10  per 
cent.  Only  33,871  kilos,  of  the  bark  came  from  Government 
plantations.  The  unit  price  fell  by  21  per  cent,  to  4To.

Linseed 
and  Cottonseed  cakes  quietly  steady.  Phosphorus  in  good 
demand  ;  amorphous,  2s.  8hd. ;  sticks,  2s.  Id. ;  and  wedges, 
2s. 

The  Liverpool  Drug-market. 

Our  Liverpool  correspondent,  writing  on  June  15,  reports 
that  African,  ginger  is  improving  in  value,  one  sale  having 
been  made  at  19s.  per  cwt.,  but  the  nominal  value  is  from  17s. 
to  18s.  per  cwt.  Castor  oil  is  steady  at  3\d.  for  good  seconds. 
Calcutta  and  first-pressure  French  are  a  slight  shade  under 
these  figures  in  some  cases.  After  offering  low  forward  delivery, 
French  oil  has  again  stiffened  up,  and  shippers  show  less 
disposition  to  accept  prices  lately  ruling.  Kola-nuts  are 
selling  as  they  arrive  at  lhd.  to  2d.  per  lb.  Chilian  beesn-ax 
is  very  firmly  held  by  importers,  who  speak  of  strong  prices 
in  the  principal  centres  in  Chili :  good  pale  as  imported 
has  changed  hands  this  week  at  11.  5s.  per  cwt.,  and  good 
yellow  is  held  for  11.  to  11.  2s.  6d.  per  cwt.  Quillaia-hark  is 
offering  on  the  spot  moie  freely,  and  18/.  10s.  is  the  figure  at 
which  several  transactions  have  taken  place  during  the  past 
few  days.  Gum  arable  sorts  are  firmly  held,  but  with  a  limited 
stock  and  small  inquiry  there  is  an  absence  of  business  to 
report.  A  direct  import  of  130  bags  Senegal  attracted  a  fail- 
amount  of  attention,  and  was  eventually  cleared  on  private 
terms.  Fenugreek  is  easier  owing  to  arrivals,  and  sales  of 
Alexandrian  are  reported  at  9s.  6c/.,  and  even  6d.  less  might 
now  be  taken  ;  good  bright  East  Indian  are  held  for  lis.  to 
lZs.Gd.  per  cwt.  Sulphate  of  copper  is  steady  at  16/.  to  lQl.Zs.6d. 
A  parcel  of  Gum  auaiacum  offered  at  auction  resulted  in  the 
sale  of  the  two  best  cases  at  9c/.  per  lb.  ;  Cream  of  tartar  is 
more  firmly  held  on  the  spot  as  the  result  of  stronger  advices 
from  the  producing  districts. 

The  Hamburg  Drug-market. 

Our  Hamburg  correspondent  writes  on  June  14  that 
business  is  very  quiet  here,  and  very  little  is  doing  in  our 
drug-market.  No  official  exchange  will  take  place  in  Ham- 
burg on  Thursday  owing  to  the  Parliamentary  elections  on 
that  day.  Antimony  is  firmer,  being  quoted  at  45m.  per 
100  kilos,  to-day.    Cape  aloes  is  also  firm  at  55m.  per  100 


kilos.  Balsam  Peru  is  dearer  at  21m.  per  kilo.,  and  Tolu  is 
a  little  easier  at  340m.  per  100  kilos.  Refined  camphor  is 
quiet  and  shows  very  little  business ;  to-day's  quotation 
is  237Am.  per  100  kilos.  Cascara  sagrada  is  very  scarce, 
and  hardly  any  is  offering  on  the  spot.  Afogador  eoriander-secd 
is  quiet  at  13m.  per  1C0  kilos.  Maltese  cumin-seed,  spot 
delivery,  is  held  for  38.jm.  per  100  kilos.  Cevadilla-seed 
neglected  ;  the  nominal  figure  is  76m,  per  100  kilos.  Ergot 
of  rye  without  business ;  prices  vary  from  130m.  to  160m. 
per  100  kilos,  for  Russian,  according  to  quality.  QalangaU 
root  is  firm  and  scarce,  at  45m.  per  100  kilos.  Menthol 
unchanged  at  14.',  m.  per  kilo.  Lycopodivm  is  quoted  at 
235m.  per  100  kilos.  Opium  steady  at  21^m.  per  kilo. 
Quillaia-barh  (uncut),  38m.  per  100  kilos;  cut  bark,  46m.  to 
47m.  per  100  kilos.  Quinine  is  neglected  ;  the  manufac- 
turers have  again  reduced  their  prices,  to-day's  quotation 
being  27m.  per  kilo.  Star-anise  is  firm  acd  scarce  ;  on  the 
spot  240m.  per  100  kilos,  is  asked.  Wormseed  is  43Am.  per 
100  kilos.,  which  figure  has  been  paid.  Japan  wax  is  quiet  ; 
on  the  spot  67m.  is  asked  ;  forward,  65m.  per  100  kilos. 
Carnauba  wax  is  easier,  from  72Jm.  to  130m.  per  100  kilos., 
according  to  quality.  Cod-liver  oil  is  firm  and  higher ; 
85m.  per  barrel  is  asked  for  non-congealing  oil.  Castor  oil 
is  quiet  and  slow  of  sale  at  59m.  for  first  pressing  ;  forward, 
58m.  per  100  kilos.  In  Essential  oils,  Star-anise  is  firm  at 
16m.  per  kilo.;  Bussian  anise  quiet,  at  13£m.  per  kilo.; 
Peppermint  oil,  HGH,  5£rn.  to  5§ro.  per  lb.  ;  Japanese,  6jm. 
per  kilo. ;  Clove  oil,  firm  at  6m.  to  7m.  per  kilo. 

Tariff  Changes. 

Portugal. — A  despatch  has  been  received  at  the  Foreign 
Office  from  H.M.  Minister  at  Lisbon,  transmitting  copies  of 
two  laws  dated  respectively  May  2  and  3  last.  The  former 
exempts  sundry  chemical  products  specified  therein,  and 
also  manures  for  agricultural  purposes,  from  any  Customs 
charges  or  import-duties.  The  latter  fixes  the  rate  of  im- 
port-duty on  quinine  salts  at  Reis  8,000  (35s.  6d.)  per  kilo,  of 
net  weight. 

Spain. — The  Spanish  Government  propose  to  levy  an 
export-duty  of  1  peseta  (9£<2.)  per  (ton  of  1,000  kilos,  on 
"ordinary  drugs,  paints,  dyes,  varnishes,  chemical-products, 
&c."  "  Pharmaceutical  products  "  are  to  be  subject  to  a  duty 
of  3  pesetas. 

Vrrgin  Islands  (W.I  ). — The  following  have  been  added  to 
the  list  of  articles  which  !may  be  imported  free  of  duty: — 
Castor  and  cod-liver  oils  (previously  Is.  6d.  per  gallon), 
quinine,  and  preparations  of  quinine. 

The  above  tariff  modifications  can  be  seen  on  in  full 
application  at  the  Commercial  Department,  Board  of  Trade, 
7  Whitehall  Gardens,  S.W.,  on  any  day  between  the  hours  of 
11  and  5.

More  about  the  Mescal  Button. 

Sir, — One  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  drugs  which 
have  been  introduced  into  our  notice  during  the  past  decade 
seems  to  be  in  some  danger  of  being  overlooked,  owing 
to  a  certain  sentimental  fear  that  a  wider  acquaintance  with 
it  might  lead  to  its  abuse.  One  scarcely  expects  obscurantism 
in  latter-day  medical  journalism,  but  a  contemporary  of 
yours  gravely  lectured  Mr.  Havelock  Ellis  for  writing  an 
article  in  the  Fortnightly  Review,  lauding  the  mescal  button, 
which  the  perfervid  imagination  of  the  author  described  as 
giving  rise  to  a  condition  which  he  dubbed  "  The  New 
Paradise."  Cocaine,  surely,  to  say  nothing  of  morphine, 
would  be  lost  to  the  service  of  humanity  if  the  first  observer 
of  its  effects  were  to  have  concealed  his  discovery.  The  drug 
popularly  known  as  the  mescal  button  consists  of  the  dise- 
like  heads  of  Anhalonium  Lewinii,  or  Lophophora  Lewinii, 
Rusby,  a  cactus  found  in  the  southern  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  in  Northern  Mexico. 

Merck  describes  a  physiologically  active  alkaloid,  anhalo- 
nine,  which  ha3  a  marked  difference  in  its  effects  on  animals 
and  in  the  human  system;  pronounced  motor-excitation, 
followed  by  tetanus,  was  the  result  produced  in  the  former, 
whereas  with  the  drug  sleep  and  visions  are  produced  in 
the  human  organism. 

Other  active  principles,  analogous  to  the  alkaloids  of 
opium,  are  also   present,  and  known  as   mescaline  and 
anhalonidine.    The  characteristic  property  of  the  mescal  is 
of  a  psychological  rather  than  a  physiological  kind,  and  con- 
sists in  a  state  of  intoxication  known  as  anhalonisation, 
marked  by  a  subjective  sensation  of  increased  activity, 
without  any  interference   with  the  normal  physical  and 
psychical  functions.     Whilst  in  this  condition  nothing  is 
noticed  when  the  eyes  are  opened  except  some  static  aber- 
rations, but  when  the  lids  are  closed  a  series  of  kaleido- 
scopically  changing  colour-effects  of  wonderful  beauty  and 
indescribable  splendour  appear,  red  and  green  being  particu- 
larly prominent.    This  visionary  excitation  may  last  for 
hours,  and  be  followed  by  sensory  stupor,  sleeplessness  and 
nausea.    The  dose  required  for  anhalonising  varies  with  the 
subject.    Dr.  Weir  Mitchell  employed  about  2  to  4  dr.  of 
the  extract  as  prepared  by  Merck,  in  divided  doses.  Mr. 
Havelock  Ellis  describes  the  orthodox  dose  as  from  three  to 
four  buttons,  which  it  seems  is  about  the  number  employed 
by  the  Ajowa  Indians,  who  use  the  drug  to  produce  the  state 
of  intoxication  appropriate  to  their  religious  festivals.  Mr. 
Ellis  prepared  Jthe  buttons  as  a.,  decoction,  and  states  that 
when  an  infusion  was  tried  it  failed.    I  procured  a  small 
quantity  of  the  drug  from  Messrs.  Christy,  and  found  that 
four  buttons  weighed  about  70  gr.    The  taste  is  somewhat 
sweetish  bitter,  suggestive  of  a  narcotic,  and  obscurely  like  a 
mixture  of  tobacco,  opium,  and  Indian  hemp.    I  prepared  an 
ordinary  alcoholic  tincture,  l-to-8  strength,  and  tried  its 
effects  cautiously.    Even  a  small  dose,  say  h  dr.,  produces  a 
feeling  of  fulness  in  the  head,  with  a  slight  sensation  of 
giddiness,  but  a  larger  dose  is  required  to  produce  the  colour- 
effects.    My  experiments  were  probably  too  timorous  and 
restricted  to  elucidate  anything  of  importance,  but,  roughly 
speaking,  I  think  that  the  effects  will  be  found  like  a  com- 
bination of  those  of  opium  and  Indian  hemp  ;  less  of  an 
anodyne  than   the  former,  and  with  something  of  the 
excitation  of  special  senses  of  the  latter.    The  characteristic 
effects  also  come  on  very  suddenly,  as  maybe  observed  in  the 
case  of  Indian  hemp,  hence  much  caution  is  needed,  and  the 


after-effects  are  so  unpleasant  as  not  to  be  compensated  for  by 
the  chromatic  delirium  of  the  early  stages.  Hence  the  use  of 
it  is  scarcely  likely  to  become  a  popular  vice. 

Dr.  O'Sullivan  of  this  city  informs  me  that  the  mescal  button 
is  largely  used  in  Mexico  as  an  addition  to  gin.  The  drug 
when  macerated  in  this  lluid  seems  to  produce  an  intensely 
exciting  and  intoxicant  spirit.        Yours  truly,

[It  is  nearly  three  years  since  we  gave  an  abstract  of  a 
paper  contributed  to  the  Therapeutic  Gazette  on  mescal 
buttons,  and  since  then  several  notes  on  the  subject  have 
appeared  in  this  and  other  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
journals.  Dr.  McWalter's  last  paragraph  is  scarcely  correct. 
The  common  intoxicant  of  Mexico  is  a  liquor  called 
"mescal,"  which  is  distilled  from  pulque,  the  fermented  juice 
of  Agave  americanum.  This  "  mescal,"  or  Mexican  whisky, 
has  no  more  to  do  with  mescal  buttons  than  potheen  has,  and 
we  presume  that  the  name  has  been  applied  to  the  buttons 
because  the  intoxicating-effects  of  both  are  not  dissimilar; 
but  on  this  point  we  are  open  to  correction. — Ed.  C.  $  !>.] 

Dispensing  "Wanted. 

Sir, — I  wonder  if  it  has  occurred  to  your  readers,  and 
especially  to  those  about  to  enter  the  ranks  of  pharmacy, 
that  the  principle  of  trading  in  pharmacy  is,  in  this  country, 
fundamentally  unsound  ;  that  is  to  say,  chemists  qualify  and 
enter  business  to  supply  a  demand  which  does  not  exist — 
viz.,  dispensing.  This  is  the  pharmacist's  proper  work,  and 
for  which  alone  he  can  command  adequate  remuneration. 
But  what  are  the  facts  ?  I  should  say  that  about  80  per 
cent,  of  the  dispensing  in  this  country  is  done  by  medical 
men.  The  trade  in  drugs  and  proprietary  articles  is  a  com- 
paratively small  one,  and,  as  regards  profits,  has  been  brought 
by  the  grocers  and  cutters  into  line  with  other  commercial 
articles,  thus  reducing  to  a  minimum  any  chance  of  a  living 
under  this  head.  I  believe  that  fully  half  the  chemists  in 
business  are  not  wanted,  that  they  are  in  business  to  supply 
a  demand  which  they  now  find  existed  only  in  their  own 
minds. 

Herein  lies  the  secret  of  all  the  troubles  of  the  drug-trade, 
and  so  long  as  this  state  of  things  continues,  so  long  will 
those  troubles  last.  Education  Acts  are  useless  ;  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  as  bad  ;  Poison  Acts 
are  worse ;  the  very  basis  of  the  business,  viewed  either  from 
a  business  or  professional  aspect,  is  rotten.  There  is  one, 
and  only  one,  remedy  for  all  our  troubles,  and  that  is  to  give 
the  pharmacist  his  proper  work,  the  work  for  which  he  is 
educated  and  examined — viz  ,  the  dispensing  of  medicines. 
There  would  then  be  an  end  to  such  pathetic  pictures  as  are 
indicated  by  an  advertisement  in  this  week's  trade  papers, 
where  we  read — "  Returns,  between  400/.  and  500/.  Rent, 
100/."  If  the  Society  could  do  something  in  this  direction  it 
would  arouse  far  more  interest  and  support  than  by  pro- 
moting useless  Bills.

Sir, — The  letter  of  "  Islander  "  reveals  no  new  state  of 
things,  the  handbill  "Great  Robbery  in  the  Drug-trade,"  &c, 
having  done  duty  some  years  ago  in  the  Midland  town  from 
which  I  write.  It  was  distributed  broadcast  to  the  strains 
of  a  brass  band,  accompanied  by  sandwich-men,  perambu- 
lating the  streets  generally.  Truly  the  "respectability,"  if 
not  the  "  glory,"  of  the  trade  has  departed  if  this  is  to  be  the 
standard  of  its  ethics.  One  wonders  if  the  individual  share- 
holder in  this  and  similar  companies  feels  any  sense  of 
responsibility  for  what  is  being  done  in  his  name,  and 
whether  the  macy  gross  and  misleading  insinuations  so 
freely  dealt  out,  such  as  excessive  charges,  stale  drugs,  &c, 
command  his  approval.  It  appears  to  be  so,  for  in  this 
money-grubbing  age  the  end  would  seem  to  be  taken  to 
sanctify  the  means,  and  the  English  investor,  like  his 
American  brother  mentioned  by  Russell  Lowell,  though  riot 
caiing  excessively  about  "principle,"  has  a  profound  belief 
in  "  interest."  Certain  it  is  that  a  considerable  section  of 
the  trade  will  never  stoop  either  to  follow  such  a  iashion  or 
to  pander  to  the  public  demand  for  it,  nor,  let  me  add,  will 
they  consent  to  make  a  peep-show  of  their  windows.  1 
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should  like  to  add  that  I  entirely  endorse  "  Tocsin's  "  views 
as  to  the  future  of  the  trade,  and  I  trust  if  an  assistants' 
union  is  formed  that  the   employers  will  assist  it  both 
financially  and  otherwise.

Wholesale  Labels. 

SlE, — Now  that  the  wholesale  drug-houses  have  to  over- 
haul their  price-lists,  I  wish'  to  suggest  that  they  should 
bring  their  nomenclature  light  up  to  date,  both  in  their 
lists  and  upon  their  labels.  Labels  are  still  sent  out  bearing 
such  legends  as  rcther.  sulph.,  amnion,  hydrochlor.,  acid, 
muriatic,  ess.  limonis,  spt.  vini  rect.,  eserini,  lithiae  cit.,  &o. 

The  same  obsolete  names  occur  in  many  lists.  As  is  cus- 
tomary with  many,  I  arrange  my  stock  alphabetically,  and 
rind  these  old  names  a  bit  of  a  nuisance,  as  they  upset  the 
arrangement.  The  constant  recurrence  of  old  terms  is  also 
objectionable  to  those  who  desire  to  train  their  apprentices 
and  assistants  in  habits  of  accuracy  and  correctness.  A 
useful  rule  for  all  list- compilers  is  never  to  put  the  price  of 
an  article  twice  over  (under  different  names).  I  have  seen  a 
difference  of  2d.  per  lb.  between  areca  and  nux  areca  in  the 
san>e  list.  The  monthly  fluctuation  only  affected  one  of  the 
quotations. 

Cross-references  are  very  useful  in  many  cases ;  but  the 
price  should  only  be  given  under  the  principal  name.  All 
synonyms  should  read  "  See  so  and  so  "  ;  this  will  prevent 
the  possibility  of  any  anomaly.  Sundries  houses  and  retail 
firms  will  save  themselves  and  customers  a  good  deal  of 
trouble  and  confusion  by  bearing  the  above  rule  in  mind.

"Pharmaceutical  Formulas.'  It  is  the  use  of  a  hot -iron 
which  is  specially  referred  to  as  being  objectionable  for 
Aniline  1  Marking-inks.  By  "  hot-iron  "  housewives  under- 
stand one  about  the  temperature  used  for  ironing  starched 
liner),  and  that  temperature  suffices  to  decompose  the 
metallic  salts  in  the  ink,  with  liberation  of  chlorine  or  hydro- 
chloric acid,  which  "rots"  the  linen,  as  in  No.  1  specimen. 
We  are  glad  that  you  have  called  our  attention  to  the  fact 
that  steam-pipes  have  not  this  bad  effect,  and  that  the  heat 
(which  rarely  exceeds  200°  F.)  rather  improves  the  marking. 
There  is  no  reason  why  a  linen-collar  manufacturer  should 
not  use  the  heat  of  the  pipes.
